'-' The uUIity and importance of an accurate Gazet- 
teer of lUinoifl to every class of citizens within die 
stale, and to all other persons who desire full and par- 
ticular information, are too obviaus to need proof. 

The first edilioD of this work was undertaken by 

the author mote than four years since, at the aaggea- 

tion and request of many of his fellow citizens, some 

of whom filled diatin^iahed posts of honor in the 

slate and nation. Four thousand two hundred copies 

*-. of it were published by R. Gondy of Jacksonville, 

Illinois, a due proportion of which were sent to other 

states, and have been extensively circulated. 

.' In complying with the call for a new edition, it 

' becvne necessary to make an entire revision of the 

work and add much new matter — so rapid had been 

^ the changes and the progress of th'u state in three 

" years. Ten new connties hare been organised^ 



Boone, CaW, Kane, Livingeton, McHenry, Ogle, 
Stephenson, Whiteside, Will, and Winnebago— and 
a large addiUou to the descriptive list of sames in 
part third. 

No state in the " Great Weal" ha* atlracted bo 
much attention, and elicited so manjr enquiries from 
those who desire to avail thenaselvea of the adrantages 
of a settlemeut in a new and rising couotry, as that of 
IlUaoisi and none is filling up so rapidly with an enii- 
grating population from all parts of the United States, 
and several kingdoms of Europe. Consequently, the 
call for correct information of all portions of the statle 
has become pressing. 

In preparing tliia work with special reference to 
to this call, the author has kepi one point conataatty 
in view. Accuracy of description, or a registry of 
facta and things as they actually exist in every part of- 
the slate, has been a paramouqi object. How far he 
lias succeeded will be submitted to the judgment of 
his fellow citizens in each county. That no imper- 
fections or inaccuracies exist in Uie work, the author. 
ia not vain enough to imagine; but that as a wholsi 
or as to its parts, it ia sufficiently accurate for all use-. 
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ful purposes, iviU appear on refereacn to the labor 
bestowed lo obtaia correct infonnatHifl of everjr apot 
he atlempts to describe. 

To the facts and obeerraljoiw of nwioy yean' resi- 
dence in the stale, and traveling ia all Uie older settle- 
menta, of wjucb record was jnade for bis own uae, 
an<l that of his immediate frieoda, may- be added the. 
fpltowiflg facilities for gaioiug correct lopOj^phical 
and historical infonnatioii, 

la the winter of 1^2, '33, the author spent aeveiai 
weelbB at Vandalia, during the aeesion of the legisla- 
ture, where the principal part of the votk was writ- 
ten. Access was Iiad through tlie polite atteotion of 
the goveruor, secretary of state, aaditor, and other 
public officers, to all the public documents, stale re- 
cords, aad journals. Both houses of the legialaUue, 
with equal liberality, granted a copy of the laws and 
journals of that body, and likewise, (if duphcatea ez- 
ialed,) copies of all preceding laws, jourtuds, aud 
printed documents, of the territorial and state govem- 
menls. These were carefully exarained, and fiom 
tbem much valuable information obtained. 
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Personal inlerconne was alto had with the membera 
of the legislature and other gentlemen, from each 
coanty, and from that source many of the facts in the 
general description of the coua^esinPan Second, and 
the particalara of each place in Part Third, were ob- 
tained. The coarse of the author was, to spend two 
or three hours each evening with gentlemen from a 
county, who were well acquainted with every part, 
and write a brief sketch of the same. 

These were drawn off in proper order the next day, 
and, in many instances, sobmitied to the same persons 
for inspection andrevision. All the items for one uoun- 
ty were thus finished before entering upon a survey 
of another. 

By this method, no creek, prairie, or settlement, 
known by name amongst the people, would escape 
notice, and accuracy of description would be attained.' 

These accounts were then collated with the state- 
ments received from other sources, and from the au- 
thor's own notes of observation. 

The same mode, including a more extensive cor- 
respondence with postmasters, and other gentlemen 
of intelligence in every county, has been pursued, to- 
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jrether with a ]axge itock of iufgrmation gaioeil while 
compiling with ano^rgentlemaa, a " Neut Stction- 
al Map of lUinoU," published in New-York b; J. 
H. Colioo. 

No small paias have been taken to obtain the latest 
inlbrmatioD, especially from the recently organiaed 
connties in the norlh, where new setUe^ients are made 
every month, and vill^;es spring up as the growth of 
a summer. EHUI, some settlements, planted within 
the present year, may not have come to the author's 
knowledge. 

It would be rather iavidioui to name individuals 
from whom the author has received ud in this work, 
and to whom he is desirous oT returning his humble 
and grateful acknowledgements. To the oScera of 
state, the members of the legidature, postmasters, ^d 
other citizeuB, his thanks are due. Much of the real 
ralweof the work iff from infbrmalioa they imparted, 
or from documeats and records over which they had 
legal control. 

The Appendix of the former volume containing a 
brief Gazetteer of the Wisconsin Territory has been 
left out of thi« work. That territory, having anorga- 
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nised ^Ternment, and a great increase of its popular 
tton, counties, settlemeaU, etc. shoatd have a Gazet* 
teer of ita own. For llua purpose the authoria aiming 
to collect maleiialB. 

It has cauaed the author no small trouble to deride 
upon the orthography of proper names. Hanjr of 
those found in this work have never been published lo 
any extent, so as to become settled in orthography. 
In offering new names to the public it is desirable the 
spelling should conform to the pronunciation. While 
the author does not feel anlhoriaed lo make innova- 
tions upon established usages, he is willing to contri- 
bute his humble mile to improve the orthography of 
the language, where custom has not fixed iL 

Many aboriginal names in the west were first writ- 
ten in French, and after by persons of very inferior 
literary attainments. Some of these have already un- 
dergone changes. Thus we hare Wabash for Ou- 
bache, — Wathitan for Ouchitla; and for similar rea- 
sons we ought to write Wisconsin for Ouisconsin, — 
Mackinau for Hichilimacinac, — Merodosia for Ma- 
ntis d'Ogee, etc. 

Such aboriginal names as have notbeen printed, the 
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author has spelled according to the pronunciatioa, and 
for the correclaesa of this he has relied upon inTonna- 
tion of persons accustomed to hear the louiida ex- 
preaaed by nBtives. 

After all, aereral discrepancies will be diacorered 
in different parts of the work. 

In snch namea as have the French or broad aound of 
a, he has preferred the terminatioD of oti to aw. The 
exceptions are in Wabash and a few others, where the 
'a i» sanctioned by custom, and the sound generally 
understood.

This reaull has been obtained after « carefal eatlmats 
of the aorveyad portions in the land dieiricta, and oalcu- 
latin^ the remaindei bj ita medimn lengtli and breadth. 



The exact length of its northern portion is now aacer- 
tained from the conlinaetion of the fourth principal 
raendian, from the Tioinitj of Rock river to the north- 
ern boundary. The exact lenglh of the northern bound- 
ary from the MiBsiagippi it the northwealem cornsr of 
the Btate, to lake Miohiean, is 14i 1-3 milea. The ssBtern 
bonndory leaves the Wabaah river at a point about 60 
■nilea north of Vincennes, and continues dne north to 
ibe DOithern boandarj of Indiana. Tbe northern boundarr 
line extends into the mlddln of lake Michigan. 

The act of Congresa anihorising tbe people of Illinois 
to forai a state government, and the convention in framing 
the conslUntiau, described the fallowing as the boundariea 
of the state. 

" Bsginning at the mouth of the Wabash river, thenc« 
np tbe aaine, and with the line of ludiana, to the north 
WMt«rn corner of Mid stale; thtnee taH wM tie £ne of 
ika none tlate, to Ihtraiddk of iaictMiekigan.-th»oc«aanh 
along the middle of said lake, to north latitHde4S degraea 
and 30 minutes; thence wnst to the middle of the Mis- 
sisaippi river; and thence down along the middle of that 
river to ita oonflaence with the Ohio river; and theaee 
up the latter river along ila northweslarn shore to tba 
beginning." 

Within these described baondaiie*, allowing for the

Thr general earface is UtcI, ot moderately unda- 
Isrting, the northern and Bonthem portioDB are broken, 
and somewhat hilly, bnt no portion of the alate is tra- 
Teraf^ with ranges of hilla or monntains. At the Terge 
of the alluvial soil on the rairginB of rirera, there are 
raogea of >> bluffe" intersected with raTineB. The blu^ 
are usnally from fifty to one handred and fifly feet high, 
where an extended surface of table land commencea, 
covered with prairies and forest of varioas ahapes and 

Wheo examined minntely, there are scTeral varieties 
ia the sarfoee of this state which will he briefly specified 
and described. 

I. Jhaadidtd Landt. I apply thia term to all those 
portions, whii:b) for sOme part of the year, are under 
water. These include porliona of the river bottoms, and 
portions of the interior of lai^e prairies, with the lakes 
and ponds which, for half the year or more, are wilhoet 
water. The term " bottom" is used thronghont the weat 
to denote the allaTial soil on the margin of rivers, usually 
called "intervalB," in New England. Portions of ihia 
description of land are flowed for a longer or shotler 
period, when the rivers are full. Probably one tenth of 
the bottom lands ard of this description; for though the 
water may not stand for any length of time, it prevents 
settlement and cultivation, thongh It does not interrupt ths 
growth of timber and vegetation. These tracts are on 
the bottoms of the Wabaeb, Ohio, Missiasippi, Illinois, 
and all the interior rivers. 

When the rivers rise above ^dr oidinsry Uelgb^ the 
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mters.of thp tnalln stnmiu wbich are bndnd op bj 
Ihe freaheU of the former,- break orei their banks, and 
cover all the low grouDda. Here thej stand for a few 
days, or for man; weeks, especially towards the bluffs) 
for it ia a atiiking fact is the geology of the westsm 
eoanlrj, that all the rirer bottoms are higher on the 
roargins of the itreama than at aotne distance back. 
Whenerer increase of popolation ihall eieats a demand 
for this species of soil, the most oi it can be laclaimed 
tt coQ^^ratiKlf Binall expense. Ita fertility will bs 
inexhauBtiUe, and if the waters from the i-iveis eould be 
shut out by dykes or levees, the soil would be perfectly 
dry. Moat of the small lakes oo ibe American bottom 
disappear in the Bummer, and leers a deposit of vegetable 
matter undergoing decomposiiioni or a luxuiiaat coat of 
weeds and ^aa. 

As our piai^s mostly U^ between the streima that drain 
the country, the interior of the large ones is aeually level. 
Here are formed small ponds and lakes after the winter 
and Spring rains, nhicb remain to be drawn off by evapo- 
ration, or absorbed by the soil. Hence the middle of our 
large, terel prairies are wel, and for several weeks por- 
liona of them aie fipversd with water.. To remedy this 
inconvenience completely, and render all this poriioa of 
soil dry and productive, otily requires a ditsh or drain of 
two or three feet deep to be cut into the neajval ravine. 
In many instances a single furrow with the plough, would 
drain many acres. At present this species of inundated 
land offers no in convenience to the people, except in the 
production of miasm, and even that, perhaps, beoomea toe 
much diluted with the atmosphere to produce mischief 
before it reaches the settlements on the bordeis of the 
prairie. Hence ihe inference is correct that our inunda- 
ted lands present fewer obstacles to the settlement and 
growth of the couutry, and can be reclaimed at mach 
less expensa, than the swamps and salt maisbes of the 
Atlantic states.

OB AUilTTION. 

Thk aarface of our allaTial bottoms U not eolirelf 
l«v«l- In iome places it resembles atternete wares of 
the ocean, and looks as thongh the wtten had lel^ thejr 
dspoeit in ridgeg, and retired. 

The portion of bottom land capable of present cnttiva- 
lion, and on which the waters never stand, if, at an ex- 
treme freshet, it is ooToritd, is a soil of eihausllesi fer- 
tilitj; a soil tiiat for agea pest has btsob gradually deposit- 
ed by the annual floods. Its average depth on the Ameri- 
can bottom is from twenty to twentj-five feet. Logs of 
wood, and other indicalione, are found at that depth. The 
ssti due from wella on these bottoma, prodcces Jasariant- 
ly the nr«t year. 

The most eilensive and fertile tract, of thia descrip- 
tion of soil, inthis state, ia the .Srntrican Bottom, a name 
it received when it comlituted the western )>oundarj of 
the United Slates, and which it has retnined ever ainee. 
It oommences at the moalb of the Kaekaskla river, five 
miles below the tewn of Kaakaskie, and extends north- 
wardly aloDg the Missiswppi to the bluff's at Alton, a dis- 
tance of ninety miles. Iteaverage width is Gve miles, and 
centaina^bout 460 aqnare milee, oi 886,000 aorea. Op- 
posite 8l. Louis, in St. Clair couuty, the bluffs are aeven 
miles from the river, and filled with inexhaustible beds of 
coal. The scil of this bottom is an argiilaceous or a sili- 
oiauH loam, accordingly as clay or sand happens to pre- 
dominate in its formation. 

On the margin of the river, and of Some of lla lakea, is 
■ iiiip of heavy timber, with a thick undergrowth, whick 
extends from half a mile to two milea in width, but from 
tbeoce to the bln^, it is principally prairie. It is inter- 
spersed with eloughs, lakes, and ponds, the most of which 
become dry in the fall season. 

The soil of the American bottom is ineshaostibly ricb. 
About (he French towns it has beeo cultivated, and pro- 
duced corn in caccessioo for mote than a century, without 
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exbaDstitiff ita fertilising powert- The onty objeclion ihat 
can be onered to tbia iract ia iu unheelthj cherecier. 
This, however, has diminished coDBiderably within eight 
er ten year*, The geological feamre notiMd in tbe last 
article — that all nor bottoms are higher on the foargin of 
t|ie atreaiq thim towards the hluSs, axplaina tb« oanM 
why BO mnch standing water ia on the bottom land, 
whloh, dsriog the Bummer stagnatea and throws off dox- 
ioua effluvia. These lakes are nsuslly full of vegetabltt 
matter undergoing decompoeilioe, and which prodiM 



laigB qaaniiiies of miasm. Some of tbe Ukea are dear 
and of a sandy bottom, but the moat amof adiffereBt chft- 
TBCter. The French teltled near a lake or a river, appa- 
lently in tbe most onbealtfay places, and yet Iheir conslH 
tnlions ve Utile affactedi and they nauallj BBJoy good 
health, though dwarfish and shrtvelled io ^eir form and 

" The villages of Kaakaakia, Prairie da Rooher, and 
Cabokia, were built up by their iudaBtrj in places whera 
Americana would have perished. CultivaiioD has, bo 
doubt, rendered thia tiaet more anlubrious than former- 
lyi end an increase of it, loretber with tbe constrno- 
Uon of drains and canals, wiirmakB It one of tbe moal 
digible in tbe states. The old inhabitaals advise the em U 
grtnla pot to plant eorn in the immediate vicinity of their 
dwellings, as ita rich and massy foliage prevents th« ann 
from dispelling the deleterious vapours."*

Kiee, and the soil would be SDseeptibla of cultivation, 
e early settlements of the Americans were either on 
this bottotn, or tbe contignoas bluffs. 

Bealda the Araerican bottom, there are others that r^ 
gemble it in ita general character, but not ir^ extent. In 
Union county there is an extensive bottom on the bordera 
nf tbe Mississippi. Above (he month of tbe lUinoia, and 
along tbe borders of the coaniies of Calhonn, Pike, and 
Adams, there is a series of bottoms, with moch go«d and

eil«*mtod Uaii, bnt tbe inandaied ^nnds ttoand, prMent 
objeclioRB to a dense population at prmant. 

The bottoms of Illinoii, vfaare not lanndBted, eretqiial 
in fertilitj, and the toil is tesa adbMive than moat part* 
of the Amafican boltom. Thia is likrwise the character 
of Ute bottoma io the northern pan* of tho stale. 

The bottoma of the Kaakaakia are gensrallj eoTered 
with ■ hearj growth of timber, and in many placei inun* 
dBled wban tbe river ie at ita highest floods. 

Tbe extenaire praihea ad join tag- will create a demsad 
fbr.all thia timber. The bottom landa on the Wabash 
are of Tariona qoaliUea. Near the mouth, mnch of it ia 
JBondaled, Hif ber op it OTerdows in bigh frsaheta, 
. Theae bottoms, espeeiail; tlie American, are the best 



nary crop. The roots and worms of 
the soil, the acorns end other fruits frooi tbe treea, and the 
fiah of llie lakes, acoeierate the growth of ewine. Horses 
and cattle find ezhauatleea aiipplies of gnaa in the prai- 
riea; and pea vinea, bufialo grass, wild ous, and other 
herbage in the timber, for anrnmet range; and often 
Ihronghout most of the winter. In all the laah bottoma, 
thej fatten dnriag the aevere weather on rashei. The 
houooi soil is not ao well adapted to the predootion of 
■ma)) grain, aa of maiEe or Indian corn, on acoount of its 
nnk growth, and being more subject to blast or fall down 
before hardest, then on the uplands. 

3. PraiTies. A larye part, probably two-tbirda of the 
sarface of the stale, is corered with prairtea. A com- 
■BOQ error has prevuled abroad that our prairie land ia 
-wet. Much of tt ia nadalating and entirely dry. fVmrie 
ia a French word, aignifyiag meadoui, and is applied to 
any detcription of surface, that ia destitute of limber 
and brushwood, and clothed with grass. Wet, dry, teve), 
■ad nndulatiog, are terraa of deanriplion merely, -and ap-

In ibe Boulhem part, that is, santh of the national road 
leading from Terre Haale to the Mississippi, the prairiea 
are oomparatiTelj small, varying in size from those of 
several miles in widih, to those whicli contain only a few 
acres. As we go northward, they widen and extend oa 
the more elevated ground between the water courses to a 
vtBl diataoce, and are frequeotly from six to twelve tnile* 
in width. Their bordera are by no msana nnifom. Lan|f 

EointB of timber project into the prairies, and Una the 
aollH of tha atreams, and points of prairie project into 
the limber between these streams, la losnj inaianeea 
arecopaea and grovea of timber, from one bunared to two 
tbouHand acrsa, in the midst of 'prairies, like islands in 
the ocean. This ij a oommoa feature in the country b«- 
twesQ the Sangamon- river and lake Michigan, and in tha 
northern paiu of the state. The lead mine region, both 
in thia state and the Wisconsia teriitory, ahoonda with 
these groves. 

The origin of these prairies has caused mnch apecolB- 
lion. We might as well dispute about the origin of 
forests, upon the assumptioo that the natural covering 
of the earth was grass. Probahlj one half of the eailb'a 
surface, in a state of nature, waa prairies or barrens. 
Much of it, jilie our westeru prairies, was covered with 
a luiuribut coat of grass and herbage. Tlie tteppet of 
Tartar;, the -pompot of South America, the tattauuu of 
tbe southern, and the pmiria of the western states, desig- 
nate similar traote of country. Mesopotamia, Syria, and 
Jiidea had their ancient prairies, on which the patriarchs 
fed their Socks. Misaionaries in Burmah, and travellei* 
in the interior of Africa, mention the same deseriptian of 
country. Where the tough award of the prairie is one* 
formed, timber will not tike root. Destroy thia by the 
plough, or by any other method, and it is soon converted 
into fotest land. Tbeie are large tracts of coontry in the

In the earlj aeitienierita ot Keniacky, much of- tha 
country below and sou^ of Green rivar presented a 
dwarSah and atnnted growth of timber, scattered oyer the 
Mrfaoe. or collsotad in clumps, with haste and ehmbbery 
interniised. Thia appsaraoce led the liriit explorws to 
the inference that the aoil ita«lf mnai neceaearil; be poor, 
ta produce ao scanty a growth of timber, and they gaTB 
the Dame of bamnt to (he whale tract of country. Long 
aince it haa been aacerWiiBed that this description of land 
ia acnoagat the moat prodoctive aoil in the stale. The

purpoaea can be found, a person need not hesitate to aettla 
in the harrena. These tracts are almost invariably healthy; 
they posaeas a greater abundance of pore springs of water, 
and the soil is better adapted for all kinds of prodiiee, and 
all descriptiona of Heaaone, wet and dry, than tha deeper 
and richer ffloold of the bottoms and prairiea. 

When the fire* are stopped, these bartena produce 
timber, at a rate of which no northern emigrant oan Lava 
UiJFJiiMooimptiPA. Dwairfiah ahniha tpd amaU traea of 
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oak mnd hickory an scattsred over the Borfaea, whero 
for yean Uie; hare contended wiib the fires for a pre- 
carious eziatence, whila a maaa of roota, aafficienl for 
tbe aupport of iar^ Ireas, have accumulated in the earth. 
Soon as they are protected from the raTagea of tite ananal 
fires, the more thrifty sprouls shoot forth, and in ten- years 
are lante enough for com cribs and stables. 

Aa tbe Area on tbe prairiea beeonia itopped by the snr- 
loundini Mllleiuenta, and the wild grass is eaten oat 
aod trooden down by the stock, they begin ta assama 
tlie character of barreeij first hade and other shrnba, and 
finally a thicket of yoang timber, oorers ilie surface, 

6. Forat, or limbed Umd. In general, Illinois ia 
abundantly supplied with timber, and were it equally 
diatribuUd through the stale there would be no part 
wanting. The apparent scarcity of timber- where tha 
prairie predominates, is not ao gteat an obstacle to tha 
ssttlement aa haa been soppoaed. For ntany of the par- 
poses to which timber is applied, substitutes are found. 
The ratiidity with which the young growth pushes itself 
forwara, without a single effort on the part of man to 
Bcoeleraie it, and the readiness with which the prairia 
becomes conrerted into thickets, and then into a forest 
of young timber, showa that, in another generation, tin- 
ber will not be wanting in any part of Illinois. 

The kinds of timber most abundant are oaks of *ari«a> 
BpecieB, black and white walnut, ash of sereral kinds, 
etm, sugar maple, honey locust, hackberry, linden, hio. 
koty, cotton wood, pecaun, mulberry, baokeye, syca- 
more, wild cherry, box elder, sassa&as, and peraimnian. 
In the southern and eaetern parts of tbe state are yellow 
poplar, and beech; near the Ohio are cypress, and in 
several counties are clumps of yellow pine and cedar. 
The undergrowth are redbud, papaw, samach, plam, crab 
apple, grape vines, dogwood, spice bnah, green brier, 
liazle, &c. 

The alluvial soil of the rivers produces cotton wood and 
sycamore timber of amazing size. 

Foi oiidinary purpoaes there is now timber enough in 
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BMt parte of tfa« Btale, to uy nothiog: abonl tha arlifieiBl 
prodDClion of limber, which mBy be effected with llttls 
tionbJe and eipense. The black loonfit, a natiTe of Ohio 
and KentDcky, maj be raiBed from the seed, with leM 
labour, than a nureerj of apple trees, ll is of rapid 
(Crowtb, and as a Taloable and lasting timber, clalma iha 
attention of oar fannerB. It foraiB osa of the cleanlieat 
and most faeaatiful ahadei, and when in blossom, givsB 
B rich protpeot, and sendB abroad a delieioDa fragraoce. 

6. £iiabe,BlnffttSavinatandSink-hokt. Underthese 
heads are inaluded tracts of noeTen coaolrj found in ts- 
riooH parts of the state. 

&iobt are ridgea of fiint limestoiw, intemineled and 
covered with earth, and elevated one or two hundred feat 
aboTe the common surface. Tbia ipeeies of land ia of 
^ little value for eollivation, and atuallj baa a sptinkling> 
* of dwarSah, stnnled timber, like the barrens. 

The steep hilis and natoral moaods that border the al- 
Ittvions tiave obtained the name of i^if^. Some are in 
\oagt parallel ridf^es, others are in the form of eoiMi and 
pyramids. In some places precipicas of limeatoBe rock, 
from fifty to on* or two handred feet high, fena these 
blnffs. 

Bavina are formed amongBt the blaSa, and -often near 
the holders of j^friea, whidi lead down to the streama. 

Sinlc-hola are eirenlar depressions in the anrfaee like 
a basin. "Hiey are of various sizes, from ten to Sfiy teot 
deep, and froin ten to. one or two hundred yanh in cir< 
caroference. Frequently diey contain an outlet for the 
water recoiled by the rains. Their eziitenee ahowy 
tb»t the sabtratnoa is aacondary limiatone, abounding in 
anbterraDeoua cavities. 

There are bat few tracts of sfonjp grewid in the atalei 
that ia, where loose atones are scattered over the anrfaee, 
and imbedded In the soil. Towarda the noitbem part of 
the state, tracts of stony ground eliat. Quarries of stone 
exist in the bluffs, and in the banka of the atreains and 
lavinea thronghout the state. 

Th9 soil ia porous, eaay to enltivate, and MoMdiogly

Tha appearaoce and character af the Missiasippi, abftTO 
and belew the monib tA the Miaaeari, Me ao Jiattnotly 
marked as to lead to the gener^ oplntan ^tat ibe forroeT 
ia but a braneh of the latter. The arerage width-of thtf 
HiasiBBippi proper, ia from one half to one inile) and it« 
eorreot generally i> from (nro to fonr mile* an-hoor, vary- 
ing Boeortling' to the height and TOlnme of the water. 
Thrmeaa dsseest of tUrriTer it aboM ais incbee per 
mile. Ita aourcea are eBtiroaled by Mr. Behooleraft ttf 
be 1,330 feet abore tha IotgI of tide watet at (be ^If of 
Mexico; the diataooe bein^ eoniputed at S,0M milM. 
Below the mouth of the MiaionH, the Water of the Mia- 
aiaaippi baa the turbid appearance of the Hiaaouri. bd4 
waa formerly obalroctad witfa tnaga aad taioytn. Tbeae' 
obstrucliaoB to the naTiealiou have been partially remov- 
ed by the enterpriaiag Captain awere »»d .his ana^boat, 
in the employmeDt of the general government, and the 
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trees that fonn these obstrnciiona have b;ea cnt awa; 
from its benln. 

The prineipal tribntaiies oflhe Misaissippi, wittirn thft 
state otlllinoii, are Rock, lllinoia, Kaskaatcia and Muddj 
Tivers. The aboriginal name is eaid to eigaify " Fatktf 
of Widen,''' or " Great Waten.'" 

The Ohio river, which washes the Bonthem boundary 
of Illinois, is formed by the janction of the Allegheny and 
Monon{rnhelB riTera at Pittsburgh, and after running & 
soDthweetem course 1,11)0 miles, unites with the MIs- 
sissippi at the extreme eoath end of the state. At the 
confluence of these Tivera, ae ia the case with moat olhe^ 
rivers in the west, there is an extensive and recently 
forned allnvien. Below the mouth of the Wabash, no 
large streama enter the Ohio froin lllioois. Saline, Big 
Itav, and Cash are the largest. 

'rhe Wabaah river rises in the nertheaatem part of In- 
diana, and running firat a sonthweaCern, and then a south 
eonrse, it enters the Ohio about 300 miles above its mouth 
It is a beautiful stream, and at high water is navigated 
by steam boats as tar as Loganstiort it) Indiana. Iisltead 
waters approach within a short distance of the waters of 
the Maumee of Lake Erie, with which a canal navigation 
is now being constructed under the authority of the state 
of Indiana. 

About twenty miles below Vineennes, and near'ths 
junction of White river, are considerable rapids, which 
obstruct the navigation in low water. Funds in part 
have been provided and measures are in train by the 
two states to improve ihe navigation at this place. The 
character of the landa and soil bordering on the Wabash 
does not differ materially from that en the Ohio end 
Miasisalppi; only there Is more sandy soil, and its bot- 
toms are more subject to inundation. In this region, 
and especi^lj in LanTcnce and Crawford conntiea, there 
are some swamps, called by travellers purgra/»r«e». 

The principal tribalarieH of the Wabash within the 
state of^ Illinois, are the VermilliOQ, Embariass, and 
Little Wabash rivera.' 
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The Itlinois, Kulnskia, Rock, and other rirerB wiihin 
the Blate will be deaccibed ander their respective dbidm 
in the third part of this work. Lake MUitgan is the onlj 
lake deaerTiPg special notice. There are several othei 
iakea in different parts ot the itste, bat they are small and 
nnimportsnt, and rather deserve the name of ponds, A. 
portion of l^fl MicbiffaoisincludedwittTtn the boundaries 
of the state, and affords a mediam of eommnnicBtion iFiib 
the noTthein stales and Canada. It is about S80 miles 



waters are cool and clear, and itafibrds fine navigation far 
^hooners and steamboats for aboat ei^hi months in the 
jear. The plan of a canal to connect ita commerce with 
the navigable waters of the Illinois will be found ander 
the bead of " Flaiu of Initmai Improvcmail" 



These are natarallj classed into mineral, animal and 
vegtiable. 

MineraU, The northern portion of Illinois is ioex- 
baasdblj rich in mineral prodnctioos, while coal, se- 
condary limestone, and sandstone, are found in eveij 
part. 

IioD ore has been found in the soatbern parts of the 
illate, and la said to exist in considerable qaantitiea in 
the northern parts. 

Native copper in small qnantities has been fonnd on 
Mnddv river, in Jackson county, and back of Harrison- 
ville, in the bluffs of Monroe county. One mass weigh- 
ing B«ven pounds was fonnd detached at the laltet 
place. A shaft was sunk forty feet deep in 1817, in 
•earch of this metal, but without success. Red oxids 
of iron and oxide of copper were dug out. Crystalliied 
gypsum has been found in small quantities in St. Clair 
county. Qonrti crystals exist in Gallatin connly. 

Silver ia supposM to exist in St. Clair county, two 
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nilearroin Rock Spring, from whence SiWn Creek d»- 
nveB iia name. In iha earl7 times, b; the Fiench, m 
•hart was sunk here, and tradition lells of lar^ quan- 
tiiies of the precinus metal being obtained. In 1838, 
many persoQs in this vicinity eoDimenced digging, aod 
begin tn dream of immenee fortnoea, which however 
"iniahsd daring the following winter. They ilog up 



BiWor ore they are aiippoaed to contBio. Harble of a fina 
quality is found in Randolph conniy. 

Lead is found in tbsI qaanlilies in the sortheni part 
of lUinoii, and the adjacent territory. Hers are tbe 



richest lead mines hitherto discovered on the globe. 
iTtion of country lies principally north of Rock 
>ulh of the Wisconsin river. Dnbuqae'i, and 



other rich mines, are west of the Mississippi. 

Native copper, in large qaantitiea, exista m inia re- 
gion, especially at the month of Plum creek, and on (he 
Peekatonaliee, marked on the map, above RorJi river, 
which puts into the Misaissippi. Peekatonakee ia a branch 
of Rock rivet. 



For many years the Indians, and some of the French 
honters and traders, had been accustomed to dig lead in 
these regions. They never penetrated much below the 
Borface but obtained conajderable quantities of the oiet 
which they sold to the traders. 

In 1833, the Iste Col. James Johnson, of Great Cross- 
ings, Ky, snd brother to the Hon. R. H. Johaaon, ch- 
ained a lease from the United Ststes government, and 
made arrangements to prosecute the busineaa of smelt- 
ing, with considerable force, which he did Ihe following 
teaaoD. This attracted the atieDtion of enterprising 
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men in Illinoia, Misionii, and other stale*. Some went 
OD in m26, more followed in 1627, Bnd in 1S28 the coun- 
try was almost literally £||ed with miner*, ameliers, 
merchants, specalatoie, gamblera, and every descriptinn 
of characiei. Intelligence, eiiter|irise, and virtue, were 
thtowD in the loidst of dissipation, uamiDg, and every 
species of vice. Such was the crowd of adventurers ia 
1839, lo this hitlierlo almost unknown and desolate re- 
elon, that the lead busioesa was greatly ovetdooe, and 
the market for awhils nearly destroyed. Fortunes were 
made almost upon a turn of the spade, and lost with equal 
facility. Thebasinese has revived and is prosecuted lo a 
great eitenU Exhaustless quantities of mineral exist 
here, over a tract of county two huodred miles in extent. 
The following table shows the amount of lead made an- 
nualty at these diggings, from 1831, to Septemher, 30, 
1833.

The rent accruing to gnvernment for the same period, 
is n fraction sbort of six millions of pounds. 

Formerly the government received 10 per coot, io lead 
for rents. Now it Is 6 per cent. 

A part of the Mineral land In the WiscoDsin Territory i 
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bas been ssrreyed and broaght into maiket, vhieh will 
add greatlj to tbe stability nod proaperil; of the mining 
baainess. It is eipected that Iha Miaenil lands in lilt- 
Dois will soon be in market. 

CoaL BitamiaoaH coal Bbouads in this state and ma^ be 
fonnd in near); every coiiQtj, It ii frequently percelTed 
withoat excaTation in the TaTinee aod at lite poiats of 
bluffs. 

ExhanetleBB beds of this article exist in the binffs ad- 
jaceDt to the Amecicau bottom in Sl Clair eounly, of 
which lame qnaniities are aaauallj tiaDspoiled to St. 
Louis for fuel. 

A. Rail Road is now coDStmctins bj a private company, 
from the bluSs lo the ferry, six miles, for the purpote of 
transporting coal to St. Louii. 

A laree vein of coal, ssTsral feet thieic, and apparently 
eshauHtless, has been struck in exeavaling the llliuoia and 
Michigan canal, a few miles below Ottawa. 

A bed of Jnthradte coal, it is said, lias beeo discovered 
on Muddy river in Jackson connty. 

Mgatized Wuod. A petrified tree, of black walnut, 
wae fonnd in the bed of the river Des Plaines, about forty 
rods above its junction with the Kankakee, imbedded in 
a faoiizoatal position, in a stratum of sandstone. There 
is fifty-one and a half feet of the trunk visible— eighteen 
inches in diameier at its smallest end, and probably three 
feet at the other end. 

Muriate of Soda, or common salt This is found la 
Tarious pans of the stale, held in solution in tbe springs. 
The manufacture of salt by boiling and evaporation is car- 
ried on in Gallatin coanty, twelve miles west- norlh- west 
from Shawneetown; in Jnokson oouoty, near Brownsville; 
and in Vermilion county, near Danville. The springe 
and land are owned ly the state, and the works leased. 

A eoarae freestone, mneb used in bailding, is dug from 
quarries near Alton, on the Missiaaippi, where large bodies 

Scattered over the sntfecs of our prairies, are large 
masses of reckt of granitic formation, ronndish Id form. 
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usually called by the people " lo»t matt." They will 
weigh from one thouaand to ten or twelve thousand 
pounda, and are entirely detached, and frequently ara 
found eeietal aiiiee distant from any quarry. Nor has 
there ever been a quarry of granite diacoieied in the 
■tate. These Btonea are denominated bowlden in mine- 
(aiogy. That thej eziEt ia various parts of Illinois is an 
undoubted truth; and that they are of b apecies of gra- 
uile is equally true, ae 1 have specimens to show. They 
Dsuall^ lie on the surface, or are partially imbedded in 
the soil of our prairies, which is unquestiaoably of dilu- 
Tial formation. How they came here ia a question of 
diffioult solution. 

MedieLnal Waters are found in different parts of (he 
stale. These are chielly sulphur springs and chalybeate 
waters. There is said to be one well in ihe soutliern 
part of Ihe state strongly impreenaled with the sulphate 
of magnesia, or Epsom salta, fron which considerable 
quantities have been made for sale, by eioiply evaporating 
Uie water, in a kettle, over a common fire. 

There are several sulphur springe in Jefferson county, 
to which persona resott for healih. 

FegeCable Froduetioru. The principal trees and shrubs 
of Illinois have been noticed under the head of " Foreat 
or timbered land." Of oaks there are several species, as 
overcup, burr oak, swamp or water oak, white oak, red 
or Spanish oak, post oak, and black oak of several varie- 
ties, wiih the bldck jack, a dwarfish, hnailed looking tree, 
excellent for fuel, but good for nothing else. 

The black walnut is much used for buildiug' material* 
and cabinel work, and sustains a fine polish. 

In most parts of the state, grape vines, indlgenoua 
to the eonntry, are abundant, which yield grapes that 
might advantageously be made into excellent wine. Fo- 
leigD vines are susceptible of easy coltivatjon. These 
are cultivated la a considerab'e extent at Vevay, Switzer- 
land county, Indiana, and at New Harmony on the Wa- 
bash. The indiffenoua vines are prolific, and produce 
escelieat fmit. They era found ia every variety of soil; 
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interwoven in ever; thicket in the prairiei sod barreag; 

and climbing to (he lopa of the veiy highest trees on tha 
bottoms. The French in early limes made ao rauuh wins 
as to export some to France; upon ntiich the proper au- 
thorities prohibited the introduction of wineTrom Illinois, 
lest , it might injate ihe sale of thai staple article of the 
kinnoin. I think the act vaa paieeJ b; Uie board of 
trade, in 1774. 

The editor of the Illinois Magazine remarks: " We 
know one ^ntleman who made twentj-seien barrels of 
yrine in a siugle season, from the grapes gathered with but 
little labor, in his immediate iieighbourhoo'd." 

I'he wild plum is found in every part of the stale; but 
in most instances the fruit is too sour far use, unless for 
pruBer*es. Crab apples are equally proMc, and make 
fine preserves with about double their bulk of sugar. 
Wild cherries areeqaally productive. The persimmoa is 
a deliciouH iioil, after the frost lias destroyed its aslrii^- 
gent properties. The black mulberry grows in most 
parts, and is used for Ihefeudiag of silk worms with suc- 
cess. They appear to thrive and spin as well as on the 
Italian mulberry. The goasebeiry, strawberry, and black- 
berry grow wild and in great profusion. Of our nuts, the 
hickory, black walnut, and pecaun deserve notice. The 
last is an oblong, thin shelled, delicious nut, that growi 
on a large tree, a species of the hickory, (the Cur^a oUva 
fonau of Nultall.) The paupaw grows in the bottoms, 
and rich, timberea uplands, and produces u targe, pulpy* 
and luscious fruit. Of domestic fruits, the apple and 
peach are chiefly cultivated. Pears are tolerably pleniy 
lu the French settlements, and quinces are cultivated with 
succeaa by some Americans. Apples are easily culti- 
Tated, and are very productive. They can be made to 
bear fruit to considerable ad ' ' 
the seed. Many varieties ai 
a large size. 1 have measured apples, the growth of St. 
Clair county, that exceeded thirteen inches in circumfe- 
rence. Some of the early American eetllers provided 
(uchaids. They bow reap the edvajitages. Bui a large 
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proportion of the popnlBtioQ of the frontiers are eonlent 
without this iadispeoBBble ar^cle in the tomftirte of s 
jankee fariner. Cider is mBde in small quBntltiei In the 
old BetllemenlH. In a few jaars a anpplj of this beveiago 
can be had in roost parts of Illinois. 

Peach trees grow vi<h great rapidii;, and decay pro- 
portionabl; soon. From ten to fifleen yeaia may bs 
conaideted the life of this tree. Oarpeachesaredeiicioni, 
but they Homeliraes fail by being destroyed in the germ 
by winter frosta. The bud swells prematurely. 

Garden Fegetablet can be produced here in Taat profu- 
sion, aud of mcellent quality. 

That we have few of ibe elegant and well dressed gar- 
dens of gentlemen in the old states, is admitted; which is 
Dot owing to i^imale, ot soil, but to the wbbI of leiaure 

A cabbaee head two or three feet in diameter Including 
the leaves, is no wonder on this soil. Beeti uftea exceed 
twelve inches in elrcumference. Parsnips will penetiala 
OUT light, poious soil, to the depth of two or three feel. 

The euUivaied vegtlabU produtliona in the fitld, are 
maize oi Indian corn, wheat, oals, barley, buckwheat, 
Irish potatoes, sweet potatoes, tninipa, rye for horse 
feed and dialilleries, tobacco, cotton, bemp, flas, the 
castor bean, and erery other production rommoa to tha 
middle stales. 

Mmzt is a staple production. No farmer can live with- 
out it, and hundreds raise little else. This is chiefly owins 
to the ease with which itis cultivated. Its average yiela 
is fifty bushels to tha acre. I have ol^ntimes seen it pro- 
duce seveiity-five bushels to the acre, end in a few in- 
atancea, exceed one hundred. 

Wheat yields a good and sore crop, especially in the 
counties bordering on the Illinois river, and through tha 
northern parts of the state. It weighs upwards of 60 
ponnds per buahel; and flour from this region has prefer- 
eoce in the New Orleans market, and passes better in- 
spection than the same article from Ohio or Kentucky, 

In 1835, tiie weavel, for the first time, ^fide its ap- 
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peiTance in Si. Clair and tbe adjacent counties, and ha* 
occasionally renewed its visits since. Within (be last 
two seasons, some fields have been injured b; (he fly. 

A common but sloienly practice amongst oiir faimen, 
is, to sow wheal aroongst (he standing corn, in September, 
and cover it by rnnnUig a few furrows with tbe ploagh 
between the rows of corn. The dry stalks are then cat 
down in the siiring, and left on the ground. Even by this 
imperfect mode, Sfteen or twenty bushels of wheat to iha 
acre are produced. But where the ground is duly pr». 
pared by fallowing, and the seed put in at the proper tiute, 
% good crop, averaging from twenty-five to txiirty-fivfl 
bushels per acre, rarely fails to be procured. 

The average price of wheat Is one dolEai to one dollat 
twenty-five cents per hnshel, varying a little according to 
the competition of mills and facilities to market. In many 
instancee a single crop of wheat will pay tbe expenses of 
purchasing the land, fencing, breaking the prairie, seed, 
putting in the crop, harvesimg, IbreBliing, and taking it to 
markel. Wheat ia now frequently sown on the prairie land 
W a first crop, and a good yield obtained. 

Flouriug mills are now in operation in nianj[ of the 
wheat growing couQtres. Steam power is ^tting into 
extensive use both for sawing and mannfa'tturing flour. 

Il is to be regretted that so few of our farniers have - 
erected barns for the security of their crops. No article is 
more profitable, and really more iudispeusable to a farmer, 
than B large barn. 

OtU» have not been mnch raised till lately. They are 
very productive, often yielding from forty to fiflybushels 
ou the acre, and usually sell from twenjy to thirty cenia 
the bushel. The demand for the use of stage and travel- 
ers' horses is increasing. 

Hemp is an indi^xiious plant in the soothern part of 
this Blate, as it ia in Missouri. Il has not been exten- 
sively cultivated, but wherever tried, ia found very pro- 
ductive, and of ao excellent quality. It might be made 
« staple of the cooalry. 

Tuhaeco, though a filthy and noxLoua weed, which no 
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hnman being; oagbl erar to aae, esD be produced in any 
qaantit; and of the firat qoalitj in lllinoia. 

Cutton, for manj jreara, baa been anccesafiillr cnltivated 
in tbts alBle for domeeiic nse, and eome for exportation. 
Two or three spinning fBcloriea ere in operation, and pro- 
dae« cotton yarn from ihe growth of Ihs caunlry with 
promieing auceees. This branch of bnsineaa admits of 
enlargement, aad invites Ihe atlention of eaat^rn mano- 
fsctarers wiih small capital. Much of the cloth made io 
families who have emigrated from states south of the 
Ohio is from the cotton of the country. 

Flax is prodneed, and of a tolerable qoslily, bat not 
equal to that of the northern atatsa. It is aaid to be pro- 
ductJTe and good in the norlbero countiea. There is an 
oil mill to maaufaclare oil from the seed, in Sangamon 
connty. 

The paltaa ehritti, or caalor oil bean, ia prodnced in 
GODsiderable qaanlitiss in Madia on, Randolph, and other 
GountloB, and large quantities of oil are expfeased and 
sent abroad. 

Stceet Petaiott are a deticiona root, and yield abnndant- 
ly, eapeciallj on the American bottom, and rich sanly 
prairies. 

But liule haa been done to intro<)nce cnttivated grassea. 
The prairie grass looks coarse end niiaavory, and yet 
our horses and cattle will thrive well on it. It is already 
known to the reader that this fj^raas disappears when the 
seltieoientB extend round a jlrairie, and tne cattle eat off 
the young- growth in Ihe spring. Consequeolly in a few 
yeara, the natural graaa no longer eiisis. 

It ia to be regretted that so few have thonsht of pro- 
Tiding theraselTes with natural meadows of thy or more 
mores to each plantation, by a process so cheap as (hat 
of fencing in the prairie, before the cattle had subdued 
the natural grass, and preserTing it with a very little care, 
in a perfectly natural state. 

Bat this notion was entirely incorrect. To produce 
tjmolhy with sncceaa, the ground must be well cultlTsted 
in the summer, either by an early crop, or by following, 
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■nd the seed sown abont the SOth of ^plember, at the 
rate of ten or tuxke quart* of clean leed to the aert, and 
lightly bruahed in. 

If the seaaon ie in an; way favoarable, it will get a m> 
pid Btart before winter. By the last week ill Jane, it 
frill produce two tons per acre, of the finest of hay. It 
then requires a dressing of stable oi yard manure, and 
occasionally the turf may be scratched with a harrow, to 
prevent the roots "from binding too hard. By this process 
timothy meadows may be made and preserved. There 
are meadowe in Sl Clair county, which have yielded 
heavv cropa of hay in Buccesaiou, for several years, and 
bid fair to continue for an indefinite period. Cattle, and 
especially horses, should never be permitted to run in 
meadows in Illinois. The fall grass may be cropped 
down by calves and colts. There is bnt a little more 
labonr required to produce a crop of timothy than a crop 
of oata, Bud as there is not a atone or a pebble to interrupt, 
the soil may be turned up every third or fourth year for 
com, nod afterwards laid down to graaa again. 

A species of blue grass if eallivated by some fanoert 
for pastures. If welFsetand not eaten down in summer, 
blue giaaa paaluree may be kept green and freah till lata 
in autumn, or even in the winter. The English spire 
grasB has been cultivated with success in the Wabash 
country. 

Of the trefoil, or clover, there is but little cultivated. 
A prejudice exists against it, aa it is ima^nod to injure 
horses by affecting the glands of the mouth, and causing 
them to slaver. It grows luinriantly, and may be cut 
for hay early in Jane. The white clover comes in nalor- 
ally, where the ground has been cultivated, and thrown 
by, or along the aides of old roads and paths. Clover 
pastures would be excellent For swine. 

Jtiimali. Of vjild animali there are several speeiea. 
The buffalo is not found on this aide the Miasissippi, nor 
within several hundred miles of St. Loiiis. This animal 
once roamed at large over the prairies of Illinois, and was 
found ip plenty wirlj years since. Wohti, Paathtnt

snil wild call ere still namerous on the fronliera, and 
through the anseltled portions of (he country, Wolvea 
harbor in almost eyery county, mnd annoy the farmer by 
destroying his sheep and piga. There are three species 
foondin Illinois: 

1. The largfl gray wolf, or cant* fopu* of Linneus, is 
not very plenty, and not commonly found io the older set- 
tlements. 

3. The black wolf,orcanM^^caonof Linneos, isacarce. 
Occaaionally they are killed by oorhontera. 

3. Thecantj/afraiMof Say, or common prairie wolf, is 
the moat common, and foond in considerable tiDoibera. 
This miachievona animal is but little larger than the 
eomraon fox, burrowa in the prairies, and comes forth in 
the night to Hltack sheep, pigs, poultry, Jic. Many of 
the settlers keep hoands to guard against the depredations 
of (hie anitnal. 

Panthers and wild cats are leas comtnon, but occasion- 
Ally do miachief. 

Deer are also Tery nomerons, and are valuable, particQ- 
larly to Ibatclasa of oar population which has been raised 
to frontier habits; the flesh oUbrding thetn food, and the 
shina, clothing. Freeh venison hams usually sell seren- 
ty-five cents, to one dollar Rfty cents a pair, and when pro- 
perly cored, are a delicious article. Many of the frontier 
people dress their skins, and make (hem into psnlalooas 
and hunting shirts. These articles are Indispensable to 
all who have occasion to travel in Tiewingland,orforany 
other purpose beyond the settlements, as cloth gannenla, 
in the shrubs and vioea, would soon be in strings. 

It is H novel and pleasant sifrht to a stranger, to see the 
deer in flocks of eight, (en, or Rneen ,in number, fteding 
on (he grass of the prairies, or hound iog away at (he sight 
of a traveller. 

The hnmn bear is also en inhabitant of (his slate, al- 



I, oposeuma, gophars, and squirrels, are 
also nameKiuB, aa are muskrats, oltera, and occasionally 
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Uirar, abont oor rinn Md Itkw, Raoeoou ue my 
common, and freqaently domiaokitf intlieiiBll toouoom. 
OpMstuuB aonMtUM* Iroabla tho ponSuy. I hBf« a few 
fact* rapOTt«d to me from eoaicaa Mtitled M mat oradit, 
that the prodttolloa at the yoaur of Ihia linj^ar and ex- 
traordinary animaU ii different from Uio ordinaiy procoM 
of geiwratioa in Tiviparona aaimals. The foitae ia (bond 
adhering to the teU, withia the falia boll;, at the veij 
fint Btage of eiUtence. 

The gmkiu- ie a aiapilar litlle aniatal, abont tke sixa of 
a aqDirref. It burrow* in the «oand, '» wldom eean, bet 
its iDor&B make it known. Itlabora doriof iho oifht, iit 
^■KCt^S sobiairaiiean naaaagaa io tbe rich mU of the ptai- 
liea, and throwe np billoeka of fn*b earth, within a few 
feet diataoce rrom each other, and froia twelve Io eii^leea 
inehee in height. I have seen a doien of tbeao hifioeka, 
the production of one Digbt'e labooi, ^d appuentlj fron 
a aingle gophar. Tlie paiaaf^ are fonaed in •nelta lab;- 
rinth. that it la s diffioolt matisr to find the animal b; dig> 
ginr. 

The gray and fox Bqnirrele ofWn do miechief in the oona 
fielde, and the hoating of iheoi makea fine apoit for tha 
bo^a. It tg a role wnongat the Kentn^j riflaaaH to ahoot 
a aquirfal only ihroogh hie eyes, and that from the topa 
of the higheai ireea of ihs forest. It is erideBoe of a bad 
BiarlcaDian, for a hanter to hit one ia any otlfer part. 

Common HaiiUa eziat in aTory thicket. Theae animala 
anaoy narseriea and yonog orehaida ezeeadingly. Tha 
fBocB aroand a nursery naat alwaya be ao eloae as to ahol 
ont rabbita, and yooog appletreea mast be aecoFed at the 
approaeh of winter, by tying alraw or eom alalks aioand 
their bodies, for two or three feel la height, or the bark 
will be Slapped off by these mischieToos aoimala. 

fPUd kona are found ranfring the ptairiea and forasia 
in some parts of the state. They are amall in siza, of the 
Indian or Caaadian breed, and very hardy. They «~~ 
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theMboTM*, make thmi an article of tnAe;flieir common 
prie« !■ from twenty to thirty dollus. They ara foond 
ebiefly in the lower end of the AmerieanBoitinn, near the 
jaDCiion of the KaabBaLia and MiBaisaippi livera, ealled 
tht Point. They are the offspring of the hoTMs bronfht 
there by the first settlera, and nhich were Buffered to run 
at la^e. The Indiana of the Weat have many aach faor- 
aes, which are comin on Iv called Indian ponies: 

Ihmalic AnitaaU. Theae are the aame aa aro foaad 
in odier portione of the United States. But little hae been 
done to Improve the breed of horsea amon^t na. Oar 
com mon riding or working horeei avera^ aboat fifteen 
handa in height, Horaea are mach more uaed here than 
in the eaetera etatee, and many a farmer keepa half * 
dozen or more. Much of the traTelJing thronghout th« 
western country, both by men and women, is performed 
on horsebaok; and a large proportion of the land carriage 
ia by meana of large wagons, with from bar to aiz etout 
horees for a team. A great proporMon at the ploaghing 
ia performed by horae labor. Horaea ere more aubject to 
diaeaaea in this cbontry than in the old ^aiea, which ia 
thought to be oocaaioned by bad managetueat, rather than 
by theclimale. A good fum horse can he purehaaed for 
fit'tj dollara. Hiding, or carriage horaea, of a aapenor 
quality, cost about aixty, eighty, or a hundred dollara. 
Breeding matM a>e profitable stock for everT farmer to 
. keep, as their annnal expense in keeping ia bat trifling, 
their labor ia always needed, and dieireotts, whea grown, 
find a ready market. Some farmers keep a ataUion, and 
eight or ten brood ruarea. 

J&ZcB are reiaed in Misaouri and are alao broogfat frain 
tlie Meiiean dorainiona into Illinoia. They are hardy 
animala, grow to a good aiie, and are naed by aoma both 
for labour and riding. 

Oar ncoJ cattle are nanally inferior in size to thoae of 
the old alatea, Thia is owing entirely to bad manage- 
ment. Our eowB are not penned up in paature fields, bat 
euGfered to ran at large oTer the commona. Hence aU 
tbe oalTM VK f reaarredt withoot leapect to qaality, to 
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tntice tba cowa homeward BtaTeDintr- The; vn kept op 
AroDgh the day, and ofieiitimeB witboat much panlurp, 
and tumsd to Ibe eons for a few miautea at nigbt, and 
Ibeo permitted to grace tbroaj^b the nigbt over tne abort 
aad withered g^ta aroDod the plantation. 

In autumn tjietr Tood ia rery aoantj,end daring' the win- 
ter they ate permitted to pick np a precarioua aubaiMenca 
amongst fii^ or a handr«d head of cattle. With Baoh 
mana^ment, is it aurpriting that our cows aod aleera an 
mach inferior to those of the old slateal 

And yat, onr beef is the finest in the world. It bears 
(he best iaapection of any in the New Orleans market. 
By the firat of Jene, and often fay the middle df May, out 
young cattle on the prairies are fit for market. They do 
not yield large quanliUes of taltow, but the fat la well 
proportioned thioa^hont the carcase, and the meat tender 
and deticioue. By luteriorily, then, I mean the nze of onr 
cattle ia geneial, and the qaantity and tonality of the milk 

CornoMn cows, if anffered to lose their milk in Angoat, 
become aulGcienlly fat for table use by October. Farrow 
heifera and aleers, are good beef, and fit for tlie knife at 
any period after the middle of May. Nothing is more 
common than for an Illinois farmer to go among hia stock, 
select, shoot down, and dreaa a fine benf, whnaever freak 
meat ia needed. This ia often divided oat amoogst the 
neigbboara, who, in inrn, kill and share likewise. It is 
common at camp and other large neelinga, to kill a beaf 
and three or four.hogs for the subaiBience of friends from 
a distance. 

We can hardly place limits npoD the amooQt of beef 
eaKle that llllnoia ia capable of produuug. A farmer 
calls hitnaelf poor, with a hundred head of horned cattle 
around him. A cow in the spring ia worth from twelve 
to twenty dollara. Rome of the beat quality will sell 
higher. And let it be distinctly understood, once for all, 
that s poor man ean alwaya purchase haisea, cattle, bogs, 
and provision*, for labor, either by the day, month, or 
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Cows, in Kenerali do not prodnea the mna aininnt of 
milk, not of aa licb a quality ai in older atatea. Some- 
thing IB to be BttTJbnteo to the natare of onr paatarvs, and 
the wsrmtb of oar climate, bot more to dautsa already 
aaaigned. IfsToraland waaeharactnriaedjastly aa" flow- 
ing with miik and iioae;," it i« IlliDpia and the adja- 
cent atatea. From the apringing of the grata ttll Septem- 
ber, butter la made in great ptoruNon. It Bella ai that 
•eaaon ia market for aboat twenty eenta, and in tite inte- 
rior of the aule fottwelTeoentaper ponnd. With propet 
eare it can be preaaired with tolerable aweatnata for win- 
ter'* nae. Late in antomn and aariy in the winter, aomo- 
timea battti ia not plenty. The feed become* dryi the 
oowa range further off, and do not noma np readily for 
milking, and dry np. ATsry little trouble would enable 
B farmer to keep three or four goodcowa in fresh milk at the 
aeaaon moat needed. 

Gheeae ia made by many familiea, eapeeially, in the 
conntiea bordering on tho Illinois river. Good oheeas 
■ella for eight and^aometlrae* ten cents, end fieda a ready 
market. The moat important arrangement for the dairy 
buflineaa in Illinois, and eapeeially for chec«B making ia 
to peraaade a few thousand families, from the dairy re- 
^ona of New England, to emigrate, and eontinne their 
lodnstrioaa habits after settling hare. 

Stoint. Thie apeeiaa of stock may be called a ataple 
in the promion of Illinoia. Thauaanda offaoga are raised 
withool any expeoae, except a few breeders to start with, 
and a little attention in hunting them od the range, and 



and fatted on corn, and in a domastio way. It i» aofi, 
oily, and will not hear inapectioa at New Orleans. It 
usually Bella for three dollars per hundred. 

Pork that is made in a domestic way and fatted onconi, 
will Bell for from four to five dollars, aooording to sin, 
qnality, and the time when it iadeliTered. With a pasture 
of clover or bine graBs, a wdi filled com crib, a dairy, and 
slop banel, and the uaual oare that a New EoglandBr b»- 



t«l and killed, and Weigh (rom two handred lolwo bond- 
red mnd fifty, within twelve moaihB, and this method of 
raising pork would be profitable. 

Vem tamiliee in the weat and south pat op their pork io 
salt pickle. Thsir method is to salt it sufficient!} to pro- 
pare it fur smokiog', and then mslie bacon of hams, shonl- 
ders, add taiddlings or broadsides. The price of bacon, 
taking the hog round, is about ten nod twelve cents. Good 
baraa cooimand twelve cents in the market. Stock hogs, 
weighing from sixty to one hundred pounds, alive, osnaTlj 
■ell for from two dollars to two dollars and &ttj cents per 
head. Families consume much more meat in Illinpis, in 
proportion to numbers, than in the old slates. 

.Sheep do very well in this country, especially in Ihe 
older setllements, where the grass has become short, an4 
they are less molested by wolves. But few are kept. 
The people from the south are more accustomed to cotton 
for clothing, than to wool, which sells for fifty cents 
per pound. Little is said or done to improve the breed 
of sheep, or iiilrodnca the Merino, or Saxony breed. Mr, 
George Flower, at Albion, has a valuable flock of Saxony 
and Merino. 

PoaUry are raised in great profusion — and large nun- 
faera of fowla taken to market, h is no uncommon thing 
for some farmers' wives to raise three oi four hundred 
fnwls, besides geese, docks, end turkeys, in a season. 
Young fowis, buller, and eggs, are the three article) 
usually mustered from every farm for the market. By 
these meana many families provide their coSee, sugar, tea, 
and various ertieles of apparel. 

Efcgs, when plenty, as at the close of winter and spring, 
sell for ten and twelve cents per dozen. 

la noticing poultry, 1 ought not lo pass over some of 
oor wild fowl. 

-Ducks, geese, swans, and many other aquatic birds, visit 
our waters in the spring. The small lakes and sloughs 
ara often literally covered with them. Ducks, and some 
of the leat, frequently stay through the summer and breed. 
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The pnirlefowl iaaeen in grettnnnibeMiDiilbeprairiea 
in the Bmnmer, ud abont the comflelde in tbe winter. 
Tliii w the poDie of the New York inaAet Tti«; sre- 
eMil; taken in the winter. 

Partridges, ((h« qaail of New Englud] are taken with 
Tmts, in the wioter, bj hundreds in n daj, sad furnish no 
triflinf; item in the iuiDries of the cit; market.

In the Infnne; of s state, Utile esn be expected in 
machinerjr and manufncturea. And tn a region eo mneh 
deficient in water power ae eome parte of llltnoie are, stili 
lesa ma; be looked for. Yet Illinois ie not entirely de- 
fiojent in man ofactn ring enterpitss. 

The principal ealines of this state have b6en mentioned 
under the head of minerals. 

Steam 3till» for flooring and sawing are becoming ver; 
common, and in general are profitable. Some aie now in 
operation with four runsof stones, and which mannbctore 
one hundred barrels of flour in a da;. Mills propelled h; 
steam, water, and animal power, are constantl; increasing. 
Steam mills will become noroerous, partlcniarl; in the 
eonthern and middle portions of lbs state, and it is de- 
serving remark that while Iheae portions are not well sup- 
plied with durable water power, (he; contain, in the 
timber of the forest, and the inexhaastible bodies of hiln- 
minoae ceal, abundant supplies of foci, while the north- 
ern portion, though defloienl in fuel, hat abnndaot water 
power. 
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A. good steam aaw-inil] with two Mwa can bo bnilt fbr 
B,0O0 dallus; ani a ateim flouring mill with two rnna i^ 
eurnes, elsTalors and other apparatoe complete, and of 
Bufficieat focca to tiira oot fortj or Gfljbarrela of Bonr per 
day, ma; be built for 6,000 dollara. 

The Dorthera half of tbe state will be moat abundanilf 
sapplied with water power, and ordinary milla for aawiof 
lumber aad gr'indiag grain are now in operation on tbe 
Taiioua Btream*. Probably in no part of the great weat 
does there exist the ctpabilily of such an immense vatei 
power, as is to be found natnrellf , and which will be 
created artificially along the rapids of thelllinois and Fox 
iiTera, and the Illinota and Michigan csoal. Incorporated 
companies with ample means are now eoDitrnating hy- 
draulic worke at Ottawa, Marseilles, aid other poiota 
along- the rapids of Ibe Illinois. Fok riTer rapidi have a 
deacent of sixteen feel St Green's mills, four miles above 
Ottawa, with abundant snppliea of wstoi at its lowest 
stage; and tha river itself, from thence to McHiuiry county, 
is B rapid stream with rooky banks, admirably suited fol 
bydranlie purposes. Oo the Kankdiea are soma fins 
sites for water privilegea. Rock river furnishes sbandaBt 
iacilities for hydrattlio purposes, especially at Grand D^ 
tour and Rockford. A eompany eng^^d in thn estaV 
lishment of b large town at the mouth of Rock river, has 
been recently chartered by the legislature for the pnrpoaa 
of cutting a canal from a point on the Hiseissippi at tbe 
upper rapidt, to Rook river, by which they expect to gain 
eiffhleen feet fall and immense hydraulic power. 

It ia expected that ihe Improvement of the Kaakaskia 
«nd Tiitde Wabash rivers, as provided for by the recent 
iaw of the state, will create valnabte water privilegea 
elong Ihefle streamB. 

Certainly, in conneotton with the Improvement of the 
Great Wafaaah river by the Joint operations of Indiana 
•ad Illinois, hydraulic power to any desirable extent will 
be created. Such will be the uSeot, too, upon Sangamon 
and other rivers within (he state. Dee Plalnea river, and 
•lao the Calomet, foroiBh exlenaivo hydraoUo privileges; 
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anil the' laTplits walet provided bj tfaa ooDBtraction of the 
Illinois mad Hiohi^n canal, and which may be conTeni- 
ently apphed to manufactiiting puipoaes, is eBtimated to 
be eqnal to Ihat required for raoning 700 pairs of mill 
etonee four and half feet in diameter. 

Ineorporationa for companies for f arioaa manafaotniing 



fiuqieoes have been granted bj ihe legnlature wttbin tb« ' 
ui fourorfiTB jeara, some of which have been organised 
and eommeaced operationa. The conclusioD is, that Illi* 
nois will fnmish ai great facilitJM for manQfactariug pnr- 
poses, BB aooD as the ci ran instances and wanM el' tbe 
eommnnity ahall call foTtbBiroperatioB,a8 can be found in 
any western slats. 

Lai^e qaantities of cottar oU ate annnallj mannfaclorad 
■n Illinois from the palma chriati, or castor bean. A num- 
ber of preesee are in operation in Madison, Greene, Ma< 
eoupen, St. Clair, lUficlolph, Edwards.and perhaps other 
oountiea. i The most extensive satablishinent is at EA- 
WBidsville, owned bj Mr. John Adams, where from thirty 
to forty thousand galloos of oil are msdeaonnally. 

Cotton Goodi. A few factories for spinning cotlon yan 
bave been pnt into operation in several counties on a smalt 
•eale of from one bnndred to two hundred spindles each. 
They are carried hy auimal power on the inclined plane. 

Coarse clothing from cotlon is manufectured in the 
■oothern portion of the slate, where the article is raised is 
small quantities. Woollen cloth, and jeans, a miitnre of 
wool and cotton, is made for oidiaary wear, as is cloifa 
from flas. 

Lead. In Jo Daviesi conDty are eight or ten furnaces 
for smelting lead. The amount of this arlicla made an* 
DD^Iy at the mines of the Upper Missiesippi, bas been 
given under the head of niinerals. 

Beat Building will soon become a branch of bostness 
in thia state, tiome steamboats have been eoDBtnicied 
already within this stale, along the MisHissippi. It it 
thoQffht thai Alton and Chicago are convsnient siles for 
this busiDess. 

There is in Ibis slate, as in all tbe western states^ a. 
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largvamoantof domeatio manafBetiiiMnwdabf fuaillM, 
All ths trades, Deedful to a new coantrj, are in eziswnee, 
C&rpdDtsra, wagon makeis, cabinet matcBrs, blacksmiths, 
tauoeries, etc., ma; b« found in everj oonnrj and town. 
At Meant Carmel aid SpringfiBld, tbera ara iraafoundrtM 
foroMtines. 

Thwa has been a eoaaidanU* Mling off In the mano- 
feetate of wbtslcey within a few yean, and it it slneaie]^ 
ttoped b; thoDBHDda of citiaaas that thU branoh d hnai- 
neaa, *o decidedly injurioDS to Iha norals and faappineaa 
of thecomniDaityaiidof individualsi will «ntiraly dsellpfl.

The FbuilTra of Iha Dea Plainaa and to whioh allii' 
■ion has been made alreadj, ia fglly dewribed b; Hr. 
Schoolcraft, in a maaioir read befora the American GeolO' 
gical Society, in 1831. 

U liea ia a hoiiaontal poaition, imbedded in a ■tratnm 
if fleets sandBtone, of a gray ooloar and oloae grain. The 
middle portion, of tlie trunk ia fifiy-otie feet aiz inehea is 
length, and is eighteen l&ehea in dismeter at the sroalleet 
end. It ia ■ epeoiea erf' the^'u^Jon* nigra, oi black walnat, 
a tiee oominon to the Illiaota, and annplelely petrified. 
It lies in the bed of the Dea Plaine* »bont forty roda 
above its junctioo with the Kankakee. 

Petrifies tiona. are very oominon in lllinoia.' The ")oat 
rock*," or bouldera aestteied over a aui&ee of an evidetrl 
ditnnal deposit, are B.cMiosiLy. . They are Jn ^at nun»- 
bera towards the he beada of the KaakaakiB and Sanga- 
mon rivera, and become more numerous and are found at 
various depths in the aoil, aa tbe Iravellar paaaea notth- 
ward along tha great praiiiee. . Indeed the geological for- 
mation of the ivhole state, preaenta a rich field for inves- 
tijndon in that science. 

The anUqnitiea of Illinois are aimilar to those of other 
western atstes. Indian graTea are common, especially 
along the bluff's. Fr^menta of bones and BOtnnfreqnenl- 
ly wltole skektonSi in a tolerable ntata of pteserralion, 
are found depoailed from two to three feet below tbe sur- 
face. In not a few instances they are found enclosed 
with stone slabs, andresaed, and obtained fun the neigh- 
ing cliffs. There are no proofs of a pigmy race of aborig- 
ines in the western states. Graves are not 'nnfreqo^nt 
where the length Irom tbe head (o the foot atone, does not 
exceed four feet, and yet contain tbe akeletan of en adnit 
of full stature. In such inaiances it wilt be found upon 
careful extuninatioo of the poaition of the bones, t^t tbe 
leg and thigh booee lie parallel, and that the corpse was 
inhumed with the knees bent intv that position. Some 
bones of unnsual size have been diseovered, but 1 am not 
acqnainted with facts tO'jastifj a suppoEition.p/,^ race of 
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K' uiU. BonM of a huge animHl, bnt different from the 
ftmmoth, have been recently fouad in St. Olair county.- 
Aba«t the Gallatii nnd Big Muddy mltnes, larra Tng- 
menta of eaTthennrare, are very frequently fouDd, under 
the surfaoe of the earlli. They appear to have been por- 
tions of lai^e kslllea, used, probably, by' the na(iT«s for 
obiuniag salt. Small fragment* of earlhenvare, arrow 
and apear heads, atone axes and malleti, and other anti- 
qnities, are foand in rartous pans of , the state. Silver 
-^ CMOS of ancient origin have been fonnd at Kaakaefeia. 
Thoy were probably broufhl there by the JesniU, or 
tfae early'Fr«neh emigrants. 

Of Ann thing the writer ia aatisfied, that Tery imperfeot 
and innorrect data have been relied npon and *ery erro- 
neoua concilia ion a drawn, upon western antiquities. 
Whoerer has lime and patience, and is in other reapeeta 
qualified to eiplore this field of seiene«, and will use bis 
spade and eyes together, and realratn his imagination 
from rnnning riot amongst mcupda, forlifiealions, horse- 
shoes, medals, and Whole aabinete of rellce of the "olden 
lima," wilt find very little more that the indication* of 
rade saTeges, the ancealora of the preaent race of Indiana. 
Of inoient military works, 1 hare lon^ been convinced 
that not half a dozen such atraelurea ever existed in the 
west before the visits of Enropeana. Eneloaures of ra- 
rioas sizes, and perhaps for diSerent purposes, with an 
Biubaokmeat of earth, three or fbnr feet nigh, and a trt- 
Jling ditch oBt of which the earth was dug, nndoubtedly 
were formed. In all probability some of these embank- 
■isDta Bnclosed thsir vllUgea) others the residence of 
their chiefs or head men. But what people, savagie, bar- 
bsTOoa, ctTilised, or entifhiened, ever oonstratiled a forti- 
fication aronnd five or six hundred acres, with a ditiA in the 
innde! Orwhat militaiy people made twenty or thirty soeh 
forts, wilhintwo or three miles! At any rate I am confident 
tbeee imtnaoss amies of military heroes never visited 

The remains of Fort Chartres, oommenced by the 
French in 17S0, to defend their infant vettlementa agalust 
tba Spaniards and Indians, is probably the moat ancient

Will 
thef preaervfl their form and aoandnesa orer two, or *t 
the most three hondTed jearsi Ate not the reliea of the 
early pilgrims of New Kn^had, and the firat settlers of 
lameatown monldared entirely to dnstT Will an^ oiM 
say that haman skeleiona, sntombed aa those are m tha 
mounds of Illinois, but two or three feet below the aai^ 
&ee, remain in a atale of presemtian five or six hnndred 
yearsi A aober invaatigatLon of theae questions would 
luult in BO entire OTerthrow of the hypothesia of exist- 
ing nees of man prior to the Indians, fonnded npon anoh 
remains. 

The ssialeDce of " Mmutdt" in thia and other waatem 
states has been aaaanied as sobstaniisl proof, auoanting 
to demonstration, of a race of men of enterprising habits, 
and farmore oiTiliaed than the present race of afaorigiaea. 
But it ia now seriously qneationed whether these moands 
are tiie work of art.

In the northwestern part of Illinois, and in 
the Wiseonsiii territory, are mounds of muoh larger di- 
mensione, and compared to which Monk hill ie bnt » 
mola bilU Mount Charles, Sinsinewa, and lbs Blue 
Monads are on a grand scale. The latter range is three 
or four hundred feel high, and has an area of Be7eral 
hundred acres of table laod on its aDmotit. Springs of 
water gnsh from its sides. Mr. Brighem has an elegant 
farm on one of these monnds. W^t of the Arkansas 
territory, in the Osage country, and near Clermont's 
village, are a number of large, regularly farmed mounds, 
two litindred feet high, ranging with each other, and 
extaodiag in a line tor ten or twelve milea. - They are 
lerel an the top, and contain from two to five acres of 
table land, and the sides are so steep as to be inacces- 
sible excepting in one or t.wo nlaeea. The country around 
is BQ immense prairie, nearly level. 

These large moonds are of the same shape and propoi' 
tionsas the smaller ones.

If any one will account for the formation of these stu- 
pendous works of nature, in a coantry of unquestionably 
dilovial fonnation, there are men who make no preten-

CUHATC AND BbAltH. 

The state of Illinois, extending aa' it does, through five 
and half degrees of latitade, must possess Bome Tariety 
in its climate. Ilsesteneive prairies, and ita level aor- 
tace, give greater scope to the winds, especially in winter. 
Snow freqaentl; falls, but seldom lies fong, dnringf the 
riirpe winter months, in the Bouthern portion of the stale. 
In the nortbera portion, the winters are nearly aa severe 
as in t)ie same parallel of ktitodo in the Atlantic elates. 
Tbe Mississippi at St. Louis is frequently frozen ever and 

Easaed on the ice, and occasionally foi aeveial weeks. The 
ot season is longer,, though not more intense, thanocoa- 
sionally for a day or two in New England. 

During Iheyears 1817-18-19, the Rev. Mr.Gidding8,at 
Su Louis, made a series of observations upon Fareu belt's 
theimometer.

The greatest eitremeB of heat and cold daring m^ re- 
sidence in the country for seventeen jeare, in the Ticinily 
of St. Looie, is as follows: 

GrrateBt heat in Jul; 1830, and July 1833, 100 degrees. 
Greatest cold Jannar; 3d, 1B34, IB degree* below Wro. 

The foregoing facts will doubtless applv to about one 
half of Illinois. This climate also is subject to sudden 
changea from heat to cold; from wet to dry, eepticiaDy 
from November to May. The heat of the summer below 
the 40tb degree of lalitnde is more, enervating, and the 
system becomes more easily debilitated than in the brac- 
inejitmospheta of a more northerly region. 

The patting forth of vrgelation in the spnng, famishes 
data for the most correct conclusions concerning the cli- 
mate of a CDontry. Some facts gathered from the obser- 
vations of a series of seasons, will be preaeuted in the 



Wind*. Southwesterly winds prevail dnring the spring, 
lammer end aatum, at least south of (he forty- Erst d^res 
if latilnde. In Ihe spring, and during the rise otthe 



, they are from a more westerly din 
aanally mors frequent. During the latter part 
11 and autumn the air is dry and elastic. In tho 
months of December and Janaary northwest and northerly 
winds often prevail. NoriheaBtstorms are extremely rare, 
unless towards lake Miobigan. 
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Wadher. There ia a great proponiou of clear, plM- 
Baat daje throoghoat the year. Dr. Beck, who resided at 
St. Loois during the jear 1830, made obserTationa upon 
the cbang«B of the weather, aod produced the following 

Clear days, S46.— Cloudy, including all the nriable 
dava, 110. 

The reanlta of my own observations, kept for twelve 
Years, with the exception of I8S6, and wilh aoiue irregu- 
larity, from travelling into different parts of IllinoiH and 
HisBouri during the time, do not vaiy ia any material de- 
gree from the above atatement. 

The pulling forth of vegetBtion in the aprine furniaheB 
some evidence of the characlerof thedimaleof any coun- 
try, though br no means entiielj accurate. Other causes 
combine to advance er retard vegetstioa, A w«t or dry 
season, or a few daya of heat or cold at a particular crisis, 
will produce material changes. 

The following table is constructed from memoranda 
made at the varioua dates given, near the latitude of SL 
Louie, which is computed at 38° 30'. The obaervstions 
of 1819 were made at St. Charles and vicinity, in the 
state of Miisouri. Those of 1820, in St. Loais county 
17 milee N. W. from (he city of St. Louis. The Te> 
maioder at Rock Spring, lUinoiB, 18 miles eaat from St. 
Louis. It will be perceived, the years are not ooasecu- 
live. In 1836, the writer was abeent to the eastern states, 
and for 1828 hta notes were loo imperfect to answer tiie 
purpose. 

In the columns showing th« times of the first snows, 
aod the first and laal frosts in Ihe seasan, a little explana- 
tion may be necessary, A " light" enow means merely 
enough to whiteo the earth, and which asually disappears 
ID a few hours. 

Many of the frosie rsoetded " light" wwe not eeTere 
enough lo kill ordinary TegeiaUon.

TantageoQB to prolecl themselves rrom the cool aod hu- 
mid BtmoBphere at night, ta proTJde close dwelliogB, ;eti 
when the atmosphere is ciear, to have their room*, and 
especially their sleening looma, well tentilated, and in- 
Taiiably wear thin clothing- in the day, and put on thicker 
■ppaiel at Digbt or nheo exposed to wet. 

Families are seldom sick who IItq iu comroctable 
honses with tight floors and well ventilated rooms, and 
who npon a change of weather, and eapeciallj in a tiros 
of rain, make a little fire in the chimney, thoagh it may 
be in the midst of enromer. 

I have seen but few cases of genuine eonsamption. 
AfiectioD of the liver is more commoD. Plearisies, and 
other inflammatory diseases, prevail in the winter and 
•pring. Ophthalmia prevails at some seasons. Dysen- 
tery is not uDCOmmon. Fewer die in infancy than in the 
old stales. 

Finally, I am prepared to speak decidedly in favor of 
die general healiii of Illinois. 



There are seventy coonlies within the state, in sixty 
cf which courts are held. In the others the judge of 
the circnit where tbey tie, is authorised to organise them 
by appointing an election for county officers whenever in 
hie opinion there are tliree hiiodred and fifty inhabitants 
within their boundaries. Their names, dales of formation, 
number of square miles, population of the stale census of 
1835, (with the estimation of certain new eounlies since 
formed,} and seats of justice are given in the appendix. 

For the purpose of electing repiesentalivea to congress, 
the stale is divided into three districts, each of which

The conatitation of Illinois waa formed by a oonvenlioii 
held at Kaslcaskia, in August, ISIS. It provides for tlie 
dislribution of the powers of sovernroent into three dis- 
tioct departments. — The legislative, esecative, and judi- 
ciarj. The le^slative authority is vested in a general 
sssemblj, consisting of a senate and house of representft- 
tives. Elections are held bieuuially, as are the ordinary 
aessioDS of the legislatura. Seaators are elected for four 
years. 

The executive power is vested in th6 governor, who is 
«bown every fourth year b^ the electors for representa- 
tives, but the same person is. ineligible for the next sue- 
eeedtng four years. The tieuIeuaDt governor is also cho- 
sen every four years. 

The judicial power is vested in a supreme court, and 
snob inferior courts aa the general assembly from time to 
time shall establiah. The lopreme court consists of a 
chief Justice and three associatejadges. 

The governor and judges of the snpretne court consti- 
tute a cooocil of revision, to which alt bills that have 
taesed iha assembly must be submitted. If objected to 
7 the council of revision, the same may become a law 
by theToteofamajoriiy of all the members elected to boUi 
houses.

The Illinois and Miclugan canal, and the inter- 
nal impiDVement system adopted by the legislature last 

The project of uniting the waters of Iha Illiuoia river 
with Lake Michigan waa conceived shod aftpr the com- 
mencement of Ihe grand canal of New York. It was 
brought before Ihe legislature of Illinois, al itn first ses- 
sion ofler the state ([overoment wae organioed by Cover* 
nor Bond, The legiiilature, in February, 1833, appointed 
a board of eommiesioners to survey the route and esli- 
msta the cost, and make report to the next legislature, 
which was done. These commitfioners employed Col- 
Posl and Col. Pant of Missouri es engineers. They ex- 
amined five diHerent roolee for a portion of the distanciv 
and estimated the expense of each ronie. They varied 
from about 2640,000, to gTlG,000. The estimate (4'th« 
fifth route was upon the project of ueing lake Michijpin 
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•loss for a fi»eddr by directing a portion of its walara to 
the Illinois riTer, and nas a fmction short of g690,000. 

Upnn the report of Iheaeflurveifa the I esislatnra passed 
« ImII to incorporate the " lllinoie and Michigan Canal 
Companj," in January, IBHi. No Block. having heen 
taken, the legislature, at a special session, tbe next win- 
ter, repealed the law chartering the companj. 

The emharraBsmentB of the state in its finances, grow- 
ing out of tbe ruinous policj of a state bank withont capi- 
tal, prsTsnted any thing further from being done UDtil 
January, 1B39, when the leginlature paasedan act to or- 
ganise a board of commissioners, with power to employ 
agents, engineers, Barrejors, draftsmen, and otkar persoos, 
to explore, examine, fix, and determiae the route of the 

The ooogresB of the United Slates had made proTision 
by an act passed March 3d, 1837, to give the etate each 
alternate seeliou of laud, wkhin Are miles of the eoDtem- 
plated canal. 

The commiBMODera were anlhorised to sell this land, 
to lay off town sites and sell jole, and apply the fnnda. 

Accordingly they laid off Chicago near the take; and 
Ottawa, et the junction of Fox river and the Illinois. 
Town lots and tract* of land were sold, a skilful eo- 

frineer em[rioyed, surveys were made with more particu-

from which it ii eipacted a water communication will be 
maila in the Mate of Indiana to the Wabaah and Eria 

Jtaovrea. The resoaicea of the atate to meet the oat 
of thia stupendous work, which will connect tbn aavig«> 
Me waters of the MJaviaiippi and Illinois, with the lakes 
of Canada, the gulf of St. Lawrence, and the oaiiala 
and other lines of comrounicatian in Ohio, PenDsjlvania 
and New York, arise from the aalea of town lota and 
laudi along the line of this work. 

Each alternate section, nlong the line of the canal, and 
tea milea in width, has been granted bj oongresi for th« 
purpose. Puring last ;ear, 375 lots were sold la Chic^ 
go,toi the gross amount of one million, three hundred and 
fifij five Ihoasand, seren huiidred aodfiltf five dollars, la 
Ottawa, 7S lots sold for 21,358 dollars. The unsold tanda 
for canal purposes, belonging to lb« slate amount to 270, 
183 acres, which, including the town lota laid off, are es- 
timated equal to the expense of the caoal.

Tbe whole diatance can be passed orer In siiteeD days. 
but giving four days additional time, and Ibe Iran aporta- 
tjon on thiB mute can be made in twenty days. 

The shipments through Chicago in lf?3S, amounted to 
300,000 dollara. In 1833, from Aprils to September 10, 70 
Bchooners and 9 steamboats had dischargBd their cargoes. 

]n 1835, the arrivala were 9 steamboats, 367 schooner* 
and brigs, with fiOlS lonsof merchandise, and 9400 barrels 
of Sdlt, besides lumber, proTisions, etc. 

In I83ii, from April 18th to December 1st, the arrivala 
at Chicago were 40 steamboats, 10 ships and barque*, 
36 briga, 363 schooners, and ^ sloops equal to 60,000 tons. 

The commercial and consequently the agricultural in- 
terests of the whole valley of the Mississippi, are con- 
cerned in the result of this undertaking. For whatever 
amount of produce is thrown ofT through this channel to 
the Csnadas and New York, it increases the advantages 
of a market Tor the commerce thai floats down the Hissis' 
aippi. The Missouri, and the Wiaconsio territory are no 
less interested in opening this communication. In accept- 
ing the donation o( land made by the general governoD 
the honor and credit of Illinois is really pledged for the 
cBBs of this enterprise. There ia then no ground forretieai. 

I regret the prescribed limila of this work will net 
permit me to exhibit ihe important bearing that the 
Bucceas of thia project will have upon the fur busineas, 
^e lead maDufacture, the Indiao trade, the rapid tetil*- 
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nwnt and impraveinent of all the northern portion of tha 
state, and Ihe adjacent lerritory, and upon the proaperitj 
of the farming communilj throughout our whole interior. 
It oBght to be noticed that a project is now in progreta 
ID Michigan to conatruct a railway across the peainsula 
from Detroit to the mouth of the St. Joseph's rimr, which 
enters lake Michigan nearlj opposite and east from Chi- 
cago. This would save the circnitous route by water, and 
greall; leaaen the distance and risk.

The Board of Pond ConimisBi oners are authorised to 
negociata all loans, authorised by the legislature, on the 
faith and credit of the state for objecia of Internal Im- 
pravement; raceire, manage, deposit, and apply all sums 
«f money, and manage tha whole fiscal conoerna of the 
improvement system. 

The Board of Public Works are authorised and re- 
quired to Iticate, Buperintend, direct, and construct on 
behalf of the state all works of internal improvement, 
which are or shall be aothotised to be undertalien by tha 
stale (except the Illinois and Michigan Caoal, which la 
managed by a distinct Board.) This Board i a required 
to held semiannual meetings in June and December. Each

CoDf^resa has made an appropriation to improve tiie 
navigBUOD of the Miasiesippi at the repidi — a work of im- 
menee inportaoce to the northern part of thia atato, and 
the Wisconsin Territory. 

The improvement of the navigation of the MinisHpni 
should be regarded and urged as strictly a national wort. 
There are two rapids in the Miaalssippi river, which, la 
times of low water, impede the proeress of ateamboata. 
One is near the mouth of tbe Des Moines, and adjoinioe 
Hancock county, where the water descends over aana 
Tooka 3& feet 6 inche^ in about 11 miles. The other 
commences at Rock Island and extends about fifteen 
miles. The deaeent of the water in that distance is SI 
feet 10 inches. In both of these rapida there are ledgea 
of rocks, with fnterrale of deep water, eilsnding across 
the river. 

Th« harbor at Chicago, nearly completed by On gene* 
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rd gorerament will be of imineiiu benefit to tbat place 
and all the Doithein jtoition of the slate. It will form one 
of the finest harboTS in all ihe northern lake coantrj. 

Th^ ^ati<mal Soad is in progreBH through this state, 
and considerable inprovemant lias been made on that 
porlioD nhich lies between Yandalia aod the bonndarj 
of Indiana. This road entera lllinoiB at Ihe northeast 
cornel of Clark countj, and passes diagonally through 
Coles and Efiingham countiea in a Bouthneatertj course 
to Vandalia, a distance of 90 miles. The road is esta- 
blished 80 feet wide, the central part, 30 feet wide, 
raised abore ataading water, and not to exceed three 
decrees from a level. The base of alt the abatments of 
bndges must be equal in thickness to one third of the height 
of the abutment. 

But little has been done on this road during the last two 
years. About •330,000 of appropriated funds now remain 
on hand, and arrangements are in progreas to work ont 
this fund daring the present season. 

From VandaTia, westward, the road is not yet located, 
bnt the legislature of Illiaoie witli great onanimity faara 
consented to its passage tbroagh the state, onlj on Ihe 
coDtingencj it shall pass Alton and cross the Mississippi, 
above the mouth of the Mlssonri. 

Many eompaniea have been incorporated for the con- 
straction of short canals, rail roads and turnpike roads, 
some of which will be noticed in eonoeclion with towns 
etc. 

A railroad from Naplea to Jacksonville, now undergoing 
constmctiou ; — another rail road from Jacksonville via 
Lynnville and Winchester lo the Illinois river opposite 
Augusta. A third railway has been commenced from Chi- 
cago to the Des Plaines, twelve miles over level prairies 
and designed to extend across the state to Galena. 

Another railroad is now under contract and working 
from the Mississippi, opposite St. Louis, across the Ameri- 
can Bottom to the cosl mines in the bluffs of St. Claii 
couQiy. Governor John Reynolds, George E.Walker, 
Vital Janoi, S. B. Chandler and Loeis Boismenu own iho 
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land aod hive oommaneed this Tailrnadi »\x milea longi 

which will be completed before tlie cIom of the present ~ 
year. Thej own a strip of land along lbs blaffa for three 
miles ifl extent, filled with ezhaustlees beds of bilami- 
Dous coal, from which it is expected that not less than one 
million of bushels of coal will be tiaospotied aaauall; to 
the river.

The amount of fUnds realised from these sources, and 
aadei charj^ of the stale, (ibdependeat of the sixteenlti 
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sections,) is aboal 0384,163, the interest of which ia now 
distiibnted aanaailj to snch schools as make doe retuniB 
to the proper anihoritf . 

Bj a recent actof thelegislatare, ■ moietj of the"tur- 
phufund," received from the nalional treasnrj, is to be 
converted into bank stock, and the income to be distribu- 
ted to common schools. The income of the three per oen- 
tam from the sales of public lands, will contiaue as long 
as there are public laods to be sold. 

Tlie nnsold lands in this state belonging to the eeneral 
^veroment, ma; be estimated at 18,000,000 of acres. 
Were this sold at the present minimum price, it would 
produce ft33,fi00,000, of which three per cent, would be 
675,000 dollars. 

Bat it is hiehly probable tbat this immense domain will 
not all be sola at its present price; we wiil pat the ave* 
nge value at 75 cents per acre, or ;gI3,500,000, of which 
tiiree per cent, belonging to this 8late,Vould give {^405.000 
for education purposea. 

The amount of the sections numbered sixteen, and re- 
served for schools in the respective townships, was esti- 
mated by the cotnmissioner of public lands, and reported 
to Congress in April, 1833, at 977,467 acres in Illinois. 

This tract is not nsnally sold nntit the township in 
which it lies is somewhat populated, and hence commands 
a higher price than other lands. The section in the vicin' 
itj of Chicago was sold in November, 1833, (af\er re- 
serving twelve acres,) for $SB,T0a. Other tracts in set- 
tled portions of the Stale have been sold for froia five to 
ten dollars per acre.

fiut it'ie sincerely ^d ardently boned thai the patriot- 
ism, foreaight, iDtelfieence, and liberality of congress, after 
reducing the price ofthe public lands to the actual settler 
and BultiTBlor, will be manifeated in applying all fntpre pro- 
ceeds to the object of common schools, by some equitable 
apponionment amongst the several slates of the Union. 
Hitherto these landeliaT* been pledged for the pajtnent 
of the national debt. That being now acoompllahed, 1 
cannot but hope tbi» question will be settled to the entire 
■atisftciion of all parties, by a consecration of tbe aet 
proceeds to the noble, benehcpnt, and truly national pur- 
pose of educating ever* child in the Union. Suoh.a dis- 
position of the public domain would reQect more honor ob 
Ibis Datioa, and tend more to its aftgrandisement, than a 
hundred wars or a thousand victones. It would provide 
for a triumphant canquesE of homao ignorance, and carry 
joy and gladness to millions of hearts. 

Notwithstanding tbe liberal provision in funds and lands 
for edaeation, little has yel bsan doue by tbe lesislatuTe 
in providing a syslem for common sohools. A law was 
framed in 183S, providing for eiShool districts to become 
incorporated, by the action of the county oommiasiocers' 
courts, upon a petition of a nisjority of the qualified voters 
of any settlement. The Toters in each district, by a ma- 
jority of votes, could levy a tax not escaedisg one half 
per centom on property, and appoint trustees and Other 
officers to manage the business. 

This feature of the law was aoon made unpopular, and 
a subseqneut legislature repesled that portion that autho- 
rised the levying of a tax, and made otlier modifieqtiona, 
by which it remains on tbe sutule book as a matter of

Upon petition from the inbabiianta of a township, the 
sebtion nnmbered sixteen can lie aold, and [lie proceeds 
foitded, the interest of which maybe applied annually 
to the teachers of such schools within the township a* 
conioTm to the requisiiee of the law. Toeomeextentthe 
people have availed themselves of theee provisloDs and 
receive the interest of the fund. 

A material defect ]fi all the laws tiiat have baee framed 
in thia state, on this sobjeot, has beeo in not reqniring the 
necessary qualifications on the part of teachers, and a 
previous examinaiion before a competent board or eom- 

Withont Bach a provision no school law will be of much 
real service. The people have suffered much atieady, and 
eomnon school education has been greatlj retarded by 
the impoBitioD of onqnelified and worudesapeMona nader 
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the name of Bohool teaohers; and were funds vnr ao libe- 
rallr beslowed, they would iirove of little rea) serriee, 
without the TetjaiBites of eobrieiy, moralily, and aaffi- 
cient abilitj to leach well on the pait of thoBe who get 
the paj. 

A complete common achool syatom moal be organised, 
sooner or later, and will be aastained hj the people. The

There la considerable eipreMioD of good fevling 
■iBongst the different religious denominations, and the 
niemb^ra frequeatly hear the preachers of each other, as 
there are but few congregaiions that are supplied every 
Sabbath- The qualifioationa of the clergymen are various. 
A number of them are men of talents, leaming, influence, 
and unblemiabed piety. Others have had but foir advan- 
tages in acquiring either literary or Iheologicd informa- 
tioo, sod ])«t are good apeakera and useful men. 
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' Some are very ilUteTBt«, and roabentteroonfaafonof the 
word of Ood. Such persona are uaually proud, conceit- 
ed, fanatical, and influenced b; a spirit far removed from 
the meek, docile,- benevolent, and cbaiitabte spirit of the 
gospel. 

In genera! there are ae manj profesaors of religion, of 
eonae description, in proportion to the popnlalion, aa in 
nioat of the statea.

All lands in Ibis state, purchased of the genarel eareni* 
ment, are exempted from taxation for &re years aRer pur- 
All lands owned bf pri vate citixens ar corporate bodies, 
apJ not exenpted aa above, ara dmded by l»r into two 
ulaeses fur taxation, called ^^ firtt and teeond ratea." First 
rata lands are taxed tbree dollars and twenty centa per 
quarter aection of one hundred and sixty acres, per anaam. 
Second rata lands are taxed two dollars and forty cent* 
per quarter section, bssidas a coanly tax for roads- R9> 
aident and non resident landholders are lazed eqnally. 

Resideota owning lands in the diCTsrent coonlies may 
list Ibe SBDie end pay lasea in tbe counties where they re- 
eide, or iu the auditor's office, at their option. 

Noa reeidetits icnst list their lands in the auditor's 

Taiea of non reaidenta are required to be paid into th« 
•Ute treasury, annually, on or before the first of An^st. 
If not paid at that time, a deliaquenl list of all lands, 
owned Dj non residents, on which taxes have not-been paid, 
is sent to theclerb of the oonnty commissioners' court of the 
county where the land lies, aud a transcript of (hia lial is 
to be pnbtished in some newspaper, printed within dia 
ctflie, at least sixty days previous lo sale. 

If the taxes are not paid to the clerk of the county by 
the first Monday in March, so much of the land, as la 
neceasary to pay taxes and coats, is sold at the seat ol 
justice of the county. 

Lands sold for taxes may he redeemed within two years 
from the time of sale, by paying to the oleAof the county 
for tbe use of the purchaaer, double the emoont of taxes, 
interest, and coats for which the same may have bees 
sold. 

Lands belonging lo minor heira may he redeemed at 
any lime before tbe aspiration of one year from tbe tinM 
ttw youngest of aaid bsira shall beeonia of lawful age. 
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SfiSiary Bounty Lands. Tlie lands which eonslitnM 
the Illinois military tract, given aa a boiin^ to the soldiers 
in the last war with Great. Britain, are incliided within tho 
peninsula of the Illinois and Misatasippi rivers, and ex- 
tend on the fonrth principal metidian, from the mouth of 
the Illinois, one hundred and aiztj miles north. This 
tract embraces the counties of Calhoan, Pike, Adama, 
Bchufler, McDooough, Warren, Mercer, Kdox, Henry, 
Fulton, Peoria, and a portion of Putnam. 

For a particular description, reference may be had to 
each of these counties in part aecond. 

In genera! terms however, this tract contains as much 
good land, both timber and prairie, aa any portion of the 
state of ertual extent. Abont three fifths of the quarter 
sections have been appropriated aa military bonntiea. The 
remainder la to be disposed of in the same manner as other 
pahlic lands. South of the base line, which paasM 
■croBs the tract through Schuyler and Adams connties, 
the public lands have been offered for sale. North of that 
line there is mneh excellent land yet for sale. 

The diaposilion of so much of this fine country for 
tnilitarj purposes has very much retarded its settlemeot. 
Moat of the titles have long since departed from the aol- 
4iers for whoae benefit tbe donations were made. Many 
thousand quarter sections have been eold by the state for 
taxes, and are past redemption. Much of it ia in the 
hands of non residents, who hold it at prices too exorhii- 
tant to command sale. Some hare doubled the legality 
of these sales at auction for taxes, but able lawyers, and 
those who have investigaied the buainess, have expreas- 
ed the opinion, that " tax titles," are valid. Within the 
last two years the military tract has received a great ac- 
cession to its population. A large quantity of these mili- 
tary lands are now owned by a company, who have a laiid 
office, opened at Quincy, and offer tracts from thtee to ten 
dollars per acre. 

The following partieulara may be of nae to non resi- 
dent landboldera:

4. The words •'grant, bargain and leli," whatever may 
he the specific firm of the icstrumeiit in other reepecls, 
conTcy a full and bina fide title, to warrant and defend, 
unless express provision is made to the contrary io the

AboDt 1670, the notion prevailed amnn^l the French 
Ihat viailed Canada, that a weslern passage to the PaoiSc 
ocean existed. They learned from the Indians that far in 
the west there was a great river, but of its coarse oi ler- 
iQinalion they could learn nothing. They supposed that 
this river oommuQicated with the weeietn ocean. 

To icvesiigate this question, P. Marqoelle, ajesuii, and 
Joliet, were appointed by H. Talon, the intendaotof New 
Prance. Marquette waa well acquainted with the CanO' 
das, and had great influence wiih the Indian tribes. They 
conducted an eEpedilion through the lakes, up Green hay 
and Fox River, to the Portage, where it approaches the 
Wisconsin, to which they passed, and deacended that 
river to the MiasJBsippi, which they reached the 17th of 
June, 1673. Theae were the first Europeans that ever 
visited the " father of waters." They found a river much 
larger and deeper than ii had been represented by the lo- 
diaoB. Their regular jonTMl was lost on their return to 
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Canada, bat from the aeeoani Bfterwarde given bj JoHet, 
they found the nalivea friendly, and that a tradition exieied 
amongst them of the residence of a " Mon-e-to," or spirit, 
near the moath of the Miasobri, which they could not 

EasB. They tnrned their course up the IlltuoiB, and were 
ighly delighted -with the placid stream, and wood- 
lands and prairies through which it flowed. They 
were hoapitably receired and kindly treated by the Il- 
linois, a unmerous nation of Indians who were destitute 
of the cruelly of BBTsges.* 

Marqoelte continued amongst these Tndtans with a 
view to Ghristianise them; but Joliet returned to Canada 
and reported the discoveriea he had made. 

Several years etapeed before any one attempted to fol- 
low up the discoveries of Marquette and Joliet. M. de 
La Salle, a native of Normandy, hut who had resided 
many years in Canada, waa the first to extend these early 
discoveries. He was a men of intelligence, talents, en- 
terprise, and perseverance. After obtaining the sanolioD 
of the king of France, he set olit on hia projected expedi- 
tion, in I67B, from Frontenac, wiib Chevalier Fonii, hia 
lieutenant, and father Hennepin, a Jesuit miaaionary, and 
thirty or forty men. 

He spent about one year in exploring the country bor- 
dering on the lakes, and in selecting positions for forta 

■- -" '- to secnre the Indian trade to the French. 

a fort at Niagara, and fitted out a small 

* The word ■'niinij" from whence la derived the name

man." Thia nation, or conrederscv.ippeiira to have poneaaed 
originilly, the lUinoi* ormntry. The xonfedenc; vat formed 
of aeven tribe*:— the lllinoia, MiDhigaoiiea, Maaeutana, Kaaka^ 
kiai, Kahokii*, Peoriii*, and lau-mat^vaut. 

Their coantrj aaa tubjugited by the Iroquoia or Mohawks 
about the cloae of the aeteuteenth ceniurj, who held dominioa 
o»er the aoil by ririit of eonqueal. In 1701 the Iroquaia ceded 
all that p«rt of Illinoi) that liei aoQlh and eaat of the Llinoi* 
river, to the BritJah gov«niiient 
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tcsmI, he uited thtougli ths Jtkei to Graen bay, then 
eatled ihe '• Baj of Puaata." Frou tbeDC« he procaeded 
with hU raen in c&dob* lowardi the louth end or lake Mi- 
ehigvi, and arrived at the moaih of the " riier of the 
Hiamia" in Noveoiber, 1679. Thia ia thought to ha 
Chioeo. Hare ha built a fort, left ei^t or ten roeD, and 
pasBetf with the rett of hie company aoroaa the country 
to ihs walen of the Illinoie river, «i)d deMendad that 
river a conaidenUa distanoe, when he waa atopiied fat 
want of supplies. Thia waa oceiuioned by the lou of « 
boat which had bsMi aest from hia poet «d Green bay.- 
He was now compelled by neceseity to build a fortt 
which, OD aecomitof the anxiety of miiid be experienced, 
was oaUed Crnt-eaUT, or brokeo heart.. 

Tlie position of thia fort cannot now be aeoertaioed, 
but from aonie appearauees, it ia tfaonriit to have been 
■war Spring bay,ui tite oortkieaat partorraiewelleoaniy. 
. At thia period the llUnoiB were engaged in a war with 
the IroquoiB, a nunieroua, warlike, aod uuel nation, witb 
whom La Salle had mded, while on Die borders of Ca- 
Bida. Tbe former, according to Indian noiions of friend- 
ship, expected aMiatance from iha Freoeb; but the inter- 
est and safely of La Salle depended upon terminating 
thia warfare, aad to thia object he dipwted his alrenaoas 
efforta. The auapicious Illinois, constraed this into 
treachery, which was stren^ened by the malicious and 
petfidiouB conduct of soma of his own men, and fio- 
Dounced upon him the sentence of death. Immediately 
be formed and ezecnted the hold and baiardous project 
of going alone and uoanued to the camp of the Itlinoia, 
and vindicating his conduct. He declared hia tnnocenca 
of the charges, and demanded tbe author. He urged 
that tbe war should be terminated, nod that the hostile 
nations ehoHld live in peace. 

The coolneas, bravery, and eloqaenee of La Salle filled 
the Indiana with astonishment, and entirely changed their 
purposes. The calamet was smoked, presents mutually 
exchanged, and a treaty of amity concluded. 

The original project of diao«veiy was now puiaued. 



father HennepiD •tarted od the SStfa of Febnmjr, 16S(l, 
■nd baring paaud down tiie lllinoU, aicended the Hia> 
■iaiippi to the falls of St. Aothonjr. Here he wee tebea 
prieoner, robbed, and carried to tbe Ini'iaa villaeM, from 
which ha made hia escape, retamed to Cana£ by th« 
waj of tHe Wiseonain, and from thence to France, whera 
ha published an aoconut of hia travel*. 

La Sails viaited Canada to obtaia aoppliee, reinmed 
to Crave-etear, aad ahortlj after deecended the lUinoia, 
and theii Uie Misaiaiippi, where he built ODe or two brt> 
<Hi its banki, and tooV poaaeation of the country ia Iha 
name of the king of France, and in honor of him called 
it LeuUiana, 

After deseeading the Miaaisaippi to iti mouth, he re- 
tnned to the lllinoia, and on bia way back left some of 
hie oompaniona to occupy the eoontrj. Thisisauppoaed 
to hoTo been the connnencemenl of the villagea of Kas- 
kaelfia and Cahokia, in 1683. La Salle went to France, 
fitted out an expedition to farm a colony at the month of 
the Mieeiasippi, sailed to the gulf of Mexico, but not 
being able to find the moutha of thai liver, he commwiced 
an overland joerney to hie fort on the lllinoie. On this 
JOBiney he wa» baaely aaaasainued by two of hia own 

After the deatli of La Salle, do attempts to diieover 
the mroath of the Hiasiaaippi, were made till aboot 1699; 
bat the BsttlemeBts in the lllinoia eounliy were gradually 
iocreased by emigrants from Canada. 

In ITl^ (be klag of France, by letters patent, gani 
the whole oonnlry ol Louisiana to M. Croeat, with ih« 
commerce of the eounlry, with the prbGia of all the mine*, 
leaarving for hie own nee one fifth of the gold and ulrer. 
Afler expendiDg large auma in digging and exploring for 

' La Salle appears to hare dtaooTcred the Bay of SL Bernard, 
and formed a KUlement ou the ureMern Mb of die Colorado, in 
IBM.

Soon afier, the .colony 
was granted to the MiaBiasippi companj, projected bf 
Mr. Law, which took poBseHion of LouiBianB, and ap- 
poiDted M. Blearille governor. In 1719, La Harp oom- 
manded a Fort with Frencb troops not forfrom the mouth 
of the Miesouri tiwr, 

Shortly afur, aereral forta were bnilt within the pte- 
•eat limits of IIHooia, of which fort Chartrea wee lh« 
roost considoreble. By (heae nieaua a chain of comma- 
niealion waa formed from Canada to the mouth of the 
Hieaiaeippi. 

The oldeat record or docament in the state is at Kas- 
kaakia, dated 1735. It is a petition to Loais XV. king 
of Prance, asking a grant of common fields, commooa, 
etc.; stating their great aufferinga the preceding jear, 

^1734] from the great flood which swept away nil their 
nproTementa and obliged the people lo flee to the bluffs 
opposite the Tillage, and across the Kaskaakia rirer. 

At the termination of hostilitiei between the French 
and Enelisb, in 1763, the Illinois country, with Canada, 
waa ceded to the British government; and in 1765, Capt. 
Sterling, of the loyat Highlanders, took posaesaion of il- 
linoia. He was sncceeded bj Uajnr Farmer, who waa 
TelieTed by Col. Reed, in 1766. The principal military 
poet and seat of KpTernment during -these changes, was at 
fort Chanres. The admiaistraiioD of Col. Reed was ex- 
tremely unpopular with the inbabitanta, and is said 10 hsTe 
been a oourae of military oppression. In 1768 he was 
BQCceeded by Lienl. Col. Wilkina, who estabJiabed a 
court of justice amongst the people, and appointed seTen 
judges to settle all matters relating to debts and property. 
They met for tt.e Crsl time at fort Chartres in Decem- 



ber following, and continued to meet for busineas month- 
'r. Slill the people were diasatiafied, and demanded the 
ighl of Ifial by jury, which was denied them. 
Affairs continued in this posture till the revolutionary 
war, when the Virginia militia, under eommand of Gen. 
George Rodgera Clarke, made an ezcnraion through die 
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Indian coon try, lubjngated fort ChBrtreB, Kaskasbta, and 
othet poBla on the MtssisBippr, and then oooduRted a sue* 
ceBsful expedition against Pon Vincent, Daw Vincenoei, 
This was in 1778. 

The same year the legislatave of Virnnia on^aniaed a 
connly in ibis remote region, called "lUinoit," and ap- 
uointed a maffistrate over it with eztensiTe powers siyled 
lieutenant goTernor. Timothy Demonbnin was appointed 
to this office. 

This territory vai afterwards ceded bj Vii^inia to the 
United States, and formed a portion of the NorLhwetlsrn 
Terrilorj, by whose anthoiity the count; of Illinois was 
divided, and the names of St. Clair and Randolph given. 
In 1800, it was ineladed within the limits of Indiana ter- 
ritory, and at that tim^e the connlry. that farma the present 
•tate of Illinois coniained sboot. 3, 000. inhabitants. 

Many of the officeis and soldiers that accompanied Ge- 
neral Clarke in his eipedition became enamored with the 
conntry, returned with their families and formed the early 
American settlementa- Other persons settled la Kaakas- 
kia about the sanie time, to engage in the Indian trade. 

In 1786, the Kiukapoo, and other banda .of Indiana, 
commenced their predatory waifare, which greatly har- 
assed the American settlers for the succeeding ten years. 

After 1800,-the population increased considerably from 
emigration. In 1809, a'lerritoiial government was .form- 
ed, and the population the next year amounted to 19,383. 

Durinvthe last war betweeo Great Britain and the 
United States, IlllDois, in common with other frontier 
districts, felt the calamities of warfare. The defence of 
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e territory to Khawneetown, depended upon the 
energy and vigilance of the ciliiens, under the able and 
indefatigable governor, the late Ninian Edwards. 

In 1B13, the territory, which had been under the govern- 
ment of ihe governor and judges, entered apon- the second 
grade of territorial goveromeut, widi a legislature, and 
B delegate in congreas.

Akxaadtr County lie* at lh« Booth ead of the atite, in 
Ihfl forks of tbe Ohio and Hissiasippi liTera, which waith 
its WBBtani, aontheni, and a portion of its eaatern boidora. 
More than sixly miles of ila weatern aids aie along the 
carrea and windiaga of the latter liver. It has a fertiia 
Boil, ooTsrad with a heavj srowth of timber, aBioogtt 
which are oaks of various kiads, especiallj while Mk, 
cypress, poplar, walnut, hickorj', some cherry, elm, etc. 
and B tract of yellow pine in the noTthwasteni part. A 
reef of rocka of limeatone, inlermixed with sand stone, 
forming the grand chain of the Ohio, aix miles aboTa 
America, is auppoeed to extend across ihis coonty, (below 
the surface of the earth,) to the Mississippi river. At 
least oue third of the connty is alluvion. On Cash river, 
and near the mouth of the Ohio, the land is inundated in 
times of-high water. Along Ibe Mississippi is an ex- 
tensive tract of alluvial laud, entirely above high water. 

The streams in this connty are Caah river and branchets 
Sexton's creek, and Clear creek. Caah river eaters it 
at the northeastern part, passea id a eirenitoua oouna 
ihrongh it, and entera the Oliio six miles above ila montb, 
at Trinity.

The mouth of 
Bay creek ii in ^e nortbern part ef this county, whiclt 
atTorda a harbor aod naTi^tioo for steam boats seveil 
miles. There are no other creeks worth naming. Seve- 
ral fine praifiea lie at the foot of Ihs bluffs on both aides 
of the county,amongstwhicharellliooiB, Salt, Belleview. 
On tiie livers considerable tracts are subject to inundatioD, 
and JD the inteiioi are bluffs, raVines and sink holes. Still 
there are considerable tracts of good land unoccupied. 

The bottoms furnish exoellent range for stock. Cat* 
tie, beef, poilf, corn, honey, and beeswax are its exports. 

Formerly honey from tbe trees was obtained in profuse 
quantities. It grows more scarce as the population io- 
oreases.

Champaign County was organised from the attached 
part of Vermilion county, in February, 1833. It ia boond- 
«d, on the north, by a strip of coontry not belonging to 
any connty; on the east hy Verinilion; on the south by 
Cotes; and on the west by Macon and McLean countiea. ' 
It is 36 miles long, and about 39 miles wide, and contains 
about 1008 square miles. The streams, are the Salt Fork 
of the Vermilion of the Wabash; the Vermilion of the Il- 
linois, the Kaskaskia, and the North Fork of the Sanga- 
mon; — all of which take their rise in this County and run 
in opposite directions. Here are extensive prairies, in- 
dentM with beautiful groves of fine timber, of which Bis 
Grove, at the head ol Salt Fork, is the largest. Around 
these groves the prairies are undulating, and very rich soil. 

The settlements are not yet eitensive. As an interior 
county, it will be further from market than those situated 
eitheton the Wabash or Illinois, but is well adapted to the 
growth of stock, and will heundonbtedly a healthy region. 

Champaign countybelongs to the fourth judicial circuit, 
and sends one representative and, with Vermilion county, 
one senator to the legislature. Population about 1350.

Sangamon County is one of Ihe la^at and moat floor- 
iehing, countiea in the plate. It ia bounded on the north 
by luewell; east, bj Macon; aouth by Mon^raery 
and Maooupin; and weat by Caaa and Morgan counliel. 
The northwestern comet runs down between the Saa> 
gamon river, which aeparatee it from Caaa county, and 
Tasewetl coanty, to the Illinois river- 
It IB forty-eight milea long, beaideslhe comer mention- 
ed; and forty-five miles wide— containing, in the wholoi 
an area of about 1,370 square milea. 

Sangamon county is watered by the Sangamon rivrr and 
ita numerous brandies. Those which take their rise with- 
in the limita of the county are Clary's, Rock, Richland, 
Prairie, Spring, Licit, SuB;ar, Horse, and Brush creeks, 
on the south aide, proceeding upward in the arrangement; 
and Crane, Indian, CantrilT's, Fancy, Wolf, ttai Clear 
creeks, which enter from the opposite side. Those 
branchea which rise without the county, and yet ran a con- 
siderable distance within it, are Sail creek and branches, 
North Fork, and South Fork. These alreama not only 
furniah this county with an abundance of eie^llent water 
and a number of good mill seata, but are lined with ex- 
tensive tracts of first rate timbered land. 

Here are oaks of various aperiea, walnut, sngnr maple, 
elm, linden, hickory, ash, hackberry, honey locust, mul- 
berry, sycamore, cotton wood, sassafras, etc., together

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"nie eise of the prairies in SangamoQ eanntj is Miiett 
upon as an objecdon, bv perBonE who are nol accustomed 
to B prairie country. Bat were the timber a (idle more 
equally dislribuled with prairie surface, its supply would 
be abundant. The prairies vary in width from one tonight 
or ten miles, and Bomewhat iodefiniie in length, being cod- 
nceled atths heads of the stipama. 

Much of the soil in this conntj is of the richest qua- 
lity, betn{[ a calcareons loam, fiom one to three feet deep, 
intermix^ with fine aaod. The point of land that lies 
betweeu the Sangamon and the Illinois rivers, which is 
chiefly prairie, is divided betwixt inundated land, dry 
prairie, arid sand rid^. A. siraoger to obaervations upon 
the surface of Illinois, upon first sight, would pronoiinca 
most pvie of Sangamon county a level or plane. It is 
not so. With the exception of the creek bottoms and the 
JDlerior of iaige prairie^ it has an undulating surface, 
quite sufficient to render it one of the finest egrieullural 
diatrieta in the United States. These remarks are not 
meant exclusively for Saogamon, They apply with tqual 
propriety to many other eonnties on both sides of tlie Illi< 
D<Mg river. What has been heretofore known to persons 
abroad as the Sangamon country, may now be included 
ID a large district, oontaiuing a number of large and popii- 
loos counties. 

This county contains a larger quantity of rich land than 
any other in the state, and iherefore can maintain e larger 
agricultural popalaiion, whioh is the great baais of [ia- 
tional wealth. A distinguished writer, speaking of the 
alate of Illinois, and particulariy of this portion of it, ro- 
narhs in a letter to a friend from Springfield, Illinois,-~^f 
March ad:

AUiton'* Prairie, (aomeiirnes improperly apelt Elliion) 
in Lawrence couniy, Htg niiles iiortlieaet from Lawreoiw- 
Tiile. It ia ten milea long, and five broad. The eBKlern 
part towards the VVebaah, containa eotne wet land and 
pnrgstorj swamps, but ihe principal part is a drj, sand;, 
and very rich aoil, covered with well cultivated farms. 
Few tracts in lIllnoiH are better adapted to eorn than 
tiiia. The population equals 200 families. This prairie 
was settled in tSlG and '17, by emigrants from Ohio and 
Kenluckj, and mostly of the religions sect known in the 
west by the name oi ChrhUtm*, and the settlement is 
sometimes railed by that name, la a few years death 
had thinned their numbers. The purgatory swamps, ee 
thej sre called, around the prairie, had a deleterious in* 
fluenoe, and retarded the progress of popnlslion. In later 

?'ears but little sickness has existed, and this settlement 
urnishes one of many evidences that upon the subjuga- 
tion of the luxuriant veeetation with which our rich prai- 
riea ar« clothed, and (he cultivation of the aoil, sickly 
places will be changed to healthy ones. 

MUon, an Incornorated town on the bank of the Missia- 
■ippi, is thought oy many to possess advantages for coin- 
nerce equal to any in the sl^te. It is situated on frac- 
ttonid seciiune thirleon and fourteen, in township five 
north, in range ten west of Ihe third principal meridian. 

It is two and a half miles above the mooth of the Mis- 
aouri, and at the place where the curve of the Mississip^ 
ni p^traies the furthest into Illinois, Fightern miles 
below the month of the Illiuois river, and at the point 
where the comraeree and business of lh« wide spresid re- 
gions of the northeast, north, and nortiiwest must arrive. 
The legislatDie of Illinois have memorialised congress 
lepeatedly to have the great national road, now oonBtruct-, 
ing through Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, cross the Missia- 
aippi at this place, and aangaiiie hopes ais eoteftuned 
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that the rights of Illinois id this particular will be daly 
refiarded. 

Lower Alton hat the best landing for steamboats on 
the east biiik of the Mississippi, having a rock of level 
■nrface, of suitable height, forming a nalurai wharf. 
The stale peniteDtiary has been established here, and 
many are sanguine that it will be the future seat of go- 



' One of ihe Rnest bodies of timber tn the state inrrounds 
it for seveial miles in extent, from wtiiuh vast quantities 
of luoiber may be produced. Bituminous coal exists in 
great abundance but a short distance from the town, In- 
ezhausiible beds of limestone for building purposes, and 
easily quarried, are within its precincts. A species of 
free stone, easily dressed and used for monuments atid 
architectural purposes, and that peculiar speei«s of lime, 
osed for water ceoieut, are found in great abundance in 
the vicinity. 

The corporate bounds extend two miles along the river, 
and half a mile bac^k. The town plat is laid out by the 
proprietors upon a liberal scale. 

There are five squares reserved for public pnrposea, a 
large reservation is made on tbe river fnr a public landing 
Bud promenade. Market street is 160 feet wide, other, 
elreeis are one hundred, eighty, and sixty feet, according 
to the situation aotl public accommodation. 

Alton, contained st the commencement of 1837, 90 
wholesale and 33 retail stores and groceries, 6 attorneys, 
7 physicians, 7 clergymen devoted to their calling, (be- 
sides several preaehets of the gospel, who follow si^cular 
frnaineas during the week,) 4 hotels, 3 of which have 
targe accommodaiions, a large steam' flouring mil^ four 
large slaaghtering and packing bosses for putting up 
park, which do a large business, and mechanics' shops of 
various descriptions. 

There are three printing offices which issue weekly 
papers, the Spectstor, Telegraph and Observer; besides 
the lllinoie Temperance Herald issued monthly. There 
is a large temperance aooiety, that holda moDihlj meet> 
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iaftti A lyoBiim llimt bsldi tmMj tnMiiBf*, and two

A large proporijnn of 
ihe funds for the erection of the building has been secured. 
In no western town of the size, population, and busi- 
Beae, has an equal amnunl been given by its eiiiaena for 
leligione and bmie'DleDt purposes within the lut tw« 

The stale penitsntiary is located Id Alton. It has the 
watden's house, guaid bouse, twenty-four cells, and iba 
exterior wall around the yard erected. 
_ The rafiidiiy with which Alton lias grown op.froro a bu- 
ainesa aiaie to its present proRperoua condiiion haa beea 
hardly equalled iu the enterpiiaing West. Mercantile bn- 
uneaa wu aomniMiced here in 1831. Ita facilitiei arc 
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now great. Real Mtate has risen here more thau 1000- 
per cent, within Itro jreara. 

The prices of lots depend upon their Incalion. The - 
Wst Hiande for business near the river sell TrRm 300 to 
400 dollars per foot fronl. Lois more retired, for pri- 
vate residences, from 100 to 50 and 25 dollars per foot. 
Stores rent from 1500 to 400, and dwelling houses from 
600 to 300 dollars. Some of the large wholesale stores 
do huainess from 350,000 to half a million of dollars an- 

Seven or eight steamboais are owned here in whole 
or in part, ano arrivals and departures occur everyday 
and at all limes in the daj during the Eeason. Alton 
now' commands a larce proportion of the trade of the 
Upper Mississippi and Illinois rivers, and of the interior 
eountrj for one hundred miles. Besides the public rail- 
roads thai concentrate here, noticed under the head of 
"Internal Improvement," a survey has bpen made and 
the stuck taken for one from Alton to Springfield, 73 miles, 
which will open en important line of commanicallon wilh 
the interior, end eventually become connected with the 
great line to the Atlantic cities. 

The nntHTal surface of much of the town site of Alton 
is broken by bluffs and ravlnps, but tlie enterprise of its 
citizens aT>d the corporation is faat removing these in- 
conveniences by gradinir down its hills and (illing up its 
revinea. A eontracl of 60,000 dollars has recently been 
sniered upon lo construct a culvert over the little Piasau 
creek that passes through the centre of the town, over 
which will soon be built one of the most capacious and 
pleasent streets. Since its settlement the citizens of 
Alton have enjuyed as good health, as those in any river 
town in the West. Its population is about S500. 

We close this article with the follairing extract from 
Beck's Gazetteer of Illinois and Missouri, written in 1831. 

" Alton, althoiigh yet small, possesses natural advan- 
tages rarely equalled. Situated as it Is, at the Junction 
of three large and navigable rivers; possessing a fine,

JppU Aider, in Jo Daviess county, rises tiesr the bonnd- 
ary line, where its branches interlock arilh the walera of 
the Pee-ka-lon-o-kee, runs a aonihwestern course about 
forty-five milea, and eaters the Missinsippi twenty milea 
below Galena. It is a rock; and rapid stream, wilh good 
mill scats, and fifty yards wide at its moulh. Yhe bot- 
toms are ezcelleni land. The uplands hilly and broken. 
Large bodies of timber are on iia baaks. Towards its 
beads is a line undulating country. 

ApphCrak rises near the borders of Sangamon coonty, 
runs a southwestern course through the aoulheaslera 
part of Morgan into Greene county, and enters the Illinois 
river in section thirty-six, fractional township eleven north, 
fourteen west. It has several tributaries, which are noticed 
under their respective namea, and which water a Taluable 
tract of country, wllh a large popuintion.

BaeheUtr'g Orert, in Cook eonnty, eighteen miles aoulk- 
west of Chicago, contains about two eeclions of timber, 
and a larj[e aattlement. 

Badglii/'t SeltUmtat, in SU Clair eonnty, fiTe miles 
northwesterly rrom BelleT>lle,one of the oldest American 
setilemeata in the county. 

BaiUg't Point, a branch of the Vermilien, and a set- 
tlement in La Salle county, fourteen miles southwest 
from Ottawa. Here is a small trad of excpllent timber, 
sarroanded with the choicest prairie. The settlement 
conlsins about twenty families. 

Baka't Qrovt, in Oale county, lies bordering on Rock 
river, between Grand Detour and Oregon city. It is ei^l 
miles long and three miles wide; timber good and land 
excel lent. 

SankMttmeU Fork, in Gallatin county, ^ises in the in- 
teriOT, runs a soulheastern conrse, and enters the South 
Fork of Saline eieek, foarteen miles above Equality.

Bat/ Cretk riaes in the prairiea towards the eaat<Tn part 
of Piko uoonty, end running westward entera Calbnua 
county, and forma a kind of bay at its month, which is 
naff gable for some miles. 

The land on ita borders is ^nerallj good, except about 
the hloffe, where it ia broken. 

BtarMown, the aeal of jualiee for Casa coniity, ia silU' 
ated on the tllinoia river, twenty-five miles northeast 
from Jacksonville, on fractional township eighteen norih, 
and twelve west, li is on elevuled gronnd, sandj soil, 
and entirely above the hivheBt floods. It has ihirtpen 
stores, four of which do commission and forwnnlinj 
business, three groceries, two drng^ists, four physicians, 
one large hotel, and several boarding hoiiaea, two bakeries, 
two ahoemakers, three tailors, two biaek smiths, two cabi- 
net niakera, one silversmith, one watchmaker, foar car- 
penters and housejotners, three cooper shops, one painter 
and glasier, two tinners, two brick and one srone maaons, 
OM euriag« dwImt, two alaam flonriiif mills, with six 
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pairs of stones, one steam sawmill, ose steam diuillMy, 
ailil a large brewery, one lawyer, one minister of the gfoa- 
pel, and about 1,000 inhabitants. There ii a Melliodiat 

and an Episcopalian congreKaliou, but oo bouse of w.ot- 

Canalprajta. A company has been cliartered and aur- 
Te)ia made preparatory to the conslruclion of a canal from 
this place to Sangamon river, at Huron, and from thunce 
lojmprove the river by alack water navif^tion to the head 
And it has been asceitained that a water communication 



may be otieoed at moderate expense across the state to 
the Vermtlion of tbe Wabash. The conatniclion of that 
portion of the canal from Beardatown to tbe Sangamoa 
liter can be easily effected. 

Star Creek, a small branch of the Macoupin, twelve 
miles west from Carllnville. 

Bear Creek beads in Siting prairie, and enters Appis 
creek, in Greene county. A considerable settlement ia 
pa its borders. 

Bear Creek, a small stream and branch of the middl* 
fork of Shoal creek, and a settlement in Mon^fomcry 
county. The land is rather- level, and inclined to be wet« 
but fertile. 

Bear Creek, a small stream in the southeastern part 
of Ssngaiiioii county, with a considerable settlement. It 
enters the South Fork of Sangamon from the south side. 

Betir Creek, a small stream that rises in the north part 
ofGallaUncounly, runs south, and enters tbe North Fork 
of Sdline creek, teu miles above Equality, Here is much 
good land, and a large settlement. 

Bear Creek, is a fine stream in Adams county, with two 

Kinoipal forks. South Fork rises in one north, six west, 
orth Fork rises in five north, seven west, in Hancock 
county, and inierlor.ka with the western branuh of Crooked 
creek. They unite in section thirteen, two north, eight 
west. After passing through the bluffs into the Missis- 
sippi bottom, this stream divides into two prongsj one 
ruos a northwest course and enters the Mississippi — the 
Other prong bears a little south of west, teoeiving several 
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■mall Htreimi, and enters Boston Baj, one mile nbov^ 

. This stream is about fortj yards wide at its separation, 
and haB a number of mill seals. Few bodies of land in 
the elate equal Itiat whieli lineE its banks. 

Large eetilements eitend along' iie limber. 

Star Pridric is a small tract in Wayne county, five 
miles east of Fairfield, wilh twenty families. 

Beaucoup is a large setllemeni on Beani^oup ereek, in 
Washington county, soutliof New NasliTille. The Innd 
la a mixture of timber and prairie, and good second rata 

Bcautoup StUhmenI is in Jackson county, twelve mile« 
nortjiHast from BrownsTille, between the Big Beaucoup 
creek and Big Muddy rifer. The land is neb, heaTiljr 
timbered, with a considerable settlement. 

Btata- Creek, called also Stinking creek, rises in Bond 
county, rune lonlh into C'inton counlj, crosses ihe Vin- 
cennes and St. Louis road, four miles west of Carlyle, 
and empties into Shoal oieek, in Ihe nortbeastera part of 
township one north, four west. It is about twenty-liTe 
miles in length, is a sliiggisb, muddy stream, and waters 
a liire tract of coaniry. 

The settlement extetids its whole length. 

Beaver Creek rises in Boone county, rune southwest 
and enters Ktshwaukee, twelve miles above ils mouth. 
It ia sparsely timbered with walnut, linden, oaks of va- 
rious species, and oak openings. Soil, sand and clay;

Belltfatmtauie, * Hrge sprin; nriil mttletnent in Honroo 
COuntj, ueai Waterloo. In ilie vicinily of this placa> 
•everal attacks were made by the Indiaoe, fort* yeara 
since; ernne of the iatiabitants were killed aod others 
taken prisoners. 

BeUaiUt, Itie seat of justice for St. Clair ooubIj, ia 
•itiial«d an Mctioas twenlj-two, twenty-three, twenty- 
seven, snd twenty-eielit, of townshi[) one north, in raag« 
eight west of the third principal meridian. It ia a neat 
flourishing- villa;re, on hi^h ground, six miles from iba 
American bottom, and thirteen milea east Houtheast from 
St. Lwiia. The pahlic buildings are a liandsome court 
house of bricli, hnishpd in a superior style, a brisk jail, 
a clerk's offii^e, a public hall belonging to a library com- 
fhttj, aod a framed Methodist house of worship. It has 
two select schools; one fur boarders haifa mile distant. 

There are two large merchant Hteam flouring mills, with 
six pairs of atones, a brewery, a sieatn diatillery, a vatA 
carding machine, eijjiht carpenters, one cabinet maker, 
five blacksmith's shops, one tinner's sbc^, two silTer- 
smitlis, three wagon makers, one turner- and wheel- 
wright, two ehoeraukers' shops, one millwright, two coap- 
STA, two saddlers, two tailors, one bakery, one high 
Bohool, one common si-hool, a Presbyleriao, Baptist aodK 
Methodist congregation, and about TOO itihabitanis, of 
which about. 100 are GermaDs, twenty French, and iha 
residue Americans. There are three lawyers, four phy- 
■ioians, and four resident minislera of the gospel. 

It is surrounded with a rich and extensive agricnltuia] 
settlement, and a line body of timber. Belleville conlaina 
a printing office, which issues the " SI, Clair Gaxetle,^''. 
end ie a place of considerable busioesE. 

BcUemew Prairie, ia a rich, drr, prairie, at the foot of 
the bluffs, in Calhoun county. It is six miles long, and 
thrae fourths of a mile wide, wUb-a gradual descent from 
the bluffs, Bellevlew past oflice, ia in this Bettlemest, 
lybicli ooDtaiiw about forty fimiiliea. 
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Bthiden, a vill^e of a dozen families, two slores, 
a post office, saw and grist milJ, and rapidly increasing, 
in the waalern pari of Boone coanty on tlie stage road fiom 
Gbicago to Galena. Ii ia sitnated an Stjuaw prairie, and 
baa a deligbtful appearance. Near the town site is a 
mound, fifty rods long and about thirty rods wide, elo' 
vated aeveaty feet above the boltom lands of Rock river. 
On the (op of this mound is the cemetery of an Indian 
called Big Thunder, He died about llie period of the 
Sauk war in ltj31 or '33, and was placed in a sitling pes- 
tore on a flag mat, wrapped in blankets, his Bualplng 
knife by his side to cut the plugs of tobacco thai are offer- 
ed bim. Over the body is constructed a covering' of 
wood and earth, with an opening in front, where Big 
Thunder may be seen sitting with his tobacco lying 
before him. The Indians still visit the place to replenish 
his stores of tobaoco, whiskey, &c. 

The citiiens of this region are about lo erect a College 
edi&ce on this spot, in a vault under which the bones of 
Big Thunder will repose unmolested, A charier was 

frranted for the purpose at the recent session of the legis- 
ature. The Rev. S. S. Whitman, formerly Professor in 
the Hamilton Literary and Theological Institution, New 
York, is engaged in the enterprise. 

Benton'* Mill and settlement on Apple creek, in Greene 
county, seven miles northwest from CarrolUon. 

Bennington, a post office in the western part of Fulton 
county. 

Berlin., a town site and post office, in Sangamon county, 
on the west side of Island Grove, seventeen miles west 
from SpringGeld, on the main road to Jacksonville. 

Bernadotte, a town on Spoon river, in Fulton county, 
OB aectioa nineteen, fire north, two west, 13 miles south- 
west from Lewistown. It has one sawmill, one flouring 
mill witb three runs of stones, three stores, two groceries, 
one tavern, and a common school. 

Spoon river can easily be made navigable to this place. 

Berry'i Settkment is in the forks of Crooked creek, in 
Clinton connty, eight miles aoutheasierJy from Csrlyle- 
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Belhel, a populous eetlleinent in St. Clair coanty, ten 
miles north of Belleville. Here is a Bapilst meetinff 
house and congre^tioa, and a moral, religious society of 
indiistriouB farmers. 

Bethany, a post office and settlement, In San|FaniOTt 
county, twenty-one miles southeast from SpringReld, on 
Ibe road to ShelbjTille. 

Big Barrtn Qrtme is in the western part of Putnsni 
and eastern part of Henry conoiy, 25 miles long, and 
from 2 to 3 tniles wide; and forms the dividing ridge be- 
tween the waters of Spoon riTer and the Winnebago 
Swamp. The timber is scatlering, resembling barrens, 
with various kindsof 0B)is,hickary, &c. The westend is 
called Black Oak Ridge where a colony from Wethersfield, 
Con., is settled. 

Big Bay Creek, a small stream that rises in the north 
eaalern part gf Johnson county. It takes a^oulheaslera 
direction, receiving Cedar creek in thai county, and Litlls 
Bay creek in Pope coontj, and enters the Ohio about six 
miles below Golconda. Its bottoms are wide, and Iha 
biufts rather broken; and towards the Ohio the bottom Isnd 
produces large quantities of cypress with other growth. 

Big Bottom is a settlement in the northwest corner of 
Alexander county, on Clear creek. The soil is first rata 
alluvion. 

Big Bcauamp Creek, one of the four heads of Big Mnd- 
iy river. It rises in the southeastern part oT Washing- 
ton county, township three «onth, in range twowest, rnna 
a south course through Perry county and enters Iho Bi(f 
Muddy in section thirty-five, eight south, two west, eigbt 
miles above Brownsville. It has much good land on its 
borders, some excellent prairies, and fine timber, consist- 
ing of oak, hickory, ash, poplar, elm, walnut, etc, Tha 
bottom land is rather wet. Big Beaacoup is navigable for 
flat boats. 

Big Creek, in Pope county, rises in the northern part of 
the county, runs south, and enters tbe Ohio, Gfleen miles 
aboYS GoleoDda, 
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Bigpreek, in Crawford couoty, a Bmall stream that enters 
the Bmbarras in the southwestern part of the onunly. 

£i^ Crttk is a small atraam that risei on Ihs Grand 
Prairie, in Edgar county, runs a southeast direclion, 
passes Ihraiigh e corner of Clark, nnd enlera the Wabaah 
near the point at which the dividing- line of the two stales 
leeres that river. The land through which -it passes is 
good, well timbered, and densely settled with a farming 
population. 

Big Creek, in Eflingham county, a branch of the Little 
Wabash, running a southeast course through Brockett's 
settlement to thai river. 

, Big Creek, In Macon county, a brann.h of the North 
Fork of Sangamon. It is farmed from Lotig creek, and 
Findley'a fork. 
f Big Creek, a slream in Fayette county, which rises in 
the Grand prairie, northeast from Vandalia, crosses the 
natioaal mad twelve miles east of that place, runs sonih- 
weBt, and enters the Kaaka^kia in the lower pari of the 
county. 

Big Creek, in the weslern part of Crawford county, roos 
south and enters the Bmbarras. 

Big Creek, in Fulton county, a small stream that rises 
near CanUtn, runs southwest, and enters Spoon river on« 
mileaboTethe roiid from AushvilleioLewisiown, A con- 
siderable settlement and good land towards its head. 

Big Grare, in Channpaign county, is on a branch of the 
Salt Pork of the Vermiliori river, and is about the centre 
of the county. It is a body of heavy timbered, rich land, 
twelve miles long, end of an average of three miles iu 
width. The country around is most delightful, the prairie 
is elevated, dry, and of a very rich soil, the water is good, 
and the country very healthy. 1'he population at Big 
Grove must now exceed 200 families. 

Big Grmte, in Kane eoiinly, is on the South Fork of the 
Kishwaukee. The surface around Dndulaling, and the 
soil a black sandy loam. 

StratiSed limssionei flint, pebbles and coai abound in 
tliis region.

Big Grove, iii La 8allA coantf , twenty miles northeast 
from Ottawa, ib nboul three miles in diBmeter. The land 
in the limber is wet, but the Burrounding- prairie is dry, 
nadulating and rich. 

Sig Greve, a timbered Iraet, or rather aPTeral groTCB, 
Mnnecled, Tor twelve miles in lenpih, in the southweat- 
ern part of McLean count;, on 'the third principal nieridi- 
■n, and township twenlj-one north. It is a line tract of 
country, rich in aoil and well limbered, on the Kiekspoo 
ereek. Bloomington, the coDni; seat, is eighteen miles 
from the heart oC the settlement, which contains from one 
handred and fifty to two hundred families. 

Big Grote, a beaatiful, high, undulating, and rich tract 
of timber, near someof iho heads orSpoonrirer. inHenrj 
eouiity. It is twelve or fifteen miles long, end about three 
miles wide, surrounded wiih exlensiTO and rather level 



B'B Mound Prairie, in Wayne conntj. is fi*e miles west 
from Fair held, three miles in extent, nndolaiing surface, 
thin soil, and has about tifty families. 
'A large mound gives the name (o this prairie. 

Sig Muddy river, (called by the French who discover- 
ed it. Riviere au Vote, or Viaeux) a considerable elreain 
in the southwestern part of the slate. 

It has fonr principal heads, which, rising in Washing- 
ton, Jefferson, end Hamilton coant)es,Bnd uniting in JacK- 

They are the Beaucoup, Liltle Muddy, nnd Middle 
Fork. The general course of the sireatD is southwest, 
and it isnaviffable some distance above Brownsville. Be- 
low Brownsville it'turns south to ihe county line, make* 
a short bend, and enters the Mississippi nesr the oorth- 
sastern corner of township eleven Bouih, in range four west 
of tlie third principal meridian. 

Ita blulTs jtenerally are abrupt, the land along its borders 
and branches is undulating, and for mostof its length well 
limiiered. Valuable salinrs exist on its banks, and are 
worked about i^rownsvilln, where there is an inRxhausti- 
bis bed of bitnminous coal. Native copper has been found 
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on iu bank* in detached mMses. It rana through a fine 
■gticulturel and grazing country ■ 

Big Neek ix a aaitlement in one aoulh, ais weet, at iha 
bead of the ijoiith Fork of Bear creek, in Adams county: 
a tract orgood land. 

Big Prairit, iu White county, between the Little and 
Big Wahaeh, about three milea in diameter, and nearly 
all in a state of cultivation. The Boil is sandy, but of 
great lerlility. 

Big Bock Creek, ia a branch of Fox river in Kane 
county. 

Big Weodi, a large tract of limbered land, lying on the 
«a3l aide of Fox river, in Kane county, and provided the 
Barveya were rno it would lie rooaily in townahipa 38 and 
39 N., range S eaaL It is' about ID niilea in length and 
from 4 to 5 milea in width. The timber conaiata chiefly 
of white, black, yellow, and bur oaka, ausar maple, lin- 
den, black and white walnni oi hntlei nut, hickory, ash of 
Tarious species, poplar, ironwood, elm, cherry, etc. The 
soil ia generally ■ dirk aandy loam; aometimes approach- 
es to clay, gennrally a little nnduleling, but in some places 
quite level and a little wet. The Big Woods are thickly 
Bellied oa all aldee, as is the prairie country adjoining. 

Beihtl a poat office and town site with a dosen families 
in Morgan county, 13 miles west of Jacksonville.

Birch Creek, is a small stream that liaes in 1Mor?an 
county, and enters Apple creek in Greene county. The 
Bettlement contains about twenly-five families. 

Blackberry Creek, in Kane county, rises in the central 
pari of the county, runa south and enters Fok river near 
the south line of the county. Grove* of limber, barrenSt 
and rich undalatiug prairie along its course. 

BloiA Crtek ia an insigni&caat atmam, in Pike county, 
that enters the Snycartee. 

Black Farlridge Creek, a post office, and a small alream 
in the upper pan of Tazewell county, that enters the Illi- 
nois river. 
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Blaomjield, a town Md poat nSoe 'tn Edgar oonntj, 10 
miles north of Taris, with tliroe atoras, two groceries, one 
tavern, one physician, *>riouB mechanica, and about SO 

Blooming Ortnt, a Irsct oftimbered land aod a large lel* 
tlemeal, in McLean eountj, adjoining Bloom in gton. It 
ia about aiz miles long from nonhweit to soulhensl, and 
varjing in width from one to four miles, containing abont 
IwcIts squaru miles of beautiful timber, with a lai^e aet- 
tlement of indastiioiia farmers around it. Neail^ all the 
land is already occupied with eeitlere, a majority of whom 
are from Ohio, llolh timbered land and prairie are first 

Bloomingdaie ia the locality of a colony in Tazewell 
coonty. 

£looniingtan,u the seat ofjuHlioe for McLean county and 
ia beaatifully situated on the margin of a fine prairie and 
north side of Blooming-GroTe, on section four, lownahip 
twenty north, range two east. It hae eight or ten atoreSf 
three iroceries, two taverns, iwolawyere, three phyeiciana, 
a handsome academy huilding, Tarioas mechanics, two 
ateam mills for aawing, a Presbyterian and a Methodist 
meeting houae, and minlatera, and about 700 populatioo. 
The surrounding country ia most delightful. 

Block Hout, a name given to an American aettlement 
formed about forty years sini-e, in the American bottom, 
in the southwestern part of St. Claii county. At the 
foot of the bluffs, near this, is a spring that regalarly ebbs 
•ltd Aowa, once in twenty-four hours. 

Bhit Creek, in the upper part of Tazewell coonty, rises 
tn the prairie, mns west, and enters the lllinoia below 
SpHng bay. 

Bti^dale, a setilement in Greene county, ten miles went 
of Carrollton, and under the blufia that overhang the Illi- 
nois bottom. The land is rich, dry, and beanti^illy situ- 
ated for six miles in extent, under overhanging bluffB and 
precipices from which springs of " crystal Waters" gu»h 
forth. The aettlement is generally srranged along the 
blufis from Apple creek to the Macoupi*, from three to 
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foDr mile! from tbe Illinois river, and eonsiate of fifty oi 
sixty familiss. TheBetileniRnlor BlutTdalchns twoaloreB, 
one Krooery, one tavern, one niiniHtef of the {[oapel, and a 
Baptiat congre^iion, ono post office, one scliool, and vari> 
ous mechsnUa. 

Blut Point, ■ point of limber projecting into the prairie, 
in EfiinehaiD county, five milee north west ol Ewinj;toir.

They 
riae in the middle of the coanty, ruR a eoutheaat course 
and enter the Illinois, In three south, two west, about eiz 
■ailee apart. The land throueh which they pais la fertile. 

BoHve, a town sil« in the forks of San^ramon river, ten 
miles Boutheaet from Springfield, ■urrnunded with a large 
and Aouriehing aoltleinent. 

BaUinghoute Prairie, liee south of Albion, in Edward* 
eouaiy. It is about four miles long and three broad, dry, 
ondulating aurface, and good soil. 

Ban Fat ^Buatpaa,) a small village near tbe creek of 
Ihe Bsme name in the northeast part of While cunntj. 

Bon Pat, a creek thai divtdea Wabash and Edwarda 
countiea. It riaea near the Vincennea road, fifteen milea 
west of Lawrenceville, and takingasontheeaterly courne, 
enter* the Wabash river in aectioa fourteen, township 
diree south, range fourteen west of the seoond principal 
meridian, at the corner of Wabaab and White oonntiea. 
Its banks are low and awaoipy. 

Bon Pat Prairie, four oiilea northeaat froin Albion, is 
Edwards county, and about two miles is diameter. It ttotk- 
lains good land, and a settlement. 

Bon Pat Settlement, near the aoQlheaat corner of Bd^ 
wards county, between the Bon Pas creek and Little Wa< 
bash river. It is a timbered tract, good land, and eontain* 
•boat sixty families. 

Boilon Bay ia an arm of the Mississippi, above Quiney 
in Adams connty, which, at a tolerable stage of water, fur- 
nishee a fine harbor for boats, 

Botlon, a town site in Canaan settlement, Shelby county 
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twelve miles north of Shslbyville, towDthip^ thirteen 
north, four east, on the west fork of the Kukaskia. 

Boitwiek't Selllemeni, is three miles northeut from 
Hillaboro' in Montuomer; couoty, a dry, rolling, feitile.

Braltltvillc, a post office, in Carter's settlement, in Me- 
DoaoDEh county, tfrelve miles south of Maoomb, and on 
the mail road to Ruahville.' 

Bnd^''t Selllemeni, in Johrison connty, ten miles west 
from Vienna, contains some tolerably good land. Pi^n- 
lalion about aiity families. 

Brighton, a town aiie and post office in Brown's prairie, 
the southwest corner of Macoupin connty, IS miles north of 
Alton. It has two stores, a castor oil f^tory aud a io- 
sen families. 

Broad Run, a small stream in Colaa connty. It rises in 
the Grand prairie, and runs soathwest into the Keskaskia. 
Settlement small. 

BroektCa Setlkment on the west side of the Little Wa- 
bash, eight miles sonlbwetterl^ from Ewington, in Ef- 
fingham county. The surface la tolerably level and the 
■eulement contains forty or fifty families. 

Brooklyn, a town site laid off on the bank of the Mis> 
sissippi river, in St. Clair county, opposite North St. 

Brown'a Foinl, a setilemeDt at the head of timber in 
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alaig«prairisin Horgan coanly, ten milea ioulh of Jack- 
sonville. 

BrousrCt Prairie, in tlie corner of Macoapin and Greene 
eniinlifls and eilendinf; into Madison county, betwara 
Wood rivet and Iho Piaaau. it \e rich, drj aoil, and it 
about tweWn niiles north from Alton. 

Biton'NHTiLLi, the Beat of of justice for JacliMn count j* 
ia situated on tlie nortb side of Big Muddy river, oa »eu- 
tion two, nine south, and three west of the third principal 
tneiidian. It ia twelve mites hv land, and twenty-live by 
water from the Miasisiippi, and ia surrounded by hille. 

The Big Muddy Salines and coal banks are near this 
place. The popolation ia about twenty families. 

Bruletle'i CVmA rises in the north part of Edgar codcIj, 
and runs eastward across a portion of Indiana into iba 
Wabaah. The timber on its banks is chiefly oak. The 
■eltleenent is in the forks, and along (he north fork of the 
ereek. The land Is good. Prairie predominates over the 
timbered land. The post office is called BloomfieltL 

Bruih Crtek rises in the east part of Shethy county, 
runs a auuthwest course, and empties into the Kaskaakia 
Tiver,*ii) thp south part of the county. The timber is in- 
diHerent, and the prairies are level and net. 

Sruth Crtek rises in tho prairies in the south part of 
Sangamon county, runs north and enters Horse creek, a 
little above its junction with the Sangamon. 

Broth Hilt vost af&ce 'i» in Cook county, in the north- 
east corner of township thirty-eight north, range eleven 
east, and si;iteen miles nest of Chicago. 

Bruth Prairie Creek, a iriSing stream in Franklin cono- 

enlers the middle fork of Muddy river. Good timbered 
land, 

Bnuhif Fork, a small branch of the Bmbsrras on the 
east side, and in the northern part of Lawrence eouoty. 
It runs a aonth course, and entera the main stream six 
miles shove Law fence ville. 

The eeltlement Is new, containing twemy-five or thirty 
ftmilie*, and a portion of tlie oonntry barrens.

Brvthy Fort, a Bmall stream that rises in the prairie, 
near the borders of Bd^r counly.Biid lakiag- a aoulhweBt 
oonrae, e tilers the Emharras in Colea county, fourteen 
miles above Charleston. On the east side the land is 
rolling and fertile, and there is a settlement of Gfleeo or 
twenty families; od the west side the land ia level aad 
rather wet. 

Brutky Prairie, on the east side of the Little Wabash, 
in Wayne coantj, eleven miles east of Fairfield, and con- 
tains about fifty lamiliei. 

Suck-heart Frairie, in Fulton county, is northeast from 
Lewistown, and joins Canton prairie. It is six or eight 
miles in extent, and has a coasiderable aettlemenl. 
. Buck-heart Creek rises near the South Fork of the San- 
icamou river, runs northwest, and enters the North Fork. 
It has a considerable settlement. 

Budt-hatrt Qroee, at the head of Buck-heart creeh, 
in Sanzamon countj, fifteen or twenty miles southeast 
from Springfield. It is a line tract of limber, about 1000 
acres, surrounded with high proirie aud settlement. 

Buck Prairie lies in Edwards county, six miles north- 
eait from Albion, and is about two miles and a half 

Baek-hom Prairie is iu Morgan county, six or eight 
miles south of Jacksonville. The soil is rich, but its sni- 
face is rather level and wet 

BuekU'a Qrove, at the head of the north branch of Salt 
creek, in McLean county, contains about twelve sections 
of limbered land, sarrounded with rich prairie. It is~ia 
twenly-lwo nor^, .four east, and is about six or eight 
miles east from Bloomington. 

Timber priocipally oak, with some sugar maple, and 
the land aronnd it rather le>el. 

Buffaloe Grout, \a Jo Davieas county, twelve miles 
north of Dixon's ferry, and on the load to Galena. It 
contains four or five seotious of timber, surrounded with 
the richest prairie, a post office called Buffaloe Grove, 
and a town site called St. Marion. 

Bttffalot-htart Grove lies in^aogamon county, fouiteea 



ntlM northeast from Springfield and six milea sovlh- 
eaaterl; tram Elk'bearl grove, which it reaembles. It 
u about tbree miles long, and one mile and a half wide, 
eontHiDiax about four aecIioiiH of timber and twentj-hve 
or thirty familieH. The rasfapB, which cover the praiiies 
aronnd, furnish winter food for cattle. 

Suffaloc Bock, a ain^ular promontory on the north side 
of the Illinois riTer, in La Salle county, six miles below 
Ottawa. It rises fifty or sixty feet nearly perpendiculiiT 
on three aidee, and contains on its surface about six hun- 
dred acres of timber and prairie. 

Suilard'i Prairie, sometimes called Gardner's prairie, 
in the western part of Lawrence county, sixteen miles 
from Lawrence nlie. It is eight or ten miles long, and 
two miles wide, second rate soil) and has considerable 
settlements on its borders. 

' BuUbona Grove in sixteen north, eight east, in Putnam 
eoncty. Prairie rich and undnlating. 

Baneambe SeilleToenl, in |Johnson county, eight miles 
northwest from Vienna, coniainsforty families; soil rather 
broken, thin and rocky. 

Buvher Kill, an elerated town site in the south part of 
Macoupih coanty, section fourteen, asTen north, eight 
west, in a large andnlating prairie. 

Bartau Crttk rises in the northern part of Pntnam coun- 
ty, runs southwest, reeeivea Little Bureau, turna thence 
southeast, aud enters the Illinois liver nearly opposila 
Hennepin. It is a fine mill stream, with a bold cnrrent, 
rock, gravel, and saud in ita bottom, and receives a num- 
ber ofhranchet. Abont the bluffs of the Illinois the sur- 
face of the land is broken, but in general it ia excel- 
lent the whole length of the stream. Between ita branches 
are fine prairiea, nndulaling, rich, and dry, and along its 
borders la much excellent timber. 

Burruide'i Settlement, in Clinton connty, five miles 
Aortb of Carlyle, ealled by some the Irish settlement. 

Biimt Prairie, iu the northwestern part of White, and 
flSteoding into Wayne oounly, is about two milea in di- 
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■a«tar, contains aome good land bnd a denw BeltlemenU 
Here is a poil office and town site. 

BumI Ptmrit, in Edwards cpuntj, fonrmilefl norlh- 
weat from Aibioo. It ii sbont six miles long and two 
tnilee wide. interBparaed with small grovea and polnta of 
limber. The soil is good, and the popnlatioii densa. 
Here is a windmill erected bj a Mr. Clark, an Engllah 
gentleman, which doea good buainess aa a sriat mill. 

Byron, a town site in Champaign eoant; in Big Urate* 
three and half miles northwest from Urbauna, with thiea 
or four familiea. 

Cadie lUeri, a small lake in McHenrj couritj. 

CadwelTt Brm<A, asmall branch of the HauTainterre, 
which it enters from the aonth, ten miles below Jackaou* 
ville. It is a mill stream and rocky. 

Caioliia, and old French village, and one of the earliest 
-n Illinois, silnated in the Amer — '•-• — ■- ''• ■""-'- 
ionntj, five miles south of Wig 
north of west from Belleville. 



for a long time previone to the discovery of th'e Bi 
sippi, probably on account of the game which abonnded 
in the vicinity. It is probable ihat the fiist settlement 
was made here by the Frenoh, shortly after La Salle da- 
Msnded the Misiiasippi, in 1683. 

Charlevoix, who yisited the place in 1T3I, exprasses 
bis aatoniahment tliat bis countrymen lind pitoked npon 
-so inconveoient a aituation, l»ing » half a leagne" from 
the river. He aays, however, the people -told him tku 
the Misiiasippi once washed the foot of the Tillage, bat 
that in three years it bad receded half a leagne, and tiiat 
the people were talking of reraoring to a more eligible 
■ituation. 

In 1766, it contained forty families; and at the com- 
menonment of the revolutionBr; war ibey bad iocreaaed 
to fifty. Thia is aboni their present namber. It wm ooce 
the seat of a cooaiderable fui trade. 
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Both the Spinfih and French ^Drpmiaemi, io form- 
ing BBttlementa on the Higiisaippi, had special re^rd (a 
convenience of social internourte, and proieciian from 
the Indians. All ibeir eeltlementa nere required to ba 
in the form of viliaeesor lowni, and lols of a convenient 
•iie for B door yard, garden and stHble yard were pro- 
vided for each family. To each village weis granted two 
tracts of land at convenient distances, for " commonfieldt^' 

A tommenjUld ia a tract of land of several hnndred 
serea, eneto««d in common by the villagera, each person 
furdishing- his proportion of lalior, and each family po«- 
•essing individual interest in a portion of the Geld, mark' 
ed off, and bnundtid from the Test. Ordiiiances were 
made to rpgnlata the repairs of fences, the time of ex- 
cluding cattle id the spring, and the time of gatherings 
the crop and opeuin^ the field foe the range of t:Bltle in 
tlie fall. Each plat of ground in the common field was 
owDed in fee aimple by the peraon to whom granted, sub- 
ject to sale and conveyance, the same as any landed pro- 
perty. 

A eomnuM is a tract of land granted to the town for . 
wood and pasturuge, in which each owner of a viltagelnl 
kas a «ontmon, bat not an individual right. In some cases 
this tract embraced nevenl thousand acres. 'J'he '- cora- 
TRon" atlaebed (a Cabokia, extends up the prairie oppo- 
site St. Louis. 

Cahelaa erett rises in Maeoupin eonnty, runs in a 
aeulb westerly direction through Madison into St. Claii 
county, and empUes into tbe Mississippi two miles be- 
low the ferry at St. Louis. Through the American hot- 
torn the course of this Mteam is very sluggish, and 
meanders greatly. A mill dam backs up the water fif- 
teen miles. Near ila bordeta are aevera] lakes and 
ponds rendering Ibis portion of the American bottom 
Dnhealthy. 

Formeriy this creek passed Cahokia village, and en- 
tered the Htsslssippi fiHiher down, but a tnisobievous 
Prencbman, from some pique against the VHIsgo, eui a 
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channel from the creek to the river, and fonned its praMot 
outlet. Along its borders ara sixty or MTsotj monnde of 
Tarioua shnpeB and aizea. 

Cairo is located near the mouth orthe Ohio and fiends 
acioaa the point of land rrom river to riTer. The termi- 
nation of the great central railroad is to be at or near the 

Calamie, a stream at the south end of lake Michigan. 
It rises in Indiana, rnns westward into lillnMs, tarns north 
And enters the lake. Much of the eonntrj near tlie lake is 
low and swampy. Furthet np are rapids and falls in the 

Caledonia, ■ town laid off on the bliiff'a of the Ohio in 
Alexander couniy, three miles above Anierica. A wharf i« 
here cnntlruoting to secure a good4anding forbeata which 
is wanted at America. 

It has two or three stoiea, a dosen families, and is 
thought to be an important eile for basioeaa. 

Calumet, a large stream that rises in Indiana, winds 
into Illinois, turns again and enters the lake Hichifi^aD, 
near the boundary line. Much of tlie country near the 
lake is low and swampy. Further np are.iapids, and ^ood 
water power. 

Calamet, a town aite with S or 10 honaes and a poat of* 
fice near the mouth of Ihe Calumet. 

CoDufen, a town site at the mouth of the lUinoia river iu 
the southweat pari of Green county. 

Camtron'* StUUmttit, in FulloD oonnty, eight miles 
northwest from Lewialown, ia in a tract of good laud, a 
mixture of limber and prairie, with a coosiderabte popu- 
lation. 

Cantpbeiri Iihnd, in the Missisaippi, ten miles above 
Rook Iiland, in the utipei rapids of tbe Mieaieaippi. 

Camp Cretk, a amajl stream in Raadolph county, that 
enters the Kasknakia river on the west side, in five south, 
eight west. 

Camp Crttk is an insigniGcant stream that rises in the 
prairies which divide Hancock from Warrea county, and 
rqaa weat into the Miaaisaippi, 
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Camp Creek In Mercor county, ri?e8 in the interior of 
Henry county, runs vest and enLers Edwards river in 
township firtGPn north, ntigo one weet; high, rolling 
p)eiriB,and Richland grove. 

Camp f\irk, a branch of Crooked creeb in McDonangh 
eonnty, rises in Hickory grove, on the noilh side of geven 
north, two west, runs south, and unites trith Drowning 
fork. The land or Ihese creeica is of ihe first quality. 

Canaan is a rli^h settlement In Shelby countj, twelve 
miles north of Shelbyville: a very superior tract. 

Cunaan, a post ofBce, in Rock Island county, SO miles 
north of Steplienson, 

Canteen Creek lises in lidge prairie, tn the aonth part 
of Madison county, runs a western course, and eniera the 
Cahohia creek in the American boltooi. Little Canteen 
creek rises in St, Clair eonnty, and enters the main creek 
abont the blnfTs, 

CarUem Settlement, in Madison eonnty, about six milaa 
BOnth ajT EdwatdsTitle. 

Canton, a pleasant town in Fulton coonty, on the honlers 
of a large prairie, fifteen miles north of LewistoWn on 
section twenty-seven, seven north, four east. 

It is a respectable town, has eight or ten stores, a large 
Bsademy and a charter for a college, and a population of 
five or sit hundred. The countryaroond is high, ondn- 
lating, fertile and healthy, with a due mixture of limber 
sod prairie. 

Canton PrairU, in Fulton eonnty, commences near 
Spoon river and runs northward, dividing the walera thai 
fall into Spoon river on the lelt, from those that enter the 
Illinois on the right, till it becomes tost in the interminable 
prairies on Bock n\or. At Canton it is from two to three 
miles ic width, dry, undulating, and ineshauslibly rich. 
Further north it becomes inferior. 

CanfriWe Greek rises on the eastern side of Sangamon 
county, runs west, and enters Sangamon river about Gfteeu ' 
miles ^bove Salt Fork. The land on this creek Is father 
level, the soil rich, and about equally divided into timber 
and prairie. 
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Cope ou Qtu. a •mall FreDOh •sUlwneBt or thin name, 
(whinh meani Cape of Grit or Grindilone, from the rocba 
Bear.) was forniBd on the MieM)eippi, ibofe the moutb of 
Ihe Illinois, at the movl soulhera bund of the rivei in Cal- 
houn county, about forty yeSra since. In 1611, it con- 
•iaied of about twenty famiiies, who had a village en tli« 
baok of (be river, and cuttjvatnj a cooiinon field of aboat 
five hondfrd aerea in the prairie, one mile from the iivet< 
They were driven off by tha Indiana durinjc the laat war 
with Great Britain. The American population began (t> 
•nlpr this county, in IS 19. 

Carlinville, the aeat o1 juallce of Macoupin county, 
is situated on the nortit aide of the Lake Fork of ibe Ha- 
BDupin, in a bpauiiful pmirie. 

li is on aecthin twenty-eight, ten north, aeven west of 
tlte ttiird principal itieridiin. 

Carlinville basaeveral etores, one grocery, twolawyera, 
two phyaiciana, and about eo fa mil lea, and ia improviiig 
Tapirjiy. The a tale roads from Vandalia to Carrolltoo, 
•od from Sjiringfidd to Alton, inleraecl at this place. 

It ia fifty-five milei noTthneat frain Vandalia, forty-fiv* 
milea southeast from Jaeksonville, forty-five nnilea south' 
weet from Springfield, thirty-five east of Garrollton, thir- 
ty-five miles nctfth from Edwardaville, and thirty-fivenortli-- 
•aat from Alton, The country around Carlinville is propor> 
tiotiably divided into timber and prairie. 

A theological Seminary, under patronage of the PresbyK 
terian Synod of Illinois ia ^K>ut lo be establiahed at Ih'ia 
place, and the railroad from Alton to Springfield will pass 
through it. 

CAitLTLi, the aeat of juatice for Clinton county, ia ei- 
tuaied on theweataideof the Kaakaakia river, 315 oiilea 
by water above ila mouth, and on the VincMinee and St. 
Louia road. 

It waa bid onl aa a town site, in 1819, on aeotion eigh- 
teen, two north, two weat, on elevated ground, on the bor- 
der of a larse prairie. The intersetnion of several public 
Toada from different parts of the eute, givea it an appeu- 
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Bii«e nf life and bueioesB, rarely to be seeo in a place so 
i«Biote from eommerciB] advantageB. 

Carlfle contains Itve etores, three taverns, b grist and 
saw mill by water poner, and fonj families. The court- 
house is of wood. 

Carhi, the seat of joalice of Wbite connty, sitnated on. 
the west bank of the Little Wabash, and nearly in the 
centre of Ihe coun^. It is sorronnded by lands of a ^ood 
nnality, and an eilensive Beltlement, and is in latitude 
thirly-aioht degrees live minutes north, eighty miles aoulh- 
east of Vandalta. It is now in ao improving nondidon, 
has four stores, a saw and Houriog mill, and a neat brick 
conrt bouse, foriy feet square, with a cupola, the whole 
painted and neatly finished. 

Carmi has many good framed iiouses, and about iftj 
ftmilies, 9 lawyers, and 3 physicians. 

Carolat, B post office in VermilioD 
tj miles from Danville, west of soi 
loute from Vincennes to Chicago. 

CarIioli.ton, the seat of justice for Gresne county, ia 
a flourishing and pleasant village, sitoaied on tlia border* 
of String prairie, nearly equidistaul from Macoupin and 
Apple creeks, and on the dividing lino of eeclione twenty- 
two and twenty-three, ten north, and twelve west. 
. It has IT stores, 6 groceries, 2 taverns, 7 lawyers, C 
physicians, 4 ministers of the gospel, 3 maleand 3 female 
•choola, 3 steam fiouring mills, 3 steam saw milla, one 
tannery, and aboat 1000 inhabitants. 

The' court boose is neaily batit of brick; forty-four by 
forly-aiz feet, two stories, with a batidsome spire. 

Arotind Carroltton ia a beautiful coonlry, tolerably lev- 
el, rich soil, suitably proportioned into timber and prai* 
lie, and densely populated with industrious and Uiriving 
Atrraers.

It is ill the eouLb part of Tour north, two west, between 
the heada of Sjugar creek and Griudslaae fijrk. Thle is 
the oldest aettlemeni in the county. 

Cabtuhob, ihe Beat of justice for Haucocli oonty,. ia 
situated in the prairie, oue nuile Froa timber between tha 
head waters of Bear and Lonj; creeks, and nine milei from 
tbe Missiaslppi, on the northwest quarter of section nine- 
teen, township fire north, in^ range six west, Tlia town 
was laid off by commieaionera in March, 1833. end about 
one hundred Iota eold the follDwingJune; averaging about 
thirty dollars each. It nov Domains three slcres, one gro* 
eery, three carpenters, oi)e btacksmiih, two oabinet mak- 
ers, one wheelwright, one tavern, one brink maker, sne 
phyMcianj but no lawyer. 

The adjoiaing prairie is dry, and besutifullj undnla- 
ting. The timber adjacent is eicellenl. Good water in 
all this region ie obtained b; digging wells from Gfteen t9 
twenty-five feet deep. Coal is near and in abundance. 
Since the Bale of lola, property b as risen in value- about 
fifty per cent. 

Can Pott Office la in Cook county, 33 miles fron Chi- 
cago, on the road to Ottawa. 

Catey't Qrone is Gfieen miles northeast from Jackson- 
lille, on the road lo Beardstown. U is a small grove of 
from &ve to ail hundred acres on Clay creek. 

Cruey'i Proirit, in Jefferson county, adjoining Mount 
Vernon, is five miles long and two niiles broad; anr&ea 
tolerably level, soil aernnd rale, and the population eon- 
•Isis of about 130 families. 

Ciuh river, a atreaoi in the southern part of th« state, 
which is formed from several branches, and a aeries of 
pond* thst exist in Union and JohnatHi eouoties. TboM- 
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■nhe ii) Alexaniler Mnuty, through irfaich tha tnuh 
slream foilaws a, deviaaa course, at one timo approaohinjl 
wilhina mile and a halTof the MiHBi«8ippi,and again ap- 
•foMhing near the Ohio, till itemptiea tis waters into Iha 
Intter ri'er, at Trinily , sii miles ahore its mouth. 

Oee of its principal branches ri«e« in Union «oantyT 
nd forms the '■ Scatters of Cash," which see. 
' A'nother soarce of its waters is in Jolmion coQety, in 
ft Series of Butida which are connected with the waters of 
Bi]( Bay creek, in Pope couniy. The outlet of thes* 
ponds is known b; Ihe name of Pond SloHgh. 

Tha alluTians of Cash riter, where not inuodated, am 
wide, of a rich soil, Bud heavily timbered. 

Caio, a poat office on the west side ofClay eauDt7,aiid 
sn the Vincannes and St. Lotiia stage roads. 

Col TaU Swamp, is in Whiteside county, and connects 
the waters of the Miseissippt and Rock river. It is navi- 
gable rorsniHll craft at some seasons. 

Cmfi-in-BeiA, This natural curiosity, well known to 
■11 ihe navigators of the Ohio rirer, is lilusted on the 
bank of the Ohio, where the dividing line between Pope 
and Gallatin counties -stiihes the river. Su«h osvea and 
piles of Tock, as are descrihad in Ihe following sketch, 
are called by the Indians MoO't-to — a name spelled Mim- 
i-leou, by the French, and sometimes Mon^t'lo by othci 
authors. It signifies ** tht raidtnet of a tpirii^' either 
good or bad. 

There are several Mon-»-to«s in Illinais, Misaoarl, and 
other western states. One is at the precipices of the 
Mississippi adjoininff Lower Alton. Two more that give 
names to stieams in Boone and Uoles counties, Misaoorli 
The Indians relate sorae wild and estravagaM legends 
of the fresks of thaae imaginarjr beinga at their ■■ resi' 
deneet," and they usually propitiate the favour of tha 
Hon-e-to, by liberal offerings, and tha firing of gtina, M 
they paaa his habitation. 

The one at the bead of Ibis ariiole, knowti to Amarlosnt 
by tha nams Cane-in-rock, was long Iht roodeMona of a 
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eha of beings, far inoTe fotnitdabta uai duigeroua to tha 
wbiteB, than the Indian MoD-«-toes. 

In 1797, it WBB the place of resort and Mourity to Ma- 
son and hie ([angofrobbere; who plnadered and murdered 
the crewa of boMs, while deecending the Ohio, It etill 
apRwera ae a temporary reeidence for thote who need 
shelter while on the river. The rock is limeetoae abound- 
iog with abella. 

The followinr deaeriplion of thia oa*e ia ^ren by 
Thaddeua M. Harris, an English toariat, made in the 
Bpnng of 1803, a writer who has done justice to the West 
in hia devciiptiona general) j. 

" For aboat three or four miles before yoa come to this 
place, jfou are presented with a scene trnly romantic. Oa 
the Illinois side of the river, vou see laiKe ponderous 
rocks piled one upon anp^er, of differeiit colours, shapes 
and aizes. Some appear to bate gene through the handa 
of the most skilful artist; some represent the ruins of an- 
eient edifices; others thrown promiscuously in and out of 
the river, ae- if nature intended to show us with what eas« 
she could handle those mountains of selid rock. In some 
places, you see purlini^ streams winding their course down 
Ihoir rugged front; while in others, the rocks project so 
far, that the; seem almost disposed to leave their doubt- 
ful situations. After a abort relief from this scene, yoa 
some to a saoond, which is aumelhing aimilar to the first; 
aod here, with strict scrutiny, you can discover the oave. 

*' Before its month stands a delightful nove of cypress 
trees, arranged immediately on the banlc of the river. 
They have a fine appearance, and add much ta ibe eheer- 
faUess of ilie clace. 

" The monlli of the cave is but a few feet above the 
ordinary' level of the river, and is formed by a semicircn- 
lar arch of about eighty feet at ita base, and twenty-fir* 
feet in height, the tap projecting considerably over, form- 
ing a regular concave. Froro the entrance to the os- 
tremity, which is about 180 feet, it haa a regular and 
gradual ascent. On either side is a solid bench of rock; 
'he ar^ coming to a point about the middle of the cave, 
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irtiere yos digeovet tn opening Bafiewntty lHrg« toraceiva 
the bod; of a man, thron([h which comes a antatl •treaia 
of fine water, made use of by tbose who * ieit this placB. 
FroiD this hcle, a (eoofld cavs it dlscoToted wtiosa di- 
menBions, form, etc., are not known. The rock ia«f lim*- 
atoDe. The eidpa of Ihe cav« are coveied with imcrip- 
tiona, namea of perBoltB,-dat«B, etc."* 

Tin trees heve heen out down aud tbv entniMa into Ihe 
cafe plposed to view. 

CeAr Cretk post oiBce ie i« Wanen ooutitj, aectlon 
ttuty-fi«a, townahi)) twelve norlh, radge ihMe wtac, and 
aboot leTcn miles northweat from Monmontht 

Cedar Creek, in Adame county, which riMia In OMSoaIki 
Mghl weal, runs west, and enters Beaton bay. 

A saw and grist mill bas bsaa arecMd «ti this itrMm 
Mid the land eontigiunis ia good. 

OdafCnwtiinJobnconcoanty, rlflMintbe Dorlbeaatam 
part, rtine souili, and enters Big bay orcek. It ha* large, 
abiDpl bluffs, oo*H«d Wtlb ea&r, and a MltlaisAit aear 

Cedar Cretk, a braoeh irf Big Hnddy river in Jackson 
eonnty, tiaea in Union coanly, aod runs Atst north, and 
then a western course, and enters Muddy river twelve 
■ailea abovo ita month. This creek has high bluffs to- 
warde its mouth, which abound with cedar. 

The country ia broken, .limbered, well watered with 
springs, and eontai»a about one hundred ramiltea. The 
Main Bcttlpment is six miles from BrownBvilla. 

Cedar Fork, a branch of Croolted creek, ia the north" 
west comer of Scheyler oonniy, runs tkrough a dry And 
nther hilly tract of country. . 

Cedar Fork of Henderson river rises in the great prairie 
between lienderaon and Spoon rivera and takinga aorth- 
WMlern eonrae, enters the main Henderaou. ^tie land 
along its borders is firal rate, and bagina to receive oalti- 
vation from an induBlrioua settlement. 

CenieniUe, called also " Virginia Centerville," a aettle- 
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nent at t)iain(«*eeti(in of tbe bue line of thefoartbprio' 
eipal meridiaa, with the boundarjlina bvtiriit Adaas 
and Sohufler couotiea. Excslleat prairia aad limbered 
land, nndulatinir, health;, and watered bj tlia beftd 
branchea of McKee'e and crooked ei«eka. 

A pott office ia here called DatUten, witbio Schnyler 
oouaty, tnenlj-fiTfi milea from Buebville. 

CattervUU, a poet office in Wabaah oosBtj, aileated 
five milea oorthweat from Monnt Carmel. 

CHARLEaroN, tbe leat of juatioe for Coles eonatj, is 
attoatad on tiie border of the Giaod prairie, two and a half 
milea from, and on the west aide of, Ihe Embarraa river, 
OS aeotioD elsTHn, townihip Iwetve north, nioe east. The 
eurface around ia tolerably level, ihe aoil fertile, and the 
aettlemeata alreadj conaiderable, will aoon be extensive. 
It has three atorea, three grooeriea, and about twentj-five 
familiei. It waa laid out in lB3t, and the firat aale of 
lota took place in that year. 

Charttr't QroiK, aamall tract of timber on the watersof 
Kiabwankee in Kane county. 

CHaikam, a post office in Sangamon oonnljr, north of 
Sangamon rirar, and on the road from Springfield to Ha- 

Cktynty't Qroee, a Bettiement near the head waters of 
theSangaroon, on the east of MoLeanooBBty, twenty-three 
north, eixeaet. This timbw is an island in tbe itreat prai- 
rie, of thrae or four square milea, twenty-five miles east of 
Blooroington, and on the road to DaDTille. Tbe population 
ia S4 families. 

Cherry Qroot, a aettlement in St. Clair cnanty, eight 
miles noriheasterly from BelleTille, with a dense popu- 
lation of GefmBoa. 

Cherry Grove, a post office, in Ja Daviess oounty. 

Chater, a town on the bank of the Miaaiaaippi riveT, 
in Randolph ceanty, and about two miles below tbe mouth 
of the Kaskaskia river. It is situated on an eleraled strip 
of boltoifl land at the foot of the bluffs and is a eommer- 
eiat depot for the ooonlry back. 

Exporls by aleamboau for 1836, 0150,000; imports. 
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130,000- It baa five stoies, three^roeeriM, one tareni, 
ons phjeician, two ministers of the gospel, four vare- 
boiiBeB, one steam saw and griat mill, one eaator oil &c- 
toty, and 380 inhabitants. 

Cbicaoo, the seal of Justice for Cook coontj, b littiated 
on B river or bay of tbe same name, at tbe janotioa of 
North and Soitlih branches, and from thence to lalte Hichi- 
ffaa. The town is beeutifullj situated on level ground, 
but anffieientjj elerated aboTfl the higheat floods, and on 
both sides of the river. 

Its Kfo'xthi BVSD for western cities, has been of nnpai- 
alleled rapidity, in 1S32 it contained five smalt stores, 
aad 3&0 inhahitants. la 1631, there were fonr arrivals 
from the lower lakes, two brigs and two schooners, which 
was sufficient for all the trade of the noitheaatern part of 
Illinois, and tbe Dorthwestein part -of Indiana. In IB35 
there were about 367 arrivals of brigs, ships and scbooii- 
firs, and 9 of aleamhaate, and bronght 601S toos of 
merchandise and 9400 barrels of salt. The value of met* 
cbandise imported equal to two and a half millions of dol- 
lars, beeidea a vast number of emigi«nt familiea, with 
their furniture, pfovisions, &c. Owing to the vast influx 
of emigration, the exports have been but small. There 
are about 60 stores, 30 groceries, 10 public houses, S3 

Ehysiuiaos, 41 lawyers, Ave miaisters and about 5000 in- 
abitants. 
The Presbyterians, Methodists, Baptists, Gpiscopali- 
ans, and Rnman Catholics, each l»ve houses of worship. 
The harbor eonatrucied by the United Slatea government 
is DOW nearly completed aad will afford one of the safest 
and best on the northern lakes. . 

Chicagoisnowen incorporated city, under the DSnalmu- 

panies, Qre companies, water works for the supply of the 
city from the lake, several good schoolsand a respectable 
academy, three printing offices that publish weekly papers 
and meohanioB of every description. 

The natural position of the place, tbe enterprise aad 
capital that will eoocentraie here, with favorable proa-

Laren qiiae- 
titiei of while pine eiiit in the re|[LonB towanlB Green 
Irayt '"^ abont Qrand liver in Michigan, from which lum- 
ber in ani quaiililiee ia obtained and conveyed by ahip- 
eoff to Ohica^. Yellow poplar boards and plank are 
<Mght acroes the lake from the St. Joaeph'a river. 

The mail in post coachee from Detroit, airivee here 
tri-weekly, and departs for Galena, For Springfield, Alton, 
and St. Loais, and for Danville and Vincennea. 
' Tlie United States owns a strip of elevated ground b«- 
Iweeo the town and lake, abont half a mile in width, on 
whiiih Fort Dearborn and the lighthouse are aituated, but 
which is now claimed, as a pre-emption right, aiid is now 
in a coarse of judieial investigation. 

Chitago, the stream or bay, on whioh the town of Chi* 
' eago is situated. It is made by Nort/i and Seuth branch- . 
as, which form a junntion in ihe upper part of the town, 
about three fourths of a mile from the lake. TheChieiigii 
resembles STBBtcanal, from GIty to aeven'y-live yards wida 
and from fifteen to twenty-Gve feet deep. Noriherly and 
saatarly •torms throw the cool waters of thelake into this 
ehanoel, « nd raias it about three feet. 

Iforik SrantA, which ia the largest, riaes a short dia* 
taaoa above the boondary line, and near Ihe lake, and ran* 
parallel with the lake ahore a southerly conrae, and is na- 
vigable for small boats. Jte banks are welltimbered, and 
the land fanile. 

In spring floods, its waters, in one or two plaoee, flew 
across ihe prairie and commingle with those of Oe» 

South Branch rises In an opposite direction, in Ihe praU 
ties towards the Saganaakeu swemp, ruiia a northern 
diractioo abont twentj milea, and fvtita n JuBotion with 
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4ie iW)r(A branch, in di» town of Chica^. The timber 
M ratbpr bcitcs od Sooth branch. 

ChillicotAe, a town eile and SO or 30 families, in Paorki 
eonnty at the upper end of Peoria lake. 

Chippmea, ale-vn -Btie in Madison county, directly op-^ 
posite the mooth of the Missouri. A steam mill and eeve^ 
ral huiidinge are goin|^ np. 

' Choteou^i hiand, ia in the Miaaissippi river, in the Bouth- 
westernyiarl of MadJGOH county. It is fonr milea long, 
and a mile and s half wide, and has several families end 
farms on it. In extreme high floods the water of therirer 
nearly covers it. 

Chrutian StUlement, aeaMUson'i Prairit. 

ChrUiy't Prairie, eometinnes called Lewii'i Prairit, is 
in Lawrence county ten miles west of Lawrenceville,. 
niodeniiely rolling, and good second rate land. Popula-. 
t)on 150 families. 

Clary'i Grave ia a beaatifal tract of timber and flour- 
ishing Bettiement, in Sangamon county, eighteen miles 
northwest from SpringSela, and surrounded with excel- 
lent prairie. The limber is three or four miles in diameter, 
eooeiBting of oalts, sngar maple, walnut, hickory, linden, 
elm, locust, and various other species. Clary's creek- 
issnea from this grove, rnns northwesterly, and enters the 
Sangamon river near the comer of Morgan couhty. 

LillU Grime is a smaller tract contigunus to Clary's 
Grove; timber and prairie of the same quality. 

Clayton is a town site on the east side nf Adama county, 
on section ihitty-flve, township one north, range five west. 

Clav Crtek rises in the prairies In the northeastern 
part of Morgan coanly, passes through two lakes in the 
Dotlom, and entera'tho Illinois river helow Beardstown. 

Clay Lick, a branch of Cedar creek, in Union county. 
The land is hilly, and heavily timbered. 

Clot/ Prairit, in Clark county, lias west from Union 
Prairie, and eight miles southwest from Darwin. Itcon- 
tains a large Settlement. 

Cfcar Cr«i, a small stream thai rises in the prairiee 
near Paris, Edgai coanty, and IcBving the county at lis

CUar Creek, a eiream Ibat rise* in Union ooaoty, iudb

of Alezandai countj. One branch rise* in the oorlhera 
part of UnioD, the other in the Ddghboorbood of Jones- 

Clear Creek, in Sangamon county, rises ia the prajriea 
batween Salt eiaek and the Norih Fork, mns a aoath- 
we*tam oourse, and entera the Sangamon Tiver near, the 
Junction of the North and South Fork*. This ia a good 
milt atream} the ooantrj «n ila border* rather level, tim- 
ber good, oonaiderable prairie, and a population of SOO or 
300 lamilies.

Clear La/it, an expaiUioo of water in Iha American bot- 
tom, St. Clair cooatv, aboat tea miiea wealerl; from 
Ballerille.

Clifltm, a post office on Sagax creek, Clinton county. 

Cl^ton, 00 tbe bank of the Hiesisaippi, fonr miles

lime atone, and a town site. 

Clinlon, a town site, poat offices and hdf a dossa fani- 
Ii«a, in the aorthern part of Macon coanty, SI mile* from 

CUaton BUI ia three miles north of BellsTille, in Si. 
Glair conntj, and the residence of John Messeuger, Esq. 
b i* an elented luobend bact, oootuniog aoine exeei- 
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l«nt ■prings, and a vilaabU Mone quarry. Tfae Rich- 
land BapliBt church haTe their house of worship here. 

CfiD, apoat offioein the nmtbweBt corner of Pike coaotj, 
33 milefl northwest from Piu»field. 

Coal Banki, in the bluffs of St. Clair county, enet elds 
of the Anieriean bolloni, and seTon miles fmn St. Louia 
ferty. 

SeTeial beds have been opened along the blaft, with- 
in three miles. The coal is bituminoua, bnTDa well, and 
appeara to be iDexhaaMible. About 300,000 bnahela are 
DOW taken to St. Loois asDualty, and the demand foi it 
is rapidly incteaeing. 

GoalCrtak, in Schnyler county, heads near Crane orert, 
runs eaat, and enters the Illioois, four miles abote Bearda- 

Coal Creek, in tfae norihwest pait of Patnam county, S 
milea west ef French grove, and runa into awampa. 
Here is coal in abundance and a beautiful grove of limber. 

Coehraa't Qrme, a poat office and SBtllenieat in Shelby 
eoenty, ten milea bemI of Shelbyville. 

Coffee Creek, an inconsiderable stream in Wabasli 
eounly, that enters the Wabash river, six mite« below 
Mount Carmel. A settlemeat of the same name ia alopv 
its courae. It ia a timbered country, andalating, ana 
brolieo. 

Cotd Prairie ia in the American bottom, in St Clait 
county, on the road frorn St. Loois to Belleville. 

Cold Spring Settlement end poet ofBoe ia in Shelby 
eounly, on the road from Vandalia Ut Sbelbyville, twelve 
miles south of the latter place. The land is second rale, 
and proportioned into timber and prairie. Thia was fb[< 
merly called fVak^iifi l^tlemeat. 

CoUintmlk, a village, post office, and aeltlement. In the 
south part of Madison eouoiy. 

Here is a store, a large mill for sawing and grinding, 
wd several mechanics. A meeting house end Presby- 
terian-church of fifiy members, a large Sabbath school, 
and a body of sober, moral and indnstrioua citizens, rea- 
der lb la BD inleiaating; settlement. 



Colum&iw, a towD near the centre of Adtma eounly, of 
40 or 60 familiei. 

CaUtmho Crtth liaea io Perry cooniy, ruDi a soDlheaet 
course, and entere Big Baaucoap, io Jftckaon eouDiy. 

Cohmbut, a towo aita -in Randolph coiiuty, near iha 
Fl*t prairie, eighteen. miles eut of Kaslcaaltti, on sectlqo 
one, five south, six west. Here ie an aoederny, a oongre- 
ntion of Refonaed Preabywriana, ttid an iuduitriooa and 
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e post offioe ii called " SAaarum't Store." 
. CoBimeret, a town, landingaud poat office on the Miesia* 
aippi, in Hancoclf counly, 16 milea northwest of Carthage, 
and at the head of the Lower lapidft, in seven north, one 
weat. It has twoatores,oDeErocer;iandl3or ISftunilies. 

Compton't Prairit, in Wabash coanty, twelve mites 
west of Maunt.'Cariw)l. This is a aroall, nob, lerel 
piairie, inclined to be 'wet, and hai twentj-five or thirty 
faoiilieiH. 

Concord, a post office and seUlemeot, someliinea iialled 
'< Ejlooumb'a," in Wtiiie county, between the Little aad 
Vig Wabash, below Big prairie. 

Concord, a town site on the Iroquois river, opposite Iro- 
quois town. It has a steam saw and grist mill, and two 
or three families. . 

Coon Creek, a branch of Ibe North Fork of the Kish- 
Waukeain KaoeeouDty. It rites in township forty north, 
range four east, and rnas west. 

Comtnlle, a small creek and aettlement, on the aonih 
wda of Afiple creak, in Greene oooDty, and six miles 
northwest from Carrellton. 

Coop'i Creek, a branch of the Macoupin, in Macoupin 
coouty. It rises in the prairies towards the head of Cs- 
hokia pieek, runs s northwesterly oourse, and enters the 
main stream below the forks. Timber and prairie, undu- 
lating and rich. 

C^ptrat Crtdt, in Fnlton county, towards the eastera 
part. It rises: near Canton, runs a southEaSLeio course) 
and eaters the Illinois rirer in six north, five east. 
Much of it is a timbered tract; sone good piatrie, and a 
'wge settlement. i^.uci'k 
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Cottonherger't Setlkmad, on Salt creek, is the nortb- 
well part of Macon count;, eighieea Bile* tioFlh from 
Decatur. 

Cotton IRU Promt is in Saogaoion eoonl^, Iwtweea 
South Pork and Horae creek, ttreUa miles south uf 
HpnngGeM. 

Ctmrl Crerk rsiM Ihrongh Knox oonnly, from north- 
ireel to eouthMst, and enters Spoon river. 

Cmiinglon Was forHierlj the Beat of jostjee of Waahins- 
ton county, bot after iu division in forming Clinton, thit 
place was left in the northwest corner of the county, 
end now eonlaine half a dosen familiee. It is sitaated 
on the left bank of Iho Kaskaskia river, in section thirty- 
three, toiwnship one north, three weal. Should the con- 
templated inprotenienta of the Kaskaskia river be carried 
forward so ni to be navi^ied by steam, Covington may 
become a place of some impertance. 

It la fourteen miles from Nashville. 

Cawnmer'i Branch, in Morgan coanlj, riaea at the head 
of Jersey prairie, and enters Indian creek Bear Smart'a 
mill. 

Cixr'f Grotr, aamall hod j of timber on the liue of Cass 
and Sangamon counties, 

Coi^e Prttrit, northpaal of BrowDsvllle, in Jackson 
county, near Bi? Beaucoup, contains about four sectlona 
of eood rolling fend. 

CrabOreAard,^ small creek that rrses in the lonth part 
of Franklin county, pasaes into Jachaon, and enters the 
Big Medily, flfteen miles ri)OVe BrownsTilte. The oonn- 
trj adjoining is level and good, and tiie settlement has . 
forty or Sfty families. 

Cravtfith Creek, a smal) stream in Wabaah eonntj, that 
enters the Wabash river tii milea above Moant Carmel. 
The adjacent country is sterile and broken. 

Cnmrford'» Creek is an inaigntficent atreaia in Adam* 
eonnty, containing excellent land and timber. Itenterathe 
•onth prong of Bear creek. , 

Crane Creek, a small aiream in Schaylw coanw, which 
lUe* ne» Rushrille, wns sowth throogh » «i«b«r«* r»- 
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gioBiBDd eaten tbe Illinota a faw ysrde above the month 
of Crooked creek. 

Crane Crak, a trifling Blream that enters tbe Saogamon 
river from the norih side, below Miller's fcrrj. 

Cnmc Creek, in Whiteeide county, riaea near the eouth 
forkof Plum creek, ruua west, then Eoiith, and enters Rock 
river flfleen or twenty milsB below Dixon's ferry, near the 
foot of the second rapids. lie length is about twenty-ftve 
miles. The titnbeT near it is in groves, end Ihe oouDtrj 
generally the finest for farming purposes. It is a good 
mill Btream. 

Crmut^CrMftfOP the military tract, from lis size, lensth, 
and Dumber of its brani^hes, should be called a river; bat 
it is not ourprovince lo make or alter names. The term 
•'creek" is applied to this stream on the maps, and In tha 
vocabulary of the country. Itrlses in numeraus branches 
in McDonaugh and Hancock counues, and Dear the bor- 
ders of Warren, runs a aoulbern course Ihfou^h McDon- 
Dugh and Schuyler cauntiea, aod enters Lhe lltinoiH iu sec- 
tion thirteen, one south, one west, six: miles below Beards- 
town. It can easily be made navigable some distance. 
No better land can be found in Illinois than the country 
in general watered by tbia stream; and the many small 
tributaries emptying into it fram tbe east and west not 
obI^ afford many mill seals, but apportion the timber and 
prairie so nearly equal as to render almost every tract ca- 
pable of immediate settlement. It is lo he regretted that 
much of the land in this seotiun of the country is owned 
by lion residents, and that it is held at prices much loo 
high lo Bull the circumBtancea cf settlers, or the relative 
Tarue of land in Ihia state. 

The country generally on Crooked creek ia gently un- 
dalating, dry soil, inexhaua(ij>ly rich, and where timber 
exists it is of excellent quality. Here are fonnd oaks c^ 
different species, walnut, sugar maple, linden, hackber- 
ry, hickory, cherry, honey locust, inulberry,elm, ash, and 
vaiious other growth common to tlie stale. The goil Is an 
B^lllaceouB mould, from one to four feet deep. Near the 
■Qoulh of Cjrooked oieek is an enletiBive boUom od the 11- 



liaoia, inmidBled iti high waler, bot affording an esteaaJTe 
range for stock during the greatest part of Ihe year. 

BiXumiiioui coal is found in great abundance alonothia 
Stream and its tributaries, vritli Beveral quarries or free 

Croufted Cretk, in Marion county, rises in the Grand 
prairie near Salem, runs a Goutliwesleriy course, and en- 
ters the Kaekaakia river above Ooiinglon. 

Crooked Cretk, ail insignificant stream and branch of 
the Little Wabash, in White county, eight, miles above 

It is a timbered region, and the setttement is large. 

Croui Creek rises in the north part of McLean conn* 
ly, passes thjoiigh the soutliwestern part of La Katie, 
and enters the Illinois river in Putnam couuty below 
Hennepin. 

There is a fine skirt of timber and much good prairie 
along its borders. 

Crow Creek, a small stream in Putnam county Ihat en- 
ters Iha Illiaois river from llie west side, li rises in Crow 
grove, (Boyd's) and runs an east course. 

Croui Grove, or Boyd's setilemest, forty miles above 
Peoria, on the stage road lo Galena. It is a beautiful 
tract of country, in fourteen north, eight «ast from the 
fourth principal meridian, and thirteen miles west of Hea- 

Croio Mtadow post office is in Putnam county, on the 
load from Peoria to Ottawa. 

. Croui frairie lies near the Illinois river, in Putnam 
county, on the east side, twelve miles below Hennepin. 
It is six miles long and three miles wide, good soil, and 
timber around it. 

Crow Prairie is in Putnam ooanty, on the vrest side of 
the Itilnois river. It Is twelve miles long, four mites 
wide, and dry, rich, farming land. 

Cumbrriand, a post oiSce on the National Road, 6 miles 
east of Vandalia. 

Curran, a poet office in Gallatin county, 13 mile* nortb.- 
wesl from Kqualtiy.

The soil, both or the tirnbeied land and pTBiHe, is good,

Cmrtat, a sluggiah creik in Gallatin county, between 
Equtlity and Shawneetown, whioh tddb into itae Saline

weat from ths aeocnd principal meridian. 

It is on a dry, aaody, and elevated sorftfce, surrounded 
with henvy limber on ihevasl, north, and west, but opea 
to the prairie en tho south. 

It has fourteen stores, throe groceries, thre« taverns, 
five lawyers, sit physicians, varioos Boeehanics, a public 
land offioe for this tHatrict, and a ptinling- office from 
which issues weekly the " Danrilie Eaqaircr, and 700 in< 
habitantB. 

The HethodiBtB, Baptists, and PrsBbytBriaiis each haT« 
eoogregaiioDB. There are about 130 families. The conn- 
tryaronnd is populous, and rich land. 

D«.Bwiii, the Beat of jvslice of Clark eoonly. It is sit* 
Dated on the Wabash, ia section twenty-seven, ten north, 
eleven west from the bocoikI principal meridian, adjoining 
Walnut prairie, and cootsins.shout twenty families. 

Daviiton Pint O^e ia at the p1aei» where the baefl 
line of the fourth nriacipal rosridian erCBses the dividitig 
line of Adams and Schuyler counlios, twenty-five miles 
sooth of west from RDshville on the road to Quiney. 

DeaotonU GrinKt called Bometimes " (M Sbmnmhr," 
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ia McLean eooDiy, twelve mika eost from Blonmingion, 
and It the heads of Kickapoo and Salt creek, in twenty- 
three Dorllt, and Ihree and foar east. The road from 
Pekin to Daavilla paeaea thrnngh this erove. It ia long-, 
Mid interseoled with aome harrens. Timher pcincipully 
osk with some sugar maple. The prairie anoand it ia rery 

Dead Man"! Grott, in Coles counlj, six miles vest of 
Cfasrleston. It ia almoat circntar, about two miles in 
diameter, and cootaina three of four aectiose of indif- 
feient limber, surrounded with a rich and undnlallng 
prairie, and ia monopoliaed by. two or three families. It 
receives its name from the circumstance nf a man perish- 
ing here with oold several jeara since. The old Kickapoo 
t&wna were adjoining this grove. 

Deatott't mil, one of the gtsC settlements in Morgan 
oouDi;, on the Mauvaiseterre, three miles northwest froia 
Jaubsonville. Hereiaaateam mill and alargeandflouriah- 
in^ settle menl. 

Dtaumx, a Iriflinf stream, and branch of the Ka»' 
kaakift river, in the soiitheastem part of St. Clair 

Decker's Prairie, a small Uact of aecond rate, undula- 
ting land, in Wabash oauntj, twelve miles northeast from 
Moaiil Oatmel, with abont t wen ty •five families. 

DcoATDB, the seat of juatiee for Macon county, ia aily- 
aled on the west side of the North Fork of Sangamon 
liver, aod on the borders of an exlenaive prairie. It is 
on the Donheast quaiter of aeellon fifteen, in aixieen ntwih, 
two east from the third principal meridian. . It ia dry., 
elevated, and bids fair for health. The country around la 
elevated, rich, and has a fine stttieroent. 

Decatur has three stores, several mechanics and about 
thirty families. 

Delhi, a poat office and town site in the south part 
of Greene county, 23 miles from Carrol lion. It wea form- 
erly called "LurtonW 
. Jk* PUdrtu Jiiter [Bimve da Phinei, Fr.] rises ia 
the Wiaoonain teniiory, a few miles above the boundary 
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line Df nUaoU, aad sboai six mile* from lake Michigan. 
It ruD« a aoDth coaise, generall; over a bed of limeslona 
rock, utd furma oae of the promineDt braDchs* o( the Illi- 
DUL8 river, b; iu junction witli tb« Kankakee. 

GtOTeBof timberarefoondonilBbaTik), aad interspereed 
Ihroogti the rait prairie regiao. The country along its 
borders is rapidi j populating, bolwitlialaDdiog the apparent 
dc5cieDC7 of timber. 

la many place* alon^ the Dee Plainea rock mar be easiTy 
obtained botli for fencing and building. Tb« eonntrj is 
well watered, the streams pereiuiial, and the soil rich, and 
eoTeied with luxuriant herbage. It is frequently written 
and pronounced Aux Flaitut at O'Pliau. 

DttiCt Jruil is a singular rock, of considerable eleva* 
tion, and the top juliing over its base, near the ro«d from 
Equality to Qoloondi. The surrounding country ia lery 
kiily, with rocky prsciplcas, and exhibits all the desola- 
tion and wildneas of a ntouutainous region. 

Jkvift Ocai !H a singular promontory of sand rock that 
projects inio the Mississippi, in Jackson county, one mil« 
atiofe tlie Grand Jhatr. It has a cave reaentbliBg tha 
mouth of a mammoth oren, to he seen from the river. 

Diamoad Graet, a Oioat beanlifal tract of limber in 
llorgan eotinty, two miles southwest from Jackson ville. 
It in elevated above the sarroanding prairie, and god- 
tains 700 or 800 acres, and surrounded with beautiful 

Diamond Gntee Prarie, ia Morgan cottnty, sooth and 
adjacent to Jacksonville. It is fonr milea in extent, rich 
soil, undulating, dry eurfaoe, and mostly coveredover with 
fine farms. 

DicktTKm's Lakt is in the Illinois boUom, in Morgan 
eoaaty, near the blufTd.

■iz milet wide, and twine aa loag, level, considerably wet 
•ad a rather thin and clay soil. 

Donohiu't SettUtnetit ta in tbe northeast eomer of Jef* 
feison conntT, on Adami's oreek, ten miles from Monnt 
Vernon, It ia mostly a limberod tract, and has tweiity or 
tUrty bmilies. 

Jhwmtif^t SettUmenI, in Bead eonnty, nine miles south 
of GreenTillc. It is on the wBtera of Beavei ore^t and 
is well furiuabed with limber and prairie. 

Dougbm, a post office on the east side of HaeoBpin 
eoonty flfteea miles nortbeast from CarlinTilla. 

DraJen, a town site near the junction of the Dee Plainea 
and KankBkee,andon thelineof thaoanal. Itbasoneatora 
aad two or three families. 

Drewry'i Cretk, a branch of Crab Orchard. It rlMa 
ia Uoion County, runs a derions eonrae northeasterly 
hMo Jackson oonnty, and has a settlement of Gfleen or 
twenty bmiliea.

Dry Fork, a bomII etretnln Macoupin conntjr. It rises 
towards Cahnkta creek, lanB a northwMtfrly eoarse, and 
enters the Macoupin aboTs the forks. 

Dry Fork, a branch of Shot] creek, in the northwest part 
of Bond ooantj. 

Dry GroM ia a limbered tnet in McLean coanty, in 
tweniT-four north, one east, six miles north of weat 
front Bloomington, and liea at the bead of Sajifar creek. 
It ia about ten miles lon^, from east to west, hij^h, dry, 
and undulalinji.and contains a aeUlement of about fiAj 
families. 

Dry Paint, a small blanch of Lake Pork of the Ma- 
coupin. The heed of the limber is well known on the old 
road from EdwHrdeville to Springfield, and is nine north, 
six west, cine miles sontheasl from Carlinville.

Incladia^ RUkwood'i, a fine body of timber aonlh, it ia 
an eicellenl tract of country, and contains more than 130 
families. 

Duncanten, a post office in Mantca settlement, in the 
southwestern part of WbiteeoQnty, on the mail road fconi 
HoLeansboro' to Sbawneetown. 

Dunwoody'' I Mill ia on Indian creek, Morgan eonotjt, 
' eight miles north of Jackaonvllle, 

Du Pagi, IMimere du Page, Fr.} a beantifut stream in 
Cook county. It rises in two fi»ks, wbinh unite in the 
aettlemeat of Fountaindale. One fork rises near the Dm 
Plaines, and runs a western course, and forma a junction 
with tha other fork, which rises towards Fox river. After 
the Junction it runs a southwestern course through grOTOS 
and iprairies, and enters the Uea Plaines three miles sbovo 
its junction with the Kai^iakee. There are large selile- 
menta on this atream at Walker's groye and Foanlain- 
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Duidt ChurcA Creek, ia Pike county, takes its name 
from a bluff of a siiiE^ilar sliape resembling one ofthean- 
titiuated buildings of New York in KnickerbiKiker'a da^B.

ClMr countj, and east of the Kaska^kia river. The land 
ia good, and a mtiture of limber and prairie. 

Jlutch Selllemenl, in Union cauuty, lies south and in 
Ihe vicinity of Joneeboro'. The land is good, rolling, and 
well limbered. The settlement contains probably 200 
iamilies and is watered by Clear creek. 

Eatoa't Mill, is noticed aa the name of a settlement in 
Jasper county, near Crawford, on the weat side of the 
North Fork of the Embarras. 

EagU Creek, a small attoam in Gallatin county. It 
rises in the interior, runa aoath, and enters the Saline creek 
neiM its mouth. Soma broken, and some good land, end 
a large seitlemant are on this stream. 

Eagie Creek, or L'Jiglt creek, in Monroe county. Bee 
Ihunttdn Creek. 

Eagie Point, a post office in Macoupin county, 16 miles 
northwest from Catlinville. . ; 

Eait Fork of Caih Jtiver rises in .^ehnsion county, 
tweWe south, three east, runs south, by Vincennes, and 
eaters the main stream below the " Scalitri of Ca«A." 
The land on Ibis stream is excellent. Tbe timber con- 
State of cypress, cedar, walnut, oaks of various specie*, 

Ea*t Fork of Kadcatkia River rises on the north side of 
Marion county, near the waters of the Little Wabash, 
runs west along the north part of Marion, crosses the 
noitheaat corner of Clinton, and enters the Kaakaakia, in 
the southwest corner of Fayette county. It has a heavy 
body of excellent timber on its banks; the prairies ad- 
joinios are undulating and rich, and tb« Mitlemen is along 
this water course are extensive.

Three atorec, one grocery, one tavern, and a dozen faniiiies, 
Burrounded with an excellent country along the Booth fork 
of Sangamon river. 

Edmontnn't Prairie, in McDonough eonnty, six miles 
soDihwest from Macomb, ie from one to two miles wide, 
ten miles long, and eonlain3 Iwenty-Eve or thirty fami- 



meridian, twenty-one mites northeast from St. Lou 
the Springfield road, and twelve milea southeast from 
Alton. It has a court honae and jail of brick, a land of- 
fice for Edwai<d^Tille district, seven sloreB, two taverns, 
two physlciana, four lawyers, a castor oil factory, varioaa 
mechanics, and about seventy familicB. Here is also an 
academy and a commodious building. The Baptists and 
MelhodislB each have houses of worship. The inhabi- 
tants are generally industriouB, intelligent, moral, and S 
Jarse proportion professors of religion. 

The location of Edwardsville is pleaBsnt, on hl^ 
groond, healthy, and in the centre of a fertile, well wa- 
tered, and well timbered coatitry, settled with enterprising 
farmers.

Eight Milt Praine, in the BoQthwest corner of Franlc- 
lia eonntj, eighte«a milea aouthweat from Fraolifort, 
Jeveli and has a dense population. It ia from one to tiro 
milea in diameter. 

Eibridge Pott qffice, ia Edgar coDOty, 10 miles fiom 
Paris, on the load lo Terre Haule. 

E^in, a lonn aite os Fox river, in the south pan of 
Ucl^nrj county. 

EUiteiile, in i ulion county, on the west side of Spoon 
rirer, near the north side of seven norlb, two east. It 
has three stores, one tavern, a mill and a dozen families. 

A large prairie lies west. The land on the river !• 
rather broken and timbered. 

Sitaation twenty miles northwest from Lewielown. 

EUiatm, a small stream that rises in the prairies of War- 
ren eoonty, runs west, and enters Ilie MisBiasippi sis milea 
below Henderson river. It has a fine settlement, and & 
rich body of land on its banks. 

Etkktart Grove, ia Sangamon county, north of Sanga- 
mon river, and about twenty miles Dorthflast from Spring- 
fidd, in eighteen north, three west. It ia a beautiful 
grove cf limber, containing six or seven hundred aores, on 
the right hand of the great road leading to Peoria, Ottawa, 
aad Chicago.

The prairie adjoining is rich soil, rather wet, and fur- 
nishes fine summer and winter range for cattle.

Elkluirn Crtek, in Jo DavieM county. It risri nenr 
Red OaligruTe, psMes through Elhliarn grove, runt flouth- 
wesi, and enters Hock river twenty miles below Dixon's 

Here is a beautiful country, and the limber in groves. 

Elk Prairie lies between the lillle Muddy and Beauooup 
creeks, in Perry county, and is about five miles in entenr. 
It is dry and tolerably level; soil second rate, and tho 
settlement contains aboot twenty-live families. 

Elm Siver, a branch of the Lillle Wabash. It rises in 
two beads, In the Twelve Mile prairie, in Clay connty, 
north of tbs Vincenaes road, and taking a soulhesstern 
direction, enters the Liule Wshasb In Wayne roiinty. 
The west branch of Elm river bears the name of Rscooa 

Embarriu Rivrr, (prononnced Erabnty in Fr.) a (■onsi- 
demble stream in the eastern part of the state. It rises 
In Champaign connty, eighteen north, nine east, near the 
eouroes of the Kaskaskia, the two Vermilions, and the 
Sangamon rivers. It rnns south Ihroiigh Coles counly, re- 
ceives several smaller streams, enters Jasper, turns south- 
east across a corner of Crawford, passes through LavrenCB 
connty, and enters the Big Wabash, about six tniles be- 
low Vincenncs. The country on the Bmbarras is various, 
though there is much goad land. Towards its head the 
prnine greatly predominates, the limber being in groves, 
and nnrrow strips along its banks. In Coles county, north 
of Cbarleslon, (lie limber is from two to six miles wide. 
Below that place il gradually widens to the distance of 

It consists of ihevarions qualllies common on this side 
of the state. Generally thn prairies through which 
it flows are second rale for more than half its ler^h 
from Its moulh. Its bottoms are inundated in very high 
floods. ^ The main stream and its branrhea afford many 
][ood mill seats. From th« vicinity of Lawrenceville to 
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VinceBiiea, in high freshets, the Bmbarras and Big 'Wa- 
bash anite their waters and apread over the counlry for 
aeTtin or eight miles ia extent Hence, from this occa- 
Bional obalruction to travelling on the old " Fineenna 
traee," aa the obscure path Ihiough the prairiaa tt> Kas- 
kaskia was tlien called, the eail; French eiplorera gare 
the name "fntiomit" to ihis Btream. 

Embarriu, a town site in Coles counlj, one half mile 
east of the EmbarTaa liver, at the jnnction of the naiumal 
nxuf and the road from Palestine to Sbelbjvilla, twenty 
■nilea south of Charleetoot and hfty-two miles east of 
Vandalia. Gaodsptinira of water, high, rich, undulatiog 
prairie, and abundance of fine limber are said to belong to 
the conveniences of this location. 

Smbarrtu SeHlanent, in Cotes conutj. 1 hava eireii 
this name loaneztensive tract of country thinly populated, 
eilending along the west side of the Embarras, and north 
of Charleston. The qnality of the land is on a metliam 
with the rest of Coles count;. Sooth of Charleston, and 
on the same side, the eonntr; ia thinly settled. 

Emimnee, a town site neat Sngar creek in Tasewell 
eoenty, 

Emnulttbarg, a Roman Catholic Irish and German set- 
tlement, or hamlet, on the line of the canal, eight miles 
above Julii^t. 

ETigtiah Settlement is in Morgan eounty, west of Jack- 
MDfirie.on Cadwell's,Walaut and Plum creeks. There 
are aboot one hundred families, mostly from Yorkshire, 
England, and farmers. ~They appear to be well pleased 
with the country, and to be accumulating properly. 

EngUah Settkmenl, in the east part of Monroe county, 
ia on Prairie de Lonv creek, in township three soolii, 
eight west. It contains aboot forty families, amongst 
whom are a number of English Catholics. 

£i)nALiTr, the seat of justice for Gallatin ooanty, si- 
taated ou the north sideof Saline creek, on section Hfteent 
nine south, eight east. It has nine stores, four groceries, 
two taverns, a brick court housa forty feet square, two 
■toriat high, Bod aeatly finished, a Dumber of n— ■— — 
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of different tra<)ei, and about aeveniy or eigtity fsnitlifiS. 
It is situated in the Ticinilj of the salt manufactories, 
foarteen miles south of Shannectnwn. 

The adjacsut courtry aouth and west is broken and 
rough; north and east is much good land. 

Etmra SettlcmeiU, in Johnson ooonty, on lAcIc eretk, > 
branoh of Cash river. It is about (ifwen mites norlbwest 
from Vienna, and contains thirty or forty faniiHea. The 
land is rich and IbtbI. 

JSaex'i iStillement, in the forks of Spoon river, in th« 
western part of Putnam connty, townabipa twelve and 
thirteen north, in range six east from the fourth principal 
meridian. The surface is undulating, excellent limber, 
rich prairie, good water, nlone qnarriee, a saw and griat 
mill, and about Afty families. The poat office iscalled 
Wuoming. 

Eifet't Praint,in Franklin county, fourteen milea north 
of Frankfort, is level, dry, and lias a thin popnlalioo on 
its borders. 

Evan's Setlkmtiit, on the north side, and near the head 
of Cash river, and on the eastern bolder cf Union connty. 
It has about forty families. 

EwinaTOH, the seat of justice of Effingham connty, is 
aituated. on the oBlional road, twenty-nine miles from 
Vandaiia, in a norlheastera direction, on the west bank 
of the Little Wabash river, and on section five, seven 
north, five eaat. The site is elevated, and nnrronnded 
with timber. Opposite ia the bottom land of the Little 
Wabash, about one foarlh or a mile wide, and in hi^rh 
floods oeeasionally inundated. Enington will probably 
become n pleasant village, though but Tittle iDiprovemeat 
is yet made.

Muddy river, in Franklin county. 

■ Extttr, a town site and poat office on the Ma nvaise terra, 
in Morgan county, fourteen milea west of Jacksonville.

FogdU, s towB *ite nod post oSoa in Greene eoaoty, 
idjoiniog UacoDpin cmini;, on Motiona twelre and tbir- 
teen, township len noTlli, ten weat, and on the road from 
Alton to JaekionTille. It hsia two stoiea aad ■eieral fa- 

FayettevHk, a town aite on the weat aide of the Kaakii»- 
kia river in ijt. Clair coanty, 16 miles eoolheast from 
Belleville, long known aa Pulliam'a feiry. It ia on ele- 
Tited gronnd and a g-ood aituation for a town sila. 

Faicr Biver, in Jo Daviess oonnt;, lieea neei the Platte 
Uouuda in (wo branches, Ibe East and West-foiiis, runa 
a aoulhweatcilj course past Galena, and enlrra the Mi>- 
sissippi aeven milee aonih of that place. Itia navlgabls 
at ail times to Galena bj eieamboste of any size, and in 
high water, two milea above. For this distancoJI ia deep 
*nd sluggish. 

The stream above Galena lona with a swift carrcot 
ever a rocky and gravelly bottom, is full of fine fish, and, 
like all the atieama in this region, it is fed with peieo' 

In the Eaal Fork settlen: 
from Galena, the timber is 
eellent praiiie, and the lead mines are the best in lllinoia. 
Popniation of farmers and miners abuiit fifty families. 

On the Weal Fork or main creek is a considerable ael- 
tleinent, and seme good ffarma. The alluvion on the 
stream is fine, and a tolerable supply of timber. This 
Httlement is eight miles in a direct eonrse, and twelv* 
milea the travelled way, oortheaat from Galena. 

Fever river has been incorrectly called £ean river 
{Riviere an Fevc, Fr.) We have given ita proper nams 
from two traditionary sccoants. 

The first is, that in early tiroes the Indians were cai^ 
lied oW by a mortal aiokuess, supposed to be the tmatl 
pox. This circumstance gave rlae to the name of another 
creek now called Smalt Pox. The other tradition, and 
the correct one is, that it derived its name from a Frennb 
trader by the name of Le Ftvre, who settled near its 



FVncA'f Setllemenl is on a branch of tlie South Fork of 
Spoon ri»er, in the soolhwestern part of Knox county. 

Fiee Mile Qrone \% in th« Bonth part of Cook covinlj, 
on the toad fiom Hickory creek to Kankakee and Dan- 
Tille. 

Fluf^ Creek, a trifling slream in Cook county, that rises 
in ihn prajtie between Du Page and Des Plainei, runs 
«asterly, and enters Des Plainei below the road from 
Plainfield lo Chicago. Tbe land on its borders tather 
wet. 

Flat Branch rises in Shelhy eon nty, runs northward, 
and empties into the South fork of t=angamon, in the 
northwest corner of the county. The oonnlrj prairie 
and limber, and a settlement of seventy or eighty fami- 
lies. The bed of the stream is rocky. 

Flat Prairie, a well calliraled prairie and large settle 
ment in Randolph county, twenty miles east of Kaskas- 
bia, settled chiefly by Reformed Presbyterians, or Cotc- 
nanters, who have a resident minister and a respectable 
society. 

Flora, a post office in Eigar county, 8 miles east of 
Paris. 

Fhria, a town site and settlement in Putnam connty, 5 
■nilee east of Hennepin— a delightful situation. 

Ford's Ferry, in Gallatin County, on the Ohio, twenty 
tniles below Shawneelown, and twenty-flve miles soath 
of Dqualily. It is on the great road from Die southern 
parts of Keotacky and Tennessee lo Illinois and Mis- 

Firhed Creek, a small creek in Will eoanty, and branch 
of ihe Kankakee. 

A post office of the same name is on it. 

Foria of Sangamon is the name given to the settlement 
near the jonction, and between the North and South forks 
of the Sangnmon river. It is eight or ten miles BOnth 
of Springfirld. The suiface is rather wet, level, eonsi- 
derahls prairie land, with large bodies of timber on both 
■Ireams. Here is a large settlement, and a town has 
been laid off, called Bolive. 
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Fork Prairie, in Bond roantj, between the forks of 
Shoal creek, and from two to eight milee north ol Green- 
ville. It ie gently undulating, and surrouuded with eet- 
tlemenls. 

Ibrk Sellleraent, in Ctinlon countj, between Shoal 
creek and the Kaskaekia liver, tweWe milee soulhweeu 
eriy fiom Oartyle. 

Fariu of Spoon Eiver. Tbete ate two pritieipal btaoeh«a 
thit form the heads of Ihia atreani, and which for dialir.o* 
tion I Ehall call the Matt and fTeit forka. 

The Etut Fork liaea in Efieen north, aix east, runs 
•oath, through tawnahipa fourteen, ihirtean, aed twelre, 
of the aame range, where it turns west, and meets the 
Weet fork, receiving in its course a Dumber of ioiallec 
etreams. There is much excellent laud on thia fork and 
ita branchea; prairie predominatea, but it is generally 
dry. aud rich, with groves and points of timber, and many 
fioe ip rings. 

The Wat Fork, riles in the southeast patt of Henry 
county, in township fourteen north, five east, runs & 
Bontheasterly coarse, and unites with the East fork near 
the township line between four and five eaat. The coun- 
try adjoining is similar to that on ibe East fork, except 
that ttis snrtace is more uadulating. The timber i« good, 
and in conaiderable bodies. Near the Junction of lhei« 
•treams is much excellent timber, with a strip of fertile 
prairie between. Here is a considerable settlement, a - 
griet and saw mill, and a post office. It is someiimes 
«alled Euex't Setlkment. 

Fori C&arlrei was a taree atone fort, bnilt by the French, 
while in pnseession of IlTiDois. It is situated half a mile 
from (he Mississippi, and three raitea from Prairie da 
Rocher, in the aorlhweslern part of Randolph county. 

It was originally built by the Freuch in I7S0, to defend 
themselves against the Spaniards, who were then taking 
possession of the country on the Miisissippi, It was 
rebuilt in 1766. The circnmstanees, character, form and 
history of this fort are iDletesiing, bnt I have not room 
in tbia place to give them. Once it was a most fonoidk- 
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ble piere of maMnr;, the maMrials of whii^h were broaght 
three or four miles from the bliiffa. ll was originatlj' 
an irregular q^aadrangle^ (he exterior eidee of which were 
490 feet in circDraference. Within the walls were ilia 
eommandant'a and commissarj'e houaes, a magazine for 
stores, barracka, powder magazine, bake houee, guard 
bouae and prison. 

This prodigious military work ja now a heap of ruins. 
Many of the hewn aloneshaTB been removed bj the people 
to Kaakaakla. A sloogh from the Misaisaippi approached 
and undermined the wall on one aide in 1773. Urer the 
whole fort ia a eonaiderahle growth of Ireee, and most of 
its walls and hoildinga hare fallen down and lie in om ' 
promiacaous rain. 

Fart Edviartb ia titnated nn the Miaaiaaippi in the 
■oothern part of Hancock counljr, liTe milea below Ae 
foot of the Lower rapids, and directly opposite the month 
of the river Des Moinea. Thia waa a military post till 
within a few yeara nasC, akuated on a high rocl^' bluff of 
«nd atone, which does not abow itself on Ilie anrfaee. 

The eoontry back is Well timbered for a short distance. 
Is of good soil bnd is now partially settled. NatiTe aium 
is said to he found in coneiderable quantities near Ihts 
Ule. Opposite the water ia deep, the current gentle, and 
affords a good landing. When (he rJTer is low this will 
be the place to which the prodnce of the interior will be 
bronght. A town called JVarteiB is near this place. 

FM Mamac, formerly a military poot, situated on tha 
Ohio liver, on the dividine line of Johnson and Popecoun- 
tjea, eight miles below Fadueah at the moalh of the Ten- 
aesaee. " A fort waa erected here by the French when in 
poaeeseion of the western country. The Indians, then at 
war with them, laid a enrious alratagem to take il. A 
nnmber of them appeared in the day time on the opposite 
side of the riveT, each of whom was covered with a bear 
skin and walked on all fours. Suppoaing them to be 
bcBTB, a party of the French crosaed the river in pursuit of 
them. The lemaiader of die troops leA their qusrteis to 
■M tba sport. 
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" In Ihe mean time ■ large bodj of warriors, who wera 
eoncaaled in the woods near liy, came silenll j behind the 
fort, entered it without opposition, and very few of the 
French escaped the maanacre. They afterwards built 
another fori on the earns ground and called it Mauac, in 
memory of this dieastroua even I."* 

In 1750 they abandoned the positEon. After Ihe revo- 
lutionary war the Americans repaired or rebuilt it, and 
kept 3 gaiciaon here for aereral years. The biiildingB 
are now destroired. According to Ellicolt,lhe lalitud* 
of Fort Maaaac is 37 dejjiees 15 minutes north. 

Fotltr't SettlcToent, in the Hculheaal corner of McDo- 
- nough coutitj, on the head of Sugar creelc. 

Fosler't StltieraeiU, of sixty or seventy families, lies on 
MouDse's craeii, five miles south of Decatur. 

Fountain Crak, a amatl stream in Monroe county. It 
nses in New Design settlement, running GraE northeast, 
tlieu northwesi, and (inally banding round to the south- 
west it er^ra the MiesisBippi river in aeclion aeven, threa 
Boutli, eleven weal. It is also called Eagle, and by tbs 
early French explorers, L'^igU creek. 

Fountain Bbiff, frequently called ths " Big Hill' in 
Jackson county. It is a singularly formed eminunce, or 
locky bluff on the Mississippi, ais miles above the mouth 
of ths Big Muddy river. It is of an oval shape, eight 
miles in circumference, and with an elevation of 300 feeU 
The wealarn side is on the river, and the lop ia hroken, 
full of sink holes, with shrubs and scattering timber. 
The north side is nearly perpendicular rock, but the soutli 
side is sloping, and ends in a fine rich tract of soil, cover- 
ed with farms. Eastisau extensive andlow bottom with 
lakes and swamps. 

Pine springs of timyid water jtu^ out from the foot of 
this bluff on 111 aides. 

North, apj alon^ the bank of the Mississippi, ia dry 
and rich alluvion with alineof farms, known by the name 
of the "Settlement under the Bluff."

Ihonlaindak, a flonnBhinff settlemeDt ia the forks of 
the Du Page, Cook county, tkiiEy miles west of Chica^. 
Here are perennial springs, beautiful timber, rich apil, 
extensive prairies, and good society of industrious and 
•nlerprising fsrinera. The MelhodislB and Presbyterians 



have congregations and coDSlant preaching; 

Fountatn Qreta, a town site and post office in Hancock 
county, on section twenty-eight, lownsbip s\x oortb, range 
five west, ten miles northeast from Carthage. A f oorish- 
ing settlement. 

Ftrur Mile Prairie, in Perry i^oooty, Bdjoinioaf Pinck- 
neyville, ia seven niiles long, and four miles wide. It is 
an elevated, dry, undulating, and fertile tract, with a 
dense settlement, and lies between the Big Beaueoup and 
Little Elm creeks. 

Fourteen Mile Prairie, in Effingham county, Ttceives iU 
name from its distance along the national road. It lies 
east of Ewington,ta generally level, buthasioine dry land 
end good points of timber. 

Fox Bieer, ons of the principal branches of the Iltinoi*. 
It rises in the Wisconsin territory, passes through a 
series of small lakes abont the bonndary line, and enters 
the Illinois river at Ottawa. 

Its general course is south. At the boandaiy line its 
width is forty-live yards. 

Several bodies of line timber line its banks, especially 
about the mouth of Jntfum Creek and the Big Woade. At 
the rapids, five miles above its mouth, are most exteDsive 
water privileges. 

Here the river is from eiehty to one hundred yards 
wide, with the bed and banks of coarse grained sand 
stone. The rapids are sixteen feet descent, and both 
sides of the river will admit of mills and machinery for 
ihiee-fiyirtha of a mile, with ineibanatible supplies of 

The deficiency of timber near this spot is the only draw- 
back upon it; bnt inexhanstible bodies of ooal are to be 
found Dot a few miles distant. 

It farnishea a vast amoDDt of water poweri and can be 
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eaailf made navigable bj daini anfl slack water. From 
the town of Elgin near the ionlh part of McHenry conntj-, 
it is a depp sluggiBh stream, connected with a string of 
lakes, and ia navigable within fifteen miles of Hilwaa- 
kee. Hence, with amall expense, a navigable eommnnU 
cation ma; lie opened from Lake Michigan by Milwaukee 
md Fox liver. 

Ihx Bivtr, n tribntary of the Little Wabash, dividing 
the eountiea of Clij and Lawrence. It rises in Jasper 
coDDly, runs south, and enters the Little Wabash near the 
line of Edwards county. The land along ila conree ■■ 
■bout second quality for this portion of the Htaie. 

Fox Rivtr, in the northeasturn part of Whits county. 
It ia a bayou that puts out from the Bi|r Wabash, runs a 
few miles, and again enters that river. The late Morris 
Birbeck, Baq., known sa one of the English emigrants 
lo Edwards coanly, and aaihor of " Ltlten from Illinoit," 
was unfortunately drowned in attempllng lo sWim this 
Stream on horseback, 

fhx Riner post office, is near Fox river in White connty. 

Fmkeri, a smell settlement between the forks of Spoon 
river, and the borders of Henry connty, thirteen north, 

fVardcKn drove, in Ogle eonnty. Dee between Grand De- 
tour and Winnebago inlet with seven or eig^t families 
settled around it. 

FaARiroHT is the seat of justice for Franklin county, 
on section twenty, seven south, three east of the third 
principal meridian. 

It is situated on elevated grocnd, and has five stores, 
two groceries, one tavern, with a blacksmith, wagon- 
maker, saddler, and tanyqrd, together wilh a horse mill, 
a distillery, and ISO inhatiitants. 

Fraakkn, a town site end post office' in Morgan<*onnty, 
thirteen miles southeast from Jacksonville. It baa two 
Stores, one grocery and twenty families. 

Fraxier'a Cnek rises near the base Kne, in Adaras 
county, roua west, and falla Into the sonth prong of Bear 
•reek. AloRK it srattnt farms and a beanlifdl country. 



JVm'i Settlement is on ibe borders of a haDdsoms prai- 
rie, io tlia BoutbeaeierD part of St, Clair couoiy, be- 
tween tbt) two Mud creelEB, eighteen lailes from Belle- 
Tille. 

French Grace, in Putnam coaolj, sixteen north, Beveo 
east — a Email grove settled around; prairie dry and undu- 

Frenck Grove, a small settlement in the northwestern 

fart of Pearia caoni;, on the branches of Spoon river. 
I contains three or four eeclions of excellent limber 
in groves, with abuudsnce of rich, dr; rolliiig prairia 
around it. 

French Seltlemettt, in the southeastern part of Lanrence 
county, ten mites from Lawrenceville, is a timbered tract, 
and rather brolcen. Of the population, which coDsisis of 
eiily families, about one half are French. 

/VmcA Fillaee, in St. Claif county, called formerly 
Little Freuch Village, was formed by settlers from Ca> 
bokia about forty years since. It lies on tbe bottom, 
near the bluffs, on the road from Belleville to St. Louis, 
and contains fifteen or twenty families. 

Friendi Creek, a branch of the North fork of Sangamon, 
in Macon county, sixteen miles northeast from Decatur. 
Tbe land is good, and the settlement large. 

Sunk't Grove, a settlement in McLean coanly, twelve 
miles soDthwest from filoomington. Tbe grove is round- 
ish in form, contains abnut eight square milesi and lies 
on the main branch of Sogar creek. It has an excellent 
soil, fine water, and ra monopolised by a family connec- 
tion of the Dame of Funk, from Ohio, who raise iarg* 
numbers of cattle. 

Fu/fer't Creek, near the south border of Effingham 
county, enters the Little Wabash below firocketl's set- 
Ueme[^ There is a considerable quantity of good land 
on its banks, and a settlement oftweWe or fifteen fami- 

Falion, a town site at tbe month of tbe Ohio river, 
where it is contemplated to erect a monument to the me- 
mory of Robert Fulton, wlioi 
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■pplicntion of steam to navigation Is fast franerorming 
the immenae regions of thevsllej of the HiHgissippi into 
the fferden of the world. 

MercaDtile entei^rise will undoubtadlj yet triumph 
oveT the obstructiona of DBtiire, uid ereot & spacious city 
at the mouth of the Ohio lirer. 

Gagnie, a BluEgiafa stream tiiat runs aoDthwest isto tha 
MlBSISBippi, and forms the bouodary line between Ran- 
dolpli and Jackaon eounttea. 

Galenh ia the seat of justice for Jo Daviese county, 
and (he principal town in the lead mine cooDtrj. It IB 
pleasButI; 8itiiati?d on Fever river, and on the fourth 
principal meridian. It has eighteen or twenty stores, a 
dosen groceries, four taverns and hotels, a prioting office 
that puliliBLea the " Qaxelte," a wepklj paper, four lcinr> 
yera, threa phyaicians, two Bchools, two proaclierB, a 
pipe and sheet lead roanufacLory, a flour and saw mill, 
■ gunsmith, silrersnuith, eaddler, tailor, several carpenters, 
blacksmiths, brick and stone maeong, etc. 

There are about three hundred families and ten or 
twelve hundred inhsbilantB, Fever river is navigable 
for steamboats to the town. 

Gap Grove, Ilea in Ogle county, to the north of the road 
from Dixonville to BuSaloe grove. Three Beccions of 

Garden Prairie, between Richland and Rock creeks, in 

Sangamon county, is a level, rich, beautiful prairie, two 

miles wide, and six or eight miles long, fourteen miles 

northwesterly from Springfield, and containsa population 

> of one hundred and fifty families. 

Germany, a settlement of Pennaylvaoia Germans, in 
Sangamon county, four miles uorlbeaHl from Springfield, 
Slid near the mouth of Sugar creek. 

Qeneva is a post office and town site in Morgan «onnty, 
about (en mites southwest from Jacksonville. 

George'i Creek heads in the interior of Johnson county, 
runs south, and enters the potids between the Big Bay 
creek and Cash river. The land is tolerably rich, and 
the settlement containB tweuty-five or thirty families. 
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Georgtloum, a post town and lillage, containing; aboat 
twent; faniiiies and (hree stocee, situated on the north 
aide of the Litlla VeroiilicHi, in eighteen north, eleven 
west, in Vermilion county, ten milea aonth of Danville. 
A fine country, and fiourishing Bettlsmenla around it. 

Gevrgetown, a. town site in San^mon county, tweotj 
miles northeaat from Springfield, between Lake foili and 
Salt creek, in section nineteen, eighteen north, two west. 

Georgtiown, in the eastern pact of Randolph county, 
eontaine one Etore, two groceries, a mill, and seven or 
eight families. The post office is called " Steele't Mill," 

Qiltad, the former seat of justice of Calhoun county^ 
is situated at the foot of (hebluSe, three-fourthaof a niila 
from the mouth of Salt Prairie slough, on section eigbit 
«leven south, two west 

It has two aloree, and a doxen families. 

Gii/mni'* Stittemtnt is in Bond county, nine miles east 
of north from Greenville. 

The land is of inferior quality, consisting of both tinjhei 
and prairie. 

GUmort'a Setlkmeni is on Crooked creek, in Clinton 
countr, on the road to Shawneetown, twelve miles south- 
east of Cailyle. 

Girard, a town site in the northeast part of Macoupin 
coonty, on the road from Alton to Springfield. 

Gou;bHnA is situated on the south side of Lnsk's creek 
sn^ north bank of the Ohio. It is the county seat of Pope, 
aiiil has three stores, one grocery, two taverns, and about 
twenty dwelling houses, chied^ framed and brick. Tha 
oourt house is of brick, thirty-six feet square, two stories, 
vrith a neat cupola. It is situated on the fractional town' 
ship thirteen south, in range seven east of the third prin- 
cipal meridian. 

Gaote Creek enters the North fork of Sangamon, in 
Macon coDuly, twenty-five miles northeast from Decalari 

Qoihen ia the oldest settlement In Marlison county, 
along the bluffs, west aud sonthwest of Edwardsville, 

GrabU't SeitUmettt, in Gallatin county, is sixteen mile* 
west from Equality, on the road to fraokfort. 
18' 
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It is a large settlement, with considerable tracts of good 
farming land. 

GTaham') Selllement, in Alexander coiinlj, on the 
nortli eide. twenly-Eve miles norihweet froni America. 
The upland is lhin.soil, but there ia a rich bottom on a 
brancti of Cash river, which runs through this eeltle- 

Qraflon 19 a town recentlj laid off, two miles betow 
the mouth of the Illinois, in Greene countj. It la sl- 
taaled on a strip of elevated land, under the bluffs, and 
on the banks af the Mississippi, and haH a good land- 
ing. It is on riactiotial section fifteen, township eight 
north, in range twelve west from the third principal meri- 
dian. 

Several IslaridB in the Mississippi make this point the 
real ju action of the Illinois and Mtsaissippi rivers, as to 
navigation. 

The counu; a few miles back is rich, and becoming 
densely populated. 

Grafion is twenty-four miles from Carrolllon, and ten 
miles from St. Charles, in Missonri, and must soon become 
a thorongtifare for travelling from the Sangamon coanlry 
across the Mississippi to St. Charles, and tbe regions 
along the Hissoari river. It has a post office, several 
stores and tfarehonses, 400 or 500 inhabitants, and pro- 
mises to be a place of considerable business. A charter 
for a rail road from this place through Carrollion toSpring- 
fleld has been obtained, the company organised andapor- 
tion of the stock taken. A chartered company are aboat 
to erect a splendid hotel, and a printing office is to be es- 
tablished here in a few weeks and a weekly paper issued. 

OronitCoff, an eminence in a large prairie, in theeaaiem 
part of Randolph county. 

Grand Detour, a singalsr bend in Rock river, in Ogis 
county, Gve miles above DiKonville. Here a town of the 
same name has been laid off, and by cutting a canal across 
the neck of the bend for a short distance, a valuable hy- 
draulic power will be gained. An enterprising company 
are engaged in the project. 
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Grand Mands, called also Clear Lakt, in St. ClaiT 
eouDty in (he bottom, between Ihe FtoDeh Village and 
CahobU. 

Grant; Fain, two lakes in the IHinois bollomi at tiie 
BDDtliweet corner of Greeoe county, bo calleii bj the 
Frennh exptorerB of Illinois, fiocn the aacCeaBtTe flocka 
of geese seen flying from the one to the other. They 
nre connected with Apple cieek by a stream called 
Flsbiog creek. 

Granga'a Prairie la in the northwest part of Adams 
county, and is three miles long and from one and a half to 
mile wide. Very rich land. 

Grand Point, a small slrean) and settlement in Wash- 
ington county, six miles northeast from New NashTille, 
and contains about twenty familiesr The creek rnns north 
and enters Crooked ceek. 

Grand Prairie. Under this general name is embraced 
the prairie country lying between the watera which fall 
into the Mississippi, and those which enter the Wabash 
riTcrs. It does not consist of one vast tract, boiindlesa 
to the vision, and nninhabtlable for want of timber; but 
is made up of continuous tracts, with points of limber 

K ejecting inward, and Ion? arms of prairie eiitending 
tween the creeks and Braaller streams. The southern 
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through the western portion of Coles, into Champaign 
and Iroquois counties, where it becomes connected with 
the prairies thai project eastward from the Illinois river 
and its tributaries. A large arm lies in Marion county, 
between the waters of Crooked creek and the East fork 
of the Kaskaskia river, where the Vincennes road passes 
through in its longest direction. This is frsqnenily called 
Iht Grand prairie. 

Much the largest part of the Grand prairie is gently 
aadulating-, bnlol die soulbern portion con siderablo ttaois 
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ore flit, and of raiher inflN'ior soil. No ioMiraioaiitabla 
(jjRtacle exists to ila future population. No portioD of 11 
IB more than six or eight inilea diatant from limber, sod 
eosl in abaudancB is iound la varioes paru. Those who 
ha*e witnessed tlie changes produced upon a prairie anr- 
faoenitbio twenty or tliirt;;ear8,consiaer these extensive 
prairies as offering no serious impediment to the fuWre 
growth of tlie state. 

Qrand Prairie, \D Crawford count;. The tract of prairis 
between the Enabarcas and Wabash rivers, commencing 
in Crawford aouaty, and runuing northward through ClarE 
and Edgar into Vermilion county, is called Grand prai- 
rie, by the cilizene of Ih^se counliee. It is not of (rmat . 
width, interspersed with long points of limher od the 
streams, end frequently throwio^ out aims of prairie laod 
between those streams. 

The prairie soil in this region is not eqoal in qoallty to 
that further north and west. With the exoeplioo of the 
send prairies along the Wabaah, the soil is thinner, les« 
qndulaiing, and more inclined to be wet. 

Grand Tamer, a perpendicular sand rock rising frora the 
bed of the Missisaippi, near the Missouri side.and a short 
distance above the mouth of Big IMuddy river. The tep

•leamhoat canal constructed at comparatively small ez- 
peuae.

From this imperfeot sketch of the obainictioos to tha 
DaTi|[aiton of this riTei at low water, it will he seen tliat 
wiih llie coDipaiatirely tiifliog expense of 100,000 dol- 
lars, whiub the le^slature has-provided, the navigation of 
the Jlllnois ma; be made good at all stages of water. 

At hi^h flopda this river overflows its banks and covera 
its bottoms for a considerable extent. The Mississippi, 
at exirenie high water, backs up the Illinois about seventy 
milea to the mouth of the Mauvaiselerre^ 

Besides several villages and commercial towns, which 
are sprinfriag up on (he bankq of the Illinois, (here are 
many landings for goods, and deposits for pioduoe, whera 
temporary warehouses have been erected. 

The commerce of Ihia river now is extensive, and io- 
ereasing with a rapidity, known only in tbe rich, agricu|.> 
tural regions of the western atatea. Seierat stsamboata 
are oonsiantly etnployed in its trade, and many others 
make occasional tnpa. About thirty-five different boats 
passed and landed at Beardatowu in 1836, making tha 
arrival a and departorea 450. 

. The following account of arrivals of ateamboata at Na- 
ples, from 1838 to J831, will show tbe incresse dutiDf 
those years. .

Indian CrMft, a btatich of FoxiiverfVoin tiie norlliweat. 
It enters the nain stream ten miles eboTs Ottawa, and 
five miles above the- raplda. 

Large bodies of Sne timber lie on this stream; the sqt- 
llace of the coimtry is undulating, and the soil ^od. 

On the SOtli of May, 1833, Sfleen persons belonging 
to the families of Messrs. Hall, Daviess, and Feltigrew 
were barbarouslj' maasscred bj the Indians near this 
creek. Two yonnj ladies, Misses Halls, were taken 
prisoners, and afterwards redeemed, and two joung ladl 
made their eeeape. 

The bodies of men, women, and ctiildrcn were shock- 
Ingljr matilated, the houses of the eettlers burned, their 
furniture destroyed, and their oatite killed — all in day 
li^hl, and within twenty miles of a large force of the 
mititia! This was done by the Indians onder the infa- 
moas Blmk Smak.' A portion of that band were eiter- 
minated during the same season by the combined forces of 
Dnhed States troops and Illinois militia, and ihe remain- 
der dispersed over the prairies west of the Miseissippi. 

Settlements are now rapidly forming on Indian creek 
end Fox river, and mnch excellent country remains to be 
possessed in that quarter. 

Indian Creek, a stream in Morgan county, near tb4 
borders of Sangamon, runs a westerly course, passes 
Ihrongb a alriag of Lakes in the Illinois bottom, until its 
waters mingle with the Illinois, near the comet of the 
trass line and the fourth priacipal meridian. 

It passes ihrongb a beaatiful and fertile country, dt- 
Tersified with limber and prairie. 

The French explorers called it La Balltcnee.

It liees in Henry connty, runs across .the north- 
east corner of Knox, and entera Spoon river in Iwelva 
noith, six easL 

Indian Crtek, in Coles onunty, and a branch of Ihe Em- 
barras. It rises in the Grand prairie, runs southeast, nod 
enters Ihe principal stream eight miles below Charleston. 
The land is goM, both timber and prairie, and the popu- 
lation forty or fifty families. 

Indian Prairie, in Wayne county lies ten miles oorthr 
westerly from Fairfield; surface level, soil of an inferioi 
onalily, with a scattering settlement of fifteen or Iwenij 

Inlet Btobc, in Ogle county, lies on the road from DixoiK 
Tills to Chicago, Iti miles froai the fwmer place. The 
iolet is a aiteam that risea near the heads of tfie south 
fork of the Kisfawadiee. rune a southwestern course for 
50 miles, part of that distance through awamps, until it 
is lost in the Winnebago swaipp.

Ire^uoU {Rtaare de* IrogveU, Fr.) a conaiderable river 
which rlBeain the northneeiern part of Indiana, and lakloff 
■ northweac course, Sows into the Kankakee river, and 
thuB fornis ona of the heads of the lUinoia. It rocelved 
ita name from the circamatance of a large party of the 
Iroouoia Indiana being earpriaed aod iBaaaaoTed on- its 
banba by the Illinois nation.* The Kickapooa called it 
Moeabtlla. Others have called it Canaumga. It ia pio- 
bably the same stream that the Commieeioners for eetlling 
the boundary between lllinoia and Indiana called JPidta- 
minek.

JacksonTille has IG elorea, 6 groceitna, 3 dragnet's

JarvW* SelHrment ia near the head of Ellison, in War- 
len connty. Here are about two lownshipa of valuahla 
timber, Burronnded with immense tracts of fertile prairie. 

Jerittf Prmrit is a beautiful and rich prairie, in Morgan 
county, ten milee northerly from Jacksonville. 

The land is rich, limber adjoining excellent, the people 
moral and industriouB, the settlement extensive and popu< 
lous, and decidedly healthy. 

JerteyViUe, a town site and post office in Greene connty, 
fourteen tuiles south of Carrollton; a beautiful aituation 
in the prairie, containing twenty or twenty-five families. 

Job'iCreekia a am all stream in part of Cess county, 
nina north, and passea through eereral small lakes into 

JobU Stttkment, called atio iftto Hope, in the norihweat 
part of McDonough county, in townahips six and seven 
north, range four we«t. The limbered land in the eeverai 
forka of Crooked creek, aod the ioterveoiog tracts oi 
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prairie, are ell of firat rate qaaliij. Houston'*, Bagli^'a, 
and Dicken'a forks, aie smalt strearoa north of Job's fork, 
end are heads of Crooked creek. 

Johruoa't Crtek, a small stream in the south part of Ja 
SaTJesR connty. Its head is towards Rock river, its courea 
Vest, end it eritera the Mifsissippi, thirteen miles aboTS 
the Mareis d'Ogee, end twentj-Gve miles below Plom 
rirer. The land towards its month ia law and maiehj; 
toward* its head it is gently undala^ng, occasional groTM 
of timber, and well adapted to farming. 

JohnsnCt Selllement, on Su^i creek, in Clinton eOuntf , 
twenty miles south of wast from Carlyle. 

Jonalhan't Cmk ii e tributarj of the Kashaskia, in 
Shelby cfconly. 

JoHisBoaa', the aeat of justice for Union county, ia 
aituated on section thirty, twelve aonth, one west, in k 
high, rolling tract of country, nine miles from the Mis- 
sissippi, twenly-fiTe miles soulh-soQtheast from Browna- 
tilie, in latitude Ihirty-seven degrees, twenty-five minntea 
north. Il baa about twentj-five families, seven slores, 
one tavern, one lawyer, two physicians, two ministers of 
the gosjjel, one carding machine, aud vatioite mecbanics. 
The court honse ia a framed building, two atories high* 
aod finished; and a brick jail. The lurroundiug couutrj 
ia undulating and healthy, and contains MTeral good aet- 
tlements. 

Jona't Creek poit office. (See Liberty, Randolph 
county.) 

Jordan Creek rises in the interior of Wabash county, 
sod enters Bon Pa* creek near the northwestern corner 
of the conniy. It passes through a fertile tract, both tim- 
bered and prairie, and has a considerable settlement ten 
or twelve miles uorthwest from Mount Carmet. 

Jordan't Prairit, in Jefferson county, six miles north 
of Mount Vernon, ia five miles long, and one mile and a 
half wide. The Innd is aecond rate, and (he aettlenent 
containa ahont thj families. 

Jordan'i Frame post office is on seotioa thirteen, one 
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Booth, two east, eight and a half miles north of Mount 
Varnon. 

Jbrdan'i Setllemmt, in Jasper coonly, on the west side 
or the Bmbarraa river. In ihe centre of this aetilement 
is Ihe contemplated countj seat. 

Jdliett, the seat of justice for Will eonntj, located on 
both side* of the Dea Plaines, find at the creasing place 
of the Illiooia and Michigan canal. 

It baa fourteen stores, tiro groceries, one drug store, 
three laverns, a saw and grist mill, and the benefit of 
jfreat water power, various mechanica, six lawyers, five 
phjsiciana, a Metliodist and en Episcopal society, and 
about 600 inhabitants. Tfaia should have beeo called 
Jbtiet, from one of the earliest Fiench explorers. 

Kane Poll Office, in Maconpin settlement, Greene coun- 
ty, nine miles aoulh of Carroltton. 

Kankakee, one of the principal streams that form the 
Illinois river. It rises in the norlhem part of Indiana, 
-near the south bend of the St. Joaeph's river, nins a west- 
erly course into Illinois, where it receives the Iroquois, 
and forms a junction with the Des Plaines, in section 
thirty-five, township thirt^-foar north, and in range eight 
east from Ihe third principal meridian. Here ia a large 
body of fine limber, but along the Kanhakee there is very 
little timber. It runs swiftly, and has a lime stone bed. 

At the ford of the Vincennes and Chicago road it is 
two-hundred yards wide. This is 178 miles north of Vin- 
cennes, and forty-seven miles south of Chicago. The 
prairie country tnrough which il passes is eenerBllj of 
Itood soil, gently nndulating, and inlerspersea with sand 
Tidgps. Navigation for smell craft oan be effected through 
the Kankaicee and Kt. Joseph. 

This river was discovered by the French at a rerj earl^ 
period, and was one of Ihe principal routes to the Illinois 
coaiitry. Its aboriginal name was Theaiiki, or as pro- 
nounced in French, Te-an-kHB-kee, which bj the fatality 
attendant upon many of the aboriginal names carried 
through French into English, has become fixed iu the 
PDUntTaiid orthography of Kim-ka4:ee. 
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Kanknite, a town site in tbe- forks of the KHnkak se and 
Dea Plaines rivers, nilh one siore aail three or four 
houses, saw milla, &c. Near the point the land is over- 
flowed at high water. Futlhet back ia fine bottom and 
rolling prairie. Calculations are made foi a cit; here at 
some future lime. 

Kaskaskia, the seat of juBtio« for Randolph coonly, 
and formerl; lbs seat of government of (he Territorj of 
Illinois. It is situated on the right bank of the Kaskas- 
kia river, seven miles above its junclioa with Ibe Missis- 
sippi. 

The early I^'reoch explorera-made one of their lirsl set- 
tlemenla at this apot, ahortly afler the visit of La Salle, 
in 1683; and so long as the French continued in posseCr 
sioti of tbe Illinois country, KasknskiawaaitA capital, and 
was flourishing and populous. In 1721, when Charlevoix 
TJslled it, there existed a Jesuit coUegre, [is ruins ate now 
scarcely visible. In 1763. when tbe country eaat of the 
Hississinpi was ceded by France lo Great Britain, it oofr- 
lained about one hundred fsmilies. Of late years its 
population and trade has been much reduced. It num- 
cera now about fifty or aixty families, a majority of whou 
are French. 

The court house is of brick. A Roman Catholic chapel, 
and a nunnery and female boarding school are here. 
Kaskaskia is the location of the land office for this die- 

iCiuk(ukia River, a large and navigable stream. ^X 
rises in Champaign county, in township twenty north, 
lange eight east, nsar the waters of the Sangamon and 
the Vermilion of the Wabash, and runnina; in a south- 
western direction Ihrongh Coles, Shelby, Fayette, Clin- 
ton, St. CUir, and Randolph counties, enter« the Missis- 
sippi, in sections fourteen and fifteen, nine south, sevea 
west, about 130 miles above the month of the Ohio. 

It is four hundred miles in length, following its mean- 
derings, and receives a large number of tiibularies, which 
are noticed under their respective names. An eitensiva 
body of timber from (wo to ten miles wide, is found along 
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this stream, generally of a good qnslity, eoneiating of 
oaks of varioaa kiade, as overcup, bun, water, white, 
black, red or SpaMsb, and poat oak, walnat, hickory, 
sah, hsekberry, elm, while and sugar maple, honey )o- 
cDBt, cotton wood, eycamore, pecaun, mulberry, easaafrBa, 
box elJer, etc. The country through which kt passes ia 
undulating, and fertile, adapted to (be tn-owtb of corn, 
wheel, oats, tobaeoo, and some cotton. The lailer is not 
a aure crop in all seaaoaa; but with proper care, a suffi* 
cient quantity nfay be raised for home oonsamplion. 
The bottoms of Ibis etreaia are from half a mile lo two 
or three miles in width, and subject to inandation in high 

The legislature in its system of internal improTement, 
appropriated ^50,000 to improve the navigaiton of Kas- 
kaakia river. The chief obetractlons are logs, sand 
banks and abort bends. A sleamboat went up as faraa 
Carlyle in April, 1B37. 

KtOoge'i Grove, in Jo Davieas connty, lhirly-S*e miles 
vaat-BooUieast from Galena, and on Ihoroad from Dixon's 
ferry. It is a amall grove of three or four hundred aorea, 
with several small groves near it. 

KcUegg't QroBt, a small tract of timber in La Salle 
county seventeen miles narlbeast from Ottawa. 

Katner't Fark, in Morgan county, is a small branch of 
Indian creek. It riai4 near Jersey prairie. 

Jjiya'f Cnek rises in the interior of Pike eonnty, and 
entera the Snyeartee sloogh. The bottom is excellent 
land proportioned into timber and prairie. About the 
bluffs very uneven, towards the head of the creek mode- 
rately undnlating. 

IRdiapoo, a stream that rises near Spoon river In two 
forke denominated Eaat and West forks. 

Eatt Fork rises in aectioiis eleven and twelve, eleven 
north, seven east, runs a aouthweslern coutse. 

Wt»t F^k rieee in ten north, four east, runs a sonth- 
etaierly course and unite* with the east fotic in section 
tfairtyfour, ten north, six eaat. 

The Kiekspoo then lakes a soothera cevrse, and eaters 
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the UliaotB rirei two milsi below Peoria. Oa ibe forks 
(hero i« muoh excellenl laAd, with gtov^ and points of 
timbei, interspersed with baneRB, fhe country border- 
iog on the muin creeli liaa coneiderable bodies of flss 
timber, but tlie land ia geoeiallj too uneven fei goutb* 
nient euUivation. 

Kidtajp«o, a braaeh of Salt creek ia Saagamon ooqdIj. 
It rim ID DawBoo'e grove, UcLean county, in twenty- 
three north, four eaet, rune a aontbern courae and entera 
Sail creek in Seogamon novmiy, in ihe north part of nine- 
teen north, three west. It furniihea good mill seats, 
when the water ia not too low; and Ihe soil ai»d timbai 
DQ each aide of the creek are first rale. 

EuKoid Creek, ia a email branch of Big Muddy river, 
which heada in Randolph county, mas southeast, and 
entera that atreara twenty-foor tniles from its mouth. 
The land along Ihia creek is locby, broken, beaTily tim- 
bernd with poplar, oak, etc. and Ibe settlement is atnall. 

S/niawrt SeUkaiatt, near Ihe norlhern itde of Gallatin 
county, on tiie road from Carmi to Equality. The laol 
\m rather inferior, and the aetlJement eonaid arable. 

KUhviattket or Syeamort^ a branch of Rock river. It 
is divided into North, East and South forks, and these 
again have nuraeroui branches. 

The branches of North Fork head in Winnebago, Boone 
and tiOrlhwesl corner of McHenry coualiea. and in the 
Wiaponsin Territory, of which the Heaver, Piekasau and 
Pappooae creeks are best known. 

Trie East Fork haa aevetal beads ia the northern parts 
of Kane county. 

The South Folk originatea iu several heada in the in* 
teriorof Kane, end aoutheasiern corner of Ogle counties. 
One of its heada is near the Paapaa grove. The East 
and South Forks unite in township forty-one north, range 
three east, where is a large body of timber, twelve eeo- 
uona or more of various kind a, and Ihe praiilea adjoioing 
undulating and rich. Along the East Fork the prairie 
IB fiat and rather wet. Ohio, Noiwegisa and Big erovet 
KB found in tht* region. 
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The Nonb and Soith Forks anite ia towntbip forty. 
Ibree oorih, rango two east, and tbe main KiBhwankec 
eoiera Rock river on sectioa twenty-two, towiiabip forty- 
three north, ran^e one east, of the third meridian. The 
country in general haa an undulating surface, a rich, deep, 
blacli, sand;, calcareous eoil, and aboonda with lime and 
free Btobe, eoal, and fine perennial spriags, while (hi 
different BtreamH produce gnod mill aitcsi 

There ia a deficiency of limber as tbera is through tbe 
northern part of llliaoia. Much of it ia in grovea, many 
of which equal in appearance English parka. There ara 
bIso exleDaive tracts of barrens or oak openinga, ae they 
. sire called by the people, and the whole connlry gires 
moat unequivocal promite of health. • 

Kite river, iu Ogle county, rises in tbe pratrie north of 
Paupau gtOTe, runs a west-aauthwost course and entera 
Rock river oneand a halfmilea. below Oregon. Soil rich and 
Bandy, limber acattering, surface lolerablj lerel. fieaidei 
other timbetf', faere ia yellow and while poplar, or aopin, 

Knight'i Prairit Ilea west of McLeansboro', in Hamil- 
tOD Ronnty, with a Beltlemi.'at around it. 

Snob Prairie, fifteen miles nortbweat from Frankfort, 
In the eornei of Franklin county, ia low and wet, end baa 
a small settlement. 

K>(oiTn.LE is tbe Munty seat of Knox county, and is 
pleasantly situated on an elevated and rich prairie on ths 
north aide, and adjoining tbe timber of Haw creek. It 
is on Heclion tweniy-eight, eleren north, end two east of 
the fourth principal meridian. It was laid off stuat 183fi, 
poDtaina now 40 families and bida Aur to become a thriv- 
ing inland town. The aurronnding country is rich, and 
Httling faat with iodustiious farmors. 

Knox't Groeci in the northeastern part of Pntnam and 
extends into La Salle and Ogle countiea, It is at Iba 
head waters of the Bureau. 

J&ux Settlement, in Putoaia county, on Sandy, thirtaen 
miles southeaat from Hennepin, is a large and flourish- 
ing setilemeirt. 
Zoeon, (formerly Colunibis) i* ou tha laft bHk of tw 
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IllinoiB river in Pataim cDumj, SO mi1s« below Hennv- 
pb Burrouaded wiUi a populoaa aed rich seUlemeDt, It 
taaa 3 Btoree and 16 or 20 ramilieB.

Lake Fork of SoJl Cndc is formed by a long )ake in 
the nortbeaslera part of ijangamon conoly, runs a iiorth 
coarse and forma one of the heads of Salt creek.

It has several branches of four or five miles in length, 
fine groves of timber, and rich, calcaieons soil on its 
borders. 

Lebanon, a beaetUullj situated village in St. Clair 
eoDiu;, twelve miles northeast from Belleville, and on* 
mile east of Silver creek. 

ll is on, elevated ground, surrounded with a beautifal, 
populous and well cultivated district of country aod on 
the Viocennes and St Louis stage road. 

Lebanon has a steam mill for manufacturing grain— an 
ox mill for flouring, on aa inelined plane, a post office, two 
public houses, seven stores, one gtooery, three physiciana, 
mechanics* shops of various kinds, and ahout sisif 
families. The Metliodistcollege.locatedin the immediate 
vicinity of Lebanon, has been noticed under the head of 
■' Edocatioh" in the Qrsl part of this work. 

The Methodist society embraces the largest proportion 
of the religious oommnnity about Lebaoan.

Lexington, a town site in the 'north part of McLean 
county, eighteen miUa northeast of Bloominglan, on the 
road to Chicago. 

Liberty, a town nod post office in Adams county, near

It has a steam saw and flouring mill, six stores, three 
groceries, two laverns, one minister, two physicians and 
140 inhabitants.

Lillie IVabaih River rises in township eleven north, 
ran^ sis east, in itie targe prairies towards tbe head- 
waters of the Kaskaaliia, and running south throngh the 
(H>unties of Coles, Effinsbam, Clay, Wajne, Edwards, 
and White, entura the Big Wabash, in tbe northeast 
corner of Gallatin county, seven south, ten east. It is 
aboDt one hundred and ten miloH in a direct line from its 
heads t<i its month, though about one handred'aud^ filly 
mites to follow its meanderinga. 

Its principal trihutaries are SIctllel fork, Fox, and 
Huddj. It ia navigable for flat boats and small erah, at 
a full stage of water — about forty of the former leavins 
it annually, from Wayne and Whits counties, wilb bee^ 
pork, corn, cattle, and aorne tobaCeo, for the New Orlesnl 
market. 

Tbe timber apon the banks of (he Little Wabash is 
generally heavy, and of a good quaUty. and is several 
miles in width.

Here will be two lecka eatab' 
lished, each ten feet lift, which will give twenty feet fall 
for the immenae quaniily ef aurplne water iliat can be 
brought from Lake Michigan, equal to 10,000 cubic feet 
of auTpluB water per mianie, after eopplying the canal, 
end making full aUowanoe for leakage, evaporation, &«., 
eaough to drive S34 pairi of mill stonea, four and a half 
feet oiameter.

Lrnig Prairie, in Bdwarde county, north of Albion, ntna 
miles loBKi ^od from one mile to one and a half wide, iO' 
teraperaed with groves ^nd pointa of limber. 

£<mg Prairie, a branch of the Twelve Mile prairie of 
Clay cooDlj, projecting into Wayne, It is eight or ten 
miles long, three miles wide, level, poor Boil, and haa a 
popalation of twenty-five or thirty families. 

Long Prairit, In Jefferson county, five miles west of 
Hoant Vernon, is four miles long, and one mile and a 
half wide- 
It lies between the Middle and West forks of Big 
Moddy liver, is tolerably good land, and contains a set- 
tlement of forty families. 

Looking Glati Prairie, a large, rich, beanlifnl, and nn- 
dolating prairie lying iietween Silver and Sugar creeks, 
aud on Ihc eastern bonter of St. Clair oonnty. It com- 
mences near the base line, in range six west, and ex- 
tends northward about twenty miles into Madison conn ty, 
and is from six to ten miles in width. Few prairies in 
the state present more eligible sitaalions for farms Ihaa 
this.

Ljfimi, is a town siie on the Des Plaines ai Laughtoo** 
old trading houae, twelve miles >Teet of Chicago, ll dow 
has a sawmill, three honses and a teTern. 

Mackinau, (Michllimacinac) anavigable alream in Tate, 
well couniy. It rises in Ihe prairie near the eentre of Ha 
Lean couniy, and after receiving veveral small branches, 
rnns south westward ly through Taiswell county, aud eu> 
ters the Illinois three mUes below Pekin. 

It is a olear stream, and has Little Mackinau, Rock, 
Welnui, and Paniher creeks for ila branches. The 
Mnekinia holtome are rich, hut its htuSTs ere tery broken, 
thin soil, from one to two miles in width, and the limber 
chiefly white oak, and some cedar. The prairies adjoin- 
ing are rolling, dry, and tolerably good.

Maeoupin SetlUmail Wee nesr the timber borderiBfrapan 
Ifae Macoupin creek and prairie, in GreflDe counlj, nin« 
miles soutli of Carrolltoa. This setilemeot was cbm- 
meneed in December, 1816, by Daniel Allen, and John 
mnd Paul Harrtford, and waa then the most northern while 
aettlement in the Illinois Territory. The prairie land is 
rich, but rather lerel, and the limber Bdjoiniag gooil. 
Kane poat office is in ibia settlefnent. 

Maeoapin Point, a noted stand at Ihe junction of ih* 
roads from KdwardsTille lo Springfield, and from Hllla- 
boro' to Morgan county and Beardsiown, soraeticnea called 
Henderson 'a atand. 

It is in the northwest corner of Moatromery connty, 
at the head of the timber, on the South fork of the Ha- 
empin. South, along the roads to Edwardsfilte and 
Hiliaboro', Uie surface of the prairie la flat and wet.

Matkham^i Seltlement, in Hacogpin eoonty, on Taylor's 
ereeb, twelve or fifteen miles west of Carlinville. 

The land is good, surface undulating, and equally di- 
Ttded into limber and prairie. 

Mttrnno Bone, a small creek in the north part of Shel- 
by county. It rises in Mncon county, runs southeast 
through Bone's aeltlement, into the west fork of the Kas- 
kaskia. 

Jfin'Mi/fM. a projected mamifartorlngtown,on the north 
•lile of the Illinois river, ai the Grand rapids, eight miles 
B^ove UttawH. A chartered company are engaged in con* 
strueting dams, mills, be. Flour and lumber are mada 
here, and the water power is immense and easily com- 
manded. A post office has been established here. The

MekoK, a town site Bnd poet office, eituaied in Clark 
DOUDly, twelre milea southwest from Darwin, It has 
eighteen or Ewenlj families. 

. Menomone, a stream in the northwest corner of tbe 
state, ll rises in Iowa county, Wisconsin territory, runs 
southwest, and empties into the Mississippi three miles 
below the boundary line. The. surface near its mouth 
is broken, and towards its head are rich prvtiries, and 
rich mines of lead. The timber is scarce, in groves and 
patches For sti or eiglit miles up. Length aboat fifteen or 
twenty miles. 

SleredMia, a town site, landing, and place of consider- 
able business on the Illinois nver in Morgan eopnty, 
nix miles aboTe Naples. It is situated on an elevated 
sand ridge, with a good landing when the water is not 
too low. Here are two steam mills, several stores, and 
fifty families: and to be a point in the Northern cross 
rqil road from Quincy by Springfield, to Indiana. 

Meredosia oan.be apptoaobed from tbe blufie and table- 
land, withoct crossing any takes or sloughs, which is not 
the case with other towns on the river in Morgan county. 
Much of the qnereantile busioesa of Jacksonville passes 
through ibis place. Above Ihe town is a singular bay oo, 
from whence its ntyme, which, in Frsnch orthography, 
would be, Marait d'ugee.

and near the centre of the county. 

It has tis stares, ihrea groceries, one tavern, two phy- 
aiuians, Iwn ministerH, a court house and jail, a Methodiit 
Episcopal and a Baptist society, and various mechanic*, 
aod 140 inhabitants, and is pleasantly situated on the 
north side of Casey's prairie, and surrounded with a con< 
siderable settlemenl. It is in latitude lhirty^i{[btdwi«eB 
twenty mintties north, forty-serea and a half miles a liltle 
east of south from Vandalia. 

Mouth of Ohio, The importance of a good town site, at 
the Junction of the Ohio and JMisaisBippi rivers, has, for 
many years, ezoited the attention of the enterprising. It 
is a feature in our western rt'eia, with liaw exceptions, 
that at and near their junction, the land is alluvkiD, of a 
raeent formation, and at the high annual floods, asuatly 
inondated to the depth of several feet. This is1he case, 
|>aniculsrly st the mouth of the Ohio. For twelve miles 
along that rirer, above its mouth, and a brther distance 
along the Misaissippi, and across the point to Cash river, 
the country is euhject to annual inundations. Had the 
author of nature formed here an elevated situation, no. 
thing could have prevented this spot from becoming the 
ceotral commercial emporium of the great weatsrn vailef. 
The immense trade of the Ohio and Misaissippi, at some 
ftitare day, will warrant the expense of forming a eite 
93* 
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ban fbr » comTBennvl town. Ths tennhalioa of thsgreit 
eentral ratlnnd will (preatly faciliUte this object, aad, with 
Ibo ooromerM of (baiia great rirers, build up a tiplendid 
city. In due time, art, BDterprisa, and perseTeraace will 
biuraph ofer natare at Ihia plaeei and a large oammercial 
tsitt will esiat whwe now Ihs w&lsra of the Ohio and 
Hlaaisiippi occasional I; ipiead. 

Mud Creek, a amall ■tream'in the aouthweatera part of 
Washington and aoatheaat part of St. Clair eonnties. It 
liaea in the nonhwestern oarl of Perry county, takes s 
norihwauem direction, and entera the Kaskaakia rIvM 
oppottte QD island in townsfaip two sooth, six vreet. A 
•mailer creek, in the same re^on, ia called Little Mud 
creek. 

JUud Creek, a branch of Verinilion river is L)*ingstoB 
eooDty. Il rises in the prairie, runs s )uthwasi, and enters 
Vennilion, twelre miles below Otter creek. Weed's set- 
tlement la on it near the bead of the limber. 

Muddy, a aotall atream and branch of the Embarras, in 
Lawrence coantj, ten miles west from LawreDceTitle. 

Muddy, a branch of the Little Wabash that flowa into 
it on its eastern side, in Clay county, jnal helow the Vin- 
cennea road. Between the two streams for some diataiioe, 
ia a swamp, which oYerflowa in high water. 

Muddy (>eek, in Lawrence county, rises in the prairie, 
rona north of eaet, and enters the Embarras, five miles 
abore LawrenceTille. Land, second rate; population fortj 
or fifty families. 

Maddy Fork, a branch of the Embarras river, in Culea 
county, that enters the Embarras, thrqe miles below the 
national road. 

Muddy Point, in the aouthweetern part of Coles conDtVi 
and one of the heads of the Little Wabaah. The timber U 
excellent, prairie adjoining is lolling and rich, and tb« 
settlement consists of eighty or ona hundred families. 

Mud Pruirie ia on Mud creek, a email branch of Big 
Besacoup oreek. Jl liea In Washington and Perry coun- 
ties, fourteen milea northeast from PincknevTille, and is 
l««el and rather wet. 
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Mud Prairie, tn Wayne eoontj, eight milea northweM 
fiom Fairfield, ia a low, wel traet, lighllj named. 

Mulbaty Grow, a Bmall groTe at ihe bead of Apple 
erseb, near the bouudaTj lios of Morgau and Sangamoa

Mutkeelo Cretk, rises in the laree prairM of Macon eoan- 
tj, and enters the North fork of oangatnoa, in Sangamon 
county. 

Muteooten Bay, a lai^ body of water in the northwest 
part of Hoi«an county, that anjtea with the Illinois riwi 
jaat above BeardatowD. In high water it bseones con- 
nected with the SangBmon rirer. 

Napiervilk, a town in Cook county, on the east side of 
the west fork of the Da Page, and baa fonr atorea, a eaw 
and grist mill, a school, twenty-five famities, and two- 
bondred and fifty inhabilanta. The cottntry around is dry, 
undulating aurface, and rich soil, with a tolerable supply 
of timber on the Du Page. 

Naples, a commercial town in Morgan coonty, ailuated 
on the illinoia river, two miles above Ihe month of the 
MauvaiBeterre, on section twelve, township Gfieen north, 
in range fourteen west from the third principal meridian, 
. It is laid off on a level prairie, at the foot of a eaod 
lidge, and shove 'ordinary high water. Very oocasionally, 
extreme dooda will oome over a portion of the town site. 

Here are several stores, three taverns, a medieal and 
drag shop, two physicians, a number of mechanics, three 
•team mills, ano one hundred families. 

Its commerce is considerable. In 1636, the arrivals and 
departures of steamboats amonnted to 309. Exports in 
produce, 1835, g96S,000. Imports in merchandise and 
■old wholesale and retail, 35,000. A railroad to Jackson- 
ville is now in progress of coDstruotion; dislance, via 
Bethel, 30 miles.

Niuj Ravtn, a post town, two miles above the month of 
me LIUle Wabash, on- the line between Gallatin and 
Wfaita coantiea. Here ia a large saw and flouring

Nob Lexinglan, t, towu site ind ]>oat office eight miiee 
northwesterly from Jackson Title, in Morsan connty. 
It has two atoree, two groceries, and fifteen or twenty 
families. 

jycwUn'i Setlknual, in Crawford eountj, ten miles north- 
west from Palestine, on the borders of a prairie, with fifty 
or sixty fatailies. 

Sewman'a Branch, a trifling stream in Morgan coanly, 
that rona sonthweat, and enters the Mauraiseterre noilh 
of Jacksooville. 

Jfewpcrl, a town site and landing at the montb of Apple 
creek, in Greene oounty. It contains two or three storaSi 
Utd half a dozen families. 

New Saltm, a poet office and town looeted in Sangamon 
Mont;, on the soothweat aide of Sangamon river, on a bluff 
and surrounded with a lar^e settlement It has three or 
foDT Stores, and thirty familiea. A griat and saw mill is 
here, erected on Sangamon river. 

It is on sectian twenty-five, eighteen north, seven west. 
' NawTON, the seat of justice for Jasper eoantjr, sitn- 
■ted on the west side of the BtnbarraH, on the road 
from Palestine to Vandal i a and about the centre of Iha 
county. 

It has one store, one grocery, a Baptist soctety.apd 100 
inliabitanie, 

ifiw Firginia, a settlement and trad of country in Bond 
eouDty, two miles east of Greenville, and on the Mad 
waters of Beaver creek. Here are aeveral fine groves, and 
good prairie.

It appears to hava been oriffinally a eontraolton, nsing 
the first syllable for the whole name, and prefixing the 
article — a practiee common among the earl; settlers and 
explorers of Illinois. 

Ohaupottoffiet is in Washington connt;, section twent;- 
five, township one south, five west, on the road from 
Nashville b; Hiddleton'a Ferr; to Lebanon. 

Okau Settitmettt, in (he southeastern part of Macon 
eonnC;, twent; miles from Decalnr, lies on the West fork 
of the Kaskaskia, and contains tweni; or ihirt; families. 

(Miaited'i Hound, an eminence In the prairie in Morgan 
count;, eight miles eooih of west fron Jacksonville. It 
was the tempoiar; seat of Justice for this count; previous 
to 1835.

. OrtndBrff"! MiU and Mtllement is on So^r oreek, in 
tiw south part of Tasewell conntj. Tlie Millemeot is 
large, and the land good. 

Oregon City, is tbe temporarv seat of justice far Ogle 
coDDIj, aitaated on the noTlh side of Rock river on a hand- 
tome elevated alluvion bottom, ten miles above Grand 
Detour, and fifteen milea above Dixonville. It haa tw« 
■tores and eieht or ten families. 

Ottawa, the teat of justice for La Salle oounty, waa 
laid off by the canal commiBiioners, in 1B30, at the junc- 
tion of Fox river with the Illinois, and is thought by many 
to be an important location for business. 

It is laid off on boOi tidea of the Illinois river, on the 
entire teetion numbered eleven, and in township thirty- 
three naith, in range three eatt of the third principal me- 
nd iaa. 

At the town site, the water of the Illiaoia is deep, end 
the landing convenient. Steamboats reach this place in 
the spring, and at other seasons when the water is hi^. 

Below, lor the distance ofeight or nine miles, are rapids 
and ahoals, formed by barriers of sand and lime atone 
rock. Ottawa hat 8 or 10 storaa, 9 taverns, 3 physiciana, 
.S lawyers, and 76 or 80 families. Large additions have 
been made to tbe town plal by laying off additional lots on 
laode adjoining. It is expected a lateral canal fcom the 
Illinois and Alichigan canal will pass through the town 
to the Illinois river. This, by means of ■ feeder to 
the rapida of Fox river will open a navigation into 
Kane county. Fox river is snsceptible of improvement 
by slackwater at small expense, into the Wiseoosin 
territory, and from thence by a short canal of fifteen 
milea may become connected with Milwaukee. Hence Ot- 
ttwa may he regarded as one of the most important ailet 
for commercial botioeaa in the itata. Near it damt are 
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klmd; projaeted lenwa the IlUnoii riyer and immeiiM 
water power thaa craated. The Otlm/im Bepi^Uean » 
weekly paper ie pnbliitied here. ' 

The conntrj around is pleasant, undulalin^, and wall 
adapted to faming'. The timber is in nDalf qaantitiea, 
cbiefl; in groTss; the prairie land gsBerall; drf aad lich 

Lime, and coarse free stone, in greU abandanee. 

Otter Creek, a Hoall atream that liaes in the prairies in 
the soulhweatern pari of Greenn oonntj, tods a weeterlf 
eiHirse, and enten the Illinois river abont foerteen miles 
abeTs its Janotion with the Miesiasippi. 

Towards its head is fine, ondulatioBrairie, bat lower 
down the anrface is timbered and broKin. 

Otttr Cruk rise* in tha Boathwestern part of Fallon 
oounty, rnna eaat, then sooth, and enters the Illinois in 
eection tweotv-two, three north, three eaat. Large bodies 
of timber and f^ood coal sre on this stream. 

Otler Creek, in Livingston counly, rises in La Salle 
eouniy, runs aouthweat, and eaters Vermilion river In 
the BODthweat uorner of thirty north, four east. Here 
is a valuable body of timi>st, rolling and rieh piairie 
and a la r^ settlement. 

Out Hmiee SetUemtnt, on Sugar ereek, in Clinton county, 
twenty-rwo miles southweel from Carlyle. 

Ox BatD Prairie is.in Putnam county, Isn miles sooth 
of Hennepin. It is a licb prairie, five miles long, and 
from one to two mites wide, shapeid like an ox bow, and' 
■onounded with excellent timber. Tbe prairie is over- 
spread with fine farms. 

Paddoek'i SetUemtid is in Madison county, on the Spring- 
fiele road, seven miles north of Bdwardaville. The prat- 
rie is nndalatiuK, fertile, and healthy. .-

From a report made bj Edward Coles, Kst^. fonoerly 
fovernor of lllioois, to the Seeretary of the treasury, it 
may be learned, " Tlie old Tillage of Peoria waa aitualed 
one mile and a half above the Fower exliemity or onilet 
of the Peoria lake. Tliis village had been inhabited by 
the French previona to ibe recDlleetioa of the present 
generation. About (he year 1778 or 1779, the first hooas 
was bailtio what waa then celled La Ville de Maillet, 
afterwards the new village of Peoria, and which hae rs- 
centlj been known by the name of Fort Clark, eimated 
about one mile and a half below the old villnffe, imme- 
diately at the lower poiiil, or outlet of the lake. The 
•itualion being preferred on account of the water being 
better, and ita being thought more healthy, the iobabi* 
taets gradually deaeried the old village, and by tha year 
1796 or 1T97| had entirely abandoned it, and removed to 
tbe new one. 

" The inhabitants of Peoria eonaisted generally of In- 
dian traders, hunters, and vojagera. and had long formed' 
Blink of conneoiioo betwen the French re* i ding on the 
great lakes and tbe Mississippi river. From (hat happy 
felicity of adapting themselvea to their silnation and ae- 
aooiates, for whicli the French are ao remarkable, (h« 
inbabitauls of Peoria lived generally in harmony with 
their sarage neighboura. It appears, however, that abont 
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Ihe TBBT 1761, they wan induoed to ibaridon ^m Tiltaga 
from m apprehenaion of Indian hmtiiilj; bat aoon aftur 
tbe peaea of 17B3, they again relumed, and eoniioaeil to 
leside there nntil the autuion of 1813, when tHR^y vera 
forcibly mmoTed from it, and the place destroy^ by a 
captain Craig, of th« lllinoii militia, on the groand, it 
waa aaid, ilial hia company of militia wai fired on in the 
night, while at anchor in their boats before the village, 
by Indians, with whom the inhabitants were snapected 
by Craig to he too iatimate and friendly." 

The inhabilanta betn? thua drivsn from the piaoa, 
fled to the French MtiTemenis on the Miaaisaippi fot 
ofaelter. 

la 1813, Peoria wsi occupied by the United State* 
tronpa, and a block honae erected and called Fort Clark. 
The timber was cut on the opposite side of the lake, and 
with coniiderable labor traoapoTted acrosa, and hauled 
on truck wheels by the men. 

After the termination of the war. Fort Clark was abaD> 
dotted, and the bnlldinga soon after bornt by the lodiani. 

The present town Is near its ruins. 

Wi^oul intending to do injustice to Beveral other bean- 
tiful town sites along the upper parts of the Illinois tiver, 
amon gat which iaPekin, Henneun, the foot of the rapids, 
Ottawa, etc. I shall copy .from Beck's Gasetteer the fol- 
lowing descripiioD of Peoria. 

"The situation of thia place ia beautiful beyond de- 
Bcription. From the mouth of the Kickapoo, or Redbnd 
oreek, which empties into tbe Illinois two milea iwlow 
(be old fort, the elluvionisa prairie which stretches il* 
■elf along the river three or four miles. 

** The shore is chiefly made up of rounded pebbles, 
and is filled with springs of the lineal water. The first 
batik, which is from six to twelve feet above high water 
njIBik, extends west aboal a quarter of a mile from the 
river, gradaally ascending, when it rieea five or six feel t» 
the second bank. This extends nearly on a level to tha 
bluffs, which are from sixty to one hundred feet in height. 
I'baas bhifla oonsisi of ronnded pebbles, overlayiag siMia 
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of line Btona aod uud itoiM, roDnded at ihn top, and ear- 
ratpondiag in their course with tha meaaders of the rirer 
Bod lake. The ateeat, although aleep, is not perpendi- 
oular. On the bluffs; (he aurlaoe again becomes level, 
aad is beaalifully iniersoerBed with prairie and woodland, 

" From the blnfTs the prospect is onconiDionij Sna. 
Looking towarda the eaat you £rst behold an eztenaiT* 
prairie, which, ia apring and aummer, ia corered with 
Ipaaa, with whoaa Kreen the brilliant baea of a thouaaad 
Sowers form the moat Hrelv contrast. Beyond this, the 
lake, clear aud calm, mey be jeen emptying ilself into, 
or by ita Qontraetioa fonaing the river, whose meanderai 
onl^ hid from the view by the beautiful groves of timber 
which here and there ariae, can be traced to Ae atmoat 
extent of vision." 

Peoria ia now rapidly advancing in population and im- 
provementa. In the summer of 1633, it consisted of 
about twenty-five families. Tbeae more than doubled in 
a few weeka fram emigration. 

Peoria now has twenty-five stores, two wholeaale and 
five retail groceries, two drug atores, two hoiela and ae- 
veral boarding houses, two free schools aud an incorpo- 
rated academy, two Preahvterian honsea of worahip and 
congTegationa, one Methodist, one Capiat, one Unita- 
rian and one Episcopal congregation, six lawyers, eight 
Often phyaiciane, one brewery, two steam eawmiEls, the 
UBuai proportion of mechanics, a court house ant^'jail and 
a population from fil^een to eighteen hundred, and rapidly 
iocreasins. The " Peoria Register and Northwestern 
Gaaettee^' is issued weekly, by S. M. Davia, Esq. The 
us people of this place appear to have been nncom- 
liberal, by contributing about tiaenly^hm the 
thUan the paat year for philanthropic purposes.

It has 
sis stores, a steatn saw and grist mill, and twenty ftmi- 
liea. 

Pkelpt'* Grose is on a small stream in Ogle coonty, 
that enters Rock riTur three miles above Oregon city. 

Pheht'i Prairie, in Franklin oonnly on the waters of 
Grab Orchard creek, Ivrelve miles sonlh of Frankfort, is 
good land, and somewhat rolling. 

In its neighbourhood is Poor prairit, a wet, level tract; 
and Jfrtghrt prairie, i^D undutating tract, with a cooaider- 
abls settiement. 

Phigley't Settlement lies between the head watcra of 
HcKee's creek and Bear creek, in Adams oouDty. It has 
about twenlySve families.

PiHCXNivviLLi, a small villBjce, and the seat of justice 
for Perry county. It is altuated on the west side of Big 
Beancoup creek, at the head of the four mile prairie, and 
on section twenty-four, Gveeonth, three west. It has four 
■tores, one tavern, one grocery, and fifteen or twenty fami- 
lies, and is surrounded with a large settlement of indns- 
trious farmers. 

Pint Creek, in Ogle connty. It rises in the prairie be- 
tween Rock river and White Oak grove, rnBS a southeast

Piper't Paint, a Bslllement in Greene coanty, uxteee 
miles iKHtbeaet from Carrollton, sdjoiiiiiig Siring prairie, 
and the timber of Apple creek. The land is tolerably 
leTel. rich, and proporlionablj diTided into limber and 
prairie. There are sixi; or seventj families in this aeU 
tiemeat. 

Pitkcuaa, a branch of Kishwaukee. It rises in Boon* 
eoeniy, and soma of it* head braaohes probably ovei the 
bonadary line, raos a soulhweetern course, and entera Ihe 
north branch of the Kiehwaakee, in section [wenty-Gve, 
township forty-four north, range four east. Near its head 
the aoil la wet, but further down, dry and undulating. 

PiTTsriELD, the new seat of justice for Pike county, 
wee laid off \a April, 1833, on the southwest quarter of 
aection tweniy-four, five south, font west. It is a high 
and healthy situation, in an undulating prairie, and on Itie 
dividiii^ jidge nearly equidialanl from the Illinois and 
Mississippi rivers. The country around is fertile, and 
proporlionably distrijjuted into timber and pratiie, and is 
rapidly setlljng. 

PiltsGeld has three alorea, two grciceries, two taverns, 
three lawyers, one physician, several mechanica, and from 
IM to 3O0 inhabitants. 

Plpin/Uld, a village and post town in Will eoeaty, on 
section nine, township thirty-Hix north, nine east, and 
nine miles north- north west from Juliet. 

It has Iwo stores, two taverns, several mechanical 
trades, a Methodist and a Bapcisl congregation with 
. hoDsee of worabip) and between four and five hundred la- 
babitants. 

Plainheld is beautifully sitoated on an undulating prai- 
rie, east aide of the Du Page, and adjoining Walker's 
grove. 

Pfatet a town site laid off on Iroqeoia river, four miloa 
from the month of Spring creek, in Iroquois coanty. A 
steam mill is to be erected here. 

Pleaianl Grout, in Boone county, on the stege road from 
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Chieago to Ottena, on th* MotfMBSt aide of the Khfamtn- 
kee, snd IwcItb Tniles east of BeWitlera. It is aboni foar 
miles lon^ and one mile wid«, iiirroundBd with a lioh, un* 
dutslin^ prairie. A considerable aetllanieDt ■rouBd. 

PUamt OroBt, three milea king aud one wide, and m 
Mtllament of twenly-fiTO or ihirlj families, in Tasewell 
eoontj, eight miles east of Pebin.on the waters of Dil- 
loo'a creek. The land is rich, and the timber coosisla of 
watnat, sugar maple, linden, oak, etc. 

Pktuant Orove, in Morgan 000017, *■ wUlemenl on tha 
borders of Sweet's prairie, between Manehesler and Win- 
chester. The land in thia qaarter ia good, vith a dae mix- 
ture of timber and prairie.

Plant Riinr, in Jo Daviese eoaHty, rises near Kellogg'a 
grOTe, runs southwest, and enters the Mississippi ten miles 
below Rush creek, it is a good mill stream. 

Abore i(a mouth ere rapids. The country along its 
borders is a mixture of timber and prairie. It is divided 
into South, Narlh, and Middle foria, and here ia aome of 
die finest farming land in the country. 

Point Eepublic, a post ofiice and settlement, near the 
Vermilion river, in La Salle coonty, and on Iheroad from 
Hennepin to Ottawa. 

PoleetU Creek, a stream in Coles coonty, that rises in

The faoaaesare bailt in the French 
Vjle, the streets very narrow, and the iohahilants preserve 
more of the Eimpliciij of charaoler and habits peeallaT to 
earl J limes, titan aoy village in IlliDois. It hat its village 
lots, common fields, and comoions, tit* peenliariUes of 
which are noticed nnder the article " Caiuikia." 

Prairie du Rocher, in I7Sfi, contained fourteen families;

Here is a Catholic church dedieated to St. Solspiee, 
but at present has no resident prieet. AmerioBD settlers 
have not yet diatnibed the repose of Ibis ancient comiDD- 
nity. The mine of Fort CharlreB are three miles north

Pratl't Prairie, in the nortiieaatem part of Greene 
county, fifteen miles northwesterly from CarrollloD. 

Pratker'e Seltkment, on Apple creek, in the nordl-

Pretlon, a town site in Randolph connty, east of llm 
Kaskaskia river. 

Prophet'* villagt, a post office and town ute on Rock 
river, in Henry connly, and on the road from Roshvill« 
and Werren ooantT to Qaleoa. 

On the south sice of the rivet is a handsome town site, 
on a hi^h, nndnlating bottom. The opposite side of the 
river is Inundated at high floods. 

Rook river can be forded i ' 
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Froaped Hill, in 8t, CUir coanly, one mila konth of 
Belleville, and Ihs residenes of Major Washington Weat 
Spread out before this delightfal aitiiatioa is one of tha 
mont beaotiful prairies in the Btate, about five miles in

Pritux'i SeltUmtnt is on a branch of Spoon river, twen- 
ty mllea narthvreat from Peoria, in tan and eleven north, 
ranges six and seven east. Here are three groves of tim- 
ber, from which at least one hundred farms might be snp- 
plied. The soil is a rich olay, and nndnlating. The pre- 
sent population does not exceed fifteen families. 

Pritiaton, a town site on the hordera of Jersey prairie, 
in Moi^n county, ten miles north from Jacksonville, in 
township seventeen north, in range ten west. The but- 
face ia undulating, and the surrounding country one of 
of the RncBt traciB of land in the stale, and the settlement 
is large.

Pnnceton, a town site in Putnam county, in Bnreaa 
setilemeni, ten miles north of west from Hennepin. It 
was laid off by colonists from Northampton, Massachn- 
setls, in 1833, contains a poet office of the same name, and 
is in the heart of a flourishing aettlnneDt and a rich body 
of land. 

Funekeoa Camp, a creek near the north aide of Mor-

QuiRcr, the seat of justice of Adams county, is situa- 
ted on the bluff of the Mississippi on section two, two 
sooth, nine west.

bluffe and ravine*. 

Racoon Crak, a amall atream that rana acroaa the Dorth

Btaidoipk, a town tile at the month of the Piaaao on 
(ha Miaaisiippi, on fractional seciioDe tweaij-five and 
twenty-six, toWDship two aorth, eleven west and about ' 
•quidiaiant between Alton and Granon. It ia laid out 
above the Piaeaa and betwixt that atream and the Misai»> 
aippi, on table land, above the higheat floods. Abund- 
ance of lime alone and good timber, water privileges uid 
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nev»r MWag flpring*, a ^ood landing for stMmboats and 
other Bdrantaffes are found here. 

Lots to the Talae of ^0,000 have been eold this apring 
and boildinga are in procees at ereclioD, especially a large 
hotel. 

Bando^k^a Omw, on Kiekapoo creek, above Big groTe, 
above twelve milea aonth fmro Bloooiington, in McLean 
conntj. In shape, it is almost circular, and ia a valua- 
ble tract of lend, oonlainiog lima atone, and a population 
of about fort; families. The grove eompTiees aboat 
twelve sections of limbered land. A post office. 

Bapidi o/Hlinou. There is a eDceeesion of rapids in 
tbe Illinois, both above and lielow the mouth of Fox 
river, with intervals of deep and smooth water. Fion 
the month of Fox river lo the foot of the rapids la nine 
miles — the descent in all eight feet. The roek soft sand 
Btone mixed with gravel and aheltj lime stone. Nine 
miles above Fox river the grand rapids commence, aod 
■Xtend ten or twelve miles. They are formed by ladgen 
of rock in the river, and rocky islands. 

The whole descent from the snrfnce of lake Michi^n, 
at Chicago, to the fool of the rapids, a distance of nine- 
tj-fonrand one-fourth mitea, ia HI B7-100(aet. 

Bapidi of the Miuittippi, These are diatinguisfaed aa 
the Leaer and Upper rapida. 

The Louier, or, as freqaenily called, th« Da Moinei, be- 
eanse opposite the mouth of that river, are twelve miles 
long, and formed by beds of rock. They injure the na- 
vigation in low water, and sometimes entirely prevent 
Ihe passage of large boats. 

The l^a- Hapidi comnvnce at Rock Island, and ex- 
tend eighteen miles up the river. The navigation of 
these rapids is abont to be improved by the general go- 
vernment for which parpoae an appropriation was made 
last congresB. 

Ratlan't Prmrie is tn Madison county, seven miles 
nonhwesi from Edwardaville. It is level, some portions 
rather wet, and anrrouuded with fine l^rms. 

Baa'* StUkmtia is on tho east side of Haiwoek eonnty, 
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in &*e north, five wwt— m fine treet on tbe waters of 
Crooked creek. 

SeadJIeld, a town lite in Pike eoant; on Beclion thirty, 
four aoDtb, fl*o w«Ht. 

Seelor't Fork, in GalUtio coaoly, is a branch of the 
North fork of Saline ereek, which it eol«TB fifteen miles 
above Equality. 

Jtieada'i Sellkment, in Greene ooaaly, south of the 
HaooDpin, and fiHeen miles soatheast of OarroUtos. A 
mixtore of timber and prairie. 

Jliehlaud Creek, a small strsaoi and branch of Sanga- 
mon river. It tises in the prairies near the horders of 
Morgan coanly, tuns a northerly course, and enters San- 
gnmon river below Spring creek. The land on its bor- 
ders is first rate. 

Jitckkmd, a Iribnlary of the Kaskaskta, in Shelby coun- 
ty, rises on the esst side of the county, runs southwest, 
and enters the Kaakasbia rirer near the lina of Fayette. 
A large settlement in the eoutheastem part of the county. 

Richland, a amall creek in St. Clair county, that rius 
In O^e's prairie, runs sooth past Belleville, and unites 
with Piaine da Long creek, in the eaat part of Monroe 
county. The land upon its borders ia proportioned into 
timber end prairie, and of excellent quality. 

Jtichland GroBt, on Camp CTeek in the eastern part of 
Mercer and western part of Henry county, ia a Tajuable 
body of timber, live miles long, and an average width of 
two miles. It ia priocipsUy in fifteen and six noilh and 

Biehwoodt. Three tracts of limbered land in Greene 
county are known by this n$me, one of which is also 
called linden bUlom. 

The limbered tract north of Apple creek, and betwesD 
Apple creek prairie and the Illiaoia bluffs, IteaiH ibis 

A tract of limber lying between Carrollton and filoS'- 
dale, several milea in extent, has also received this name. 
The land ia undulatiog, rich, well timbered, sad is ocou- 
pisd by a luge seltlement.

oonoly.

Clair couDtj ee far south aa Belle*ille, bot long aince, 
where farme hare not been made, it has been interaected 
by a loxuriafit growth of limber, lis purfacs is eently 
vndnlating, the aoil rich, and ia aorrounded and indented 
with many fine Airma, 

Rid^ Prairie post office ii at Troy, Madiaon coonly, 
•even milea aoDtheaal from Edwardiville, on tbe road to 
Carlyle. 

Xdge Sdllanent, in Clioton eoaaty, from three In aix 
initea aoutb of Carlyle, ia a large aettiament and in a 
good tract »l land. 

Sidge SeltlematI liea in Union connly, on the road U> 
Browneville, and extends into Jackson county. It ia a 
high, billy, timbered tract of good land, well watered, 
and has from one hundred to one baadred and fifty fami* 
liea. 

£>Mr PrtaaU is the settlement which extend* aiony 
the Wabash river opposite Vincen(ies,in LawreiiM county. 
It ia a rich bottom, heafily timbered, and contaias sixty 
or serenty families. 

Bobimon't Creek riaea in the northweetern part of Shel- 
by eounly runs a aoath conrae, and eutera tbe Kaakaakia 
river near Shelbyville. Ttie eonotry on its borders ia 
proportioaed into timber and piaiiie, aad has a large set- 
tlement. 

Badutltr, ■ town aite in Sannmon connty, at tbe Jane. 
tion of Ihe North and Soaib forks of the Sannmon river, 
ten milea east of Springfield, on the piinolpalroad to D» 
calnr. It baa a steam and other mills, and twenty-five 
or thirty families, and a poet office. 

Boek Crtek risea in Adams county, in one nor^. seven 
weat,rnna weal, and entara the aonib prong of Bear creek. 
Tb* land ia Umber aad prairie, and exsrileDi.

Soekford, ft town lite in Winnebago c«anly at the ra- 
)>idi of Rock river in townehi)) forly-four north, and on 
the Btage load from Chicago to Uaiena, Here is im- 
tneaie power for hydraulic purposes, and mitiH are erect- 
ing. 

BoA Itkmd ia id the Misaiastppi, three miles above the 
mouth of Rock river. It is three milei long, and from 
ope half 10 one mile wide, with lime stone rock for its 
base. Fort Armsliong ii on ita south end. On two sidt« 
the rock ia twenty feel perpandicnlat above the river, and 
forms the foundation wall of the fuit. A jiorlion of the 
island is cultivated. 

. Rock hland City is laid oat on a mn^iiificent scale, at 
the Junction and in the forks between K^k river and the 
MiselsBippi. In connection a company baa been chartered 
to out a canal from the MiBsiesippi, near the head of llie 
Dpper rapids, aoroea to Rock river, b^ which it ia said, an 
immense hydraulic power will be gained. The town site 
aa surveyed, extends over a large area and includes 
Bttphtjuon the seal of juEtice.. 

Setk Port, a town site in Fits conDty,on the Snycartee 
Slough, and where it atrikes the bluff and high grounds. 
Here the Alias mills are in operation for sawing and mano- 
fHtniing floor on an extensive scale. A ohailer has been 
granted and a company formed to open a steamboat canal 
trom the Snycartee to Ihe Mississippi rivers, at a point 
three miles above Rockport, where the Snyeariee ap- 
proaches within half a mile of the Mississippi, and 
thas furnish steamboat navigation direct to the town. 

Hack Rivtr a large, navigable stream in the northern 

Eart of the stale, that enlerB the Mississippi three miles 
slow Rook Island. Its principal head is in a region of 
lakes and swamps, towards Fox river of Gteen Bay, ita 
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coniae south, and then BODthwesteily. Anodiei head is 
Caifieh, a stream in Wieconejii territory, that coniieeta 
together the >' Four laka" the head waters of which 
corameoce in a swamp a few miles south of fort Wiaoe- 
bago. The country towards the head of Rock river is 
made up alternately of swamps and quag mires, ridges, 
of sand and shrubby oaks, wiih tracts of rich, dry, un- 
dalalin^ land. The 7We Tremblani, fii trembling land, 
is in this region, so called from the shaking of the Bur- 
Lics while passing orer it. The rnilitiaof llliuoisBuITered 
much ia passing their horses through this country in 1S3S 
while pursuing the army of Black Hawk. 

After Rock river eaters the state of Illinois it receives 
the Peek-a-lon-o-kee, and several smaller slreams, front 
the right; and from the left, Turtleriver, Sycamore, Greeo 
liver and several amallar etreama. 

Muchofthecountry through which it passes in llliooisia 
prairie. Ahout the mouths of Turtle river and Sycamore 
creek are large bodies of timber. It generally passes alons 
a channel of lime and sand Btone rock, and has severlil 
rapids of suue exlent ihst injure the navigation st low 
water. The first are three or four miles above its mouth. 
The second are twelve or fifteen miles below Dixon's 
ferry. The next are below the Paek-a-lon-o-kee. 

The country generally along Uock river to the boundary 
line is beauiifuTlj undulating, the soil rich, and the tim- 
ber deficieDL This, however, will not pteveal it from be- 
coming an extensive agriculinral region. 

liock Spring is situated in St. Clair county, on the Vin- 
eennes and iSt. Louie stage road, eighteen miles east of 
the latter place, and eight and a half miles Dortheast of 
Belleville.

Sound Grove is a email traot of limber deaeiibed by Its 
name in Warren county, in ten north, three weet. 

Round Prairie, in the noithea stern part of Schuyler conn- 
ty, OB Williams's ereek twenty miles from RushTilie. It is 
a rich, dry, undulating prairie, four miles in diameter, and 
■urronoded with limber. 

Bound Prairie, in Wabash county, twelve miles north- 
east from Mount Uarmel,fonr mites in d I ameter, very fertile, 
and has eighteen or twenty fine farms on it. 

Jtound Prattie, in Bond connly, six miles west of 
nonh from Greenville, is from one to two miles in dia- 
. meter. It is anduladng and rich, surrounded with s 
large body of good timber, and has a considerable set- 
tlement. 

Round Prairie, in Perry county, oa the east side of 
Beaneoup, pight or nine miles from Pinckneyville. It is 
one mile wide, and from one to two miles long, and has a 
good settlement. 

Bound Prairie, the forks nf Sugar creek end the sooth 
fork of Sangamon river, in Sangamoa eonnty, a fine tract of 



rises between Flam and Apple rivers, roaas aouibwestem 
coarse, Rod enters the Mississippi six or eight mites below 
Apple river. The first six lailes from the month ia tow, 
wet, bottom land; above are alternate bottoms and pre- 
eipitona blob. At tiia head is a fine farming country, 
.wilh considerable timber. 
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Rkrhvilli, the seat of justice for Sehnyler oountj, is 
eitaated in ttie cenlral part of the coanly, at the eoDtheud 
of a beautiful prairie, on section (birtj, two norlb, one 
west, ten miles from the Illinois livei at the Qeareet point, 
and twelve from Beardstown. 

It lias eigbt or ten atorei, Tsrioas meohanica and pro- 
feesional men, Preabjleiian, Methodist, Kpiscopalianand 
Caiupbeltite churches, and 1000 iuhabitaata. A charter 
for a railroad to the Illinois river opposite Beardstown has 
been granted. 

The court honse ia of brink, two stories, and the people 
have erected a brick school houee. Good bnilding etone 
and plenty of coal are found in the *iciniEy. 

The settlements aroand Rusbvtlle are large, and tbe vil- 
lage itself eihibite a quietness and neatness in its sk* 
ternal appearance that is pleasiug to the traveller. 

Hutteir» Grove, in McDononcb county, north of west from 
Macomb, is a fine tract of limbered land surrounded with 
rich prairie, and aconaiderable aettlemenL 

Suutlvilit, a town site and post office on the Wabash 
river in the northeast corner of Lawrence county. 

Sadomi, a small grove end settlement at (he heqd tim- 
ber of tlie Kaskaskia, on the load from Springfield to 
Danville. 

Salcm, the seatof jiiBiice for Marion coanty, is situated 
on the eastern border of the grand prairie, on the Vinceones 
and St. Louis stage road, on section eleven, two north, 
nnge two east of tbe third principal meridian. It is a 
pleasant village of about thirty families, 

iSii/iiu, a navigable stream in Gallatin county, that enters 
the Ohio river twelve miles below Shawneelown, on sec- 
tion five, eleven sonth, ten east. It is made by three prin- 
cipal branches distinguished as the Jforth, South, and 
MiddU for/a, which unite near Equality. 

The Sbrlh fork rises near McLeansboro' in Hamilton 
county, and runs a southerly course. 

The Sooth fork rises on the borders of Johnson etd 
Franklin counties, takes an easterly course, and unites 
with the North fork. 
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ThB ISddkfirk riMI on Ihe east Bid« of Franklio eonn- 
tj, takeas aootheasteTly emirae, aiid aniiea with the Soadi 
wrk m («w milea abova Eaualitj. 

Saline oreak la naTi{ribls for'al«BiDboBts to Eqaalil;, 
(barteen mlltn. 

SaUtbtirti, a village Jaat commeDced in the borHer of Ihe 
timber of Rieliland creek, ten mile* northwest froca Spring- 
fleld, in Sangamon conntj. 

SaU Orrei, in Effinghan ctmntj. Eve miles east of Ew- 
ington, and on the west aide of the Fourteen Mile prai- 
lie. It is lawe enongh for a mill stream, ftnd enters the 
Little WabneL liTer ten or twelve miles below Ewing- 

SaB Brtth rieee in the prairiea north of Dn Page, rnns 
M eaaterlj oonne and enters the Des Plaioes near the 
Chicago road. The timber is good and the prairie land 
drr, undnlating, and rich soil. 

The settlement eontains fifieen or twenty families; the 
land is tolerably gooi, and the SDrfaee rolling. 

Sail Crett ^tlcmeat, on the north side of Macon conn- 
tf, twenlTiniles from Decalur, of about one hundred fa- 
milies, The land is good, with plenty of prairie. 

SaM Crttk post office is io the the aboT« settlement. 

Salt Prairie, in Calhoun county, lying between the 
bluffs and Salt Prairie alou^h. 

It is a dry, rich prairie, six miles long, and half a mile 
wide, densely seliled with about sixty families. Fine 
■priogs break out from the foot of the bluffs, and a large 
saline rises at the head of Ihe prairie, which furnishea 
abundant salt water for slock. 

Sail Prairie Slough, a small arm of the Mississippi, in 
Calhoun eonnty, six milea long, near Ihe foot of which is 
Oilead. It is navigable for small boats, and affords an 
excellent harbor. 

Sangtimon Jtiver, a prominent branch of the Illinois. It 
nsBB in Champaign county, in the moat elevated region of 
that portion of the stale, and near Ihe head waters of Ihe 
two Vermiliona and the Kasfaaekia rivers. It waters 
Sangamon aiid Macon counties, and p«ta<^f Taiewell, 
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McLean, Monlgomeiy, Shelby, and ChamjiaigncoaDiiai. 
lu geiiarsl course ia northneaierly. Besides a numbM 
of BQiHlIer Hlreams, noticed ia their alphabetical order, U 
Clary's, Rock, Riahland, Prairie, Spring, Lick, Sugar, 
Horse, aod Brush creeks, on the south side. Bad CranOf 
Cantriirs, Fancy, Wolf creeks, and other.Birearaa on tha 
north side, its three principal heads are Salt Creek, North 
fork, and South fork. 

Sail creek riaes in McLean county, twBotj'tvo norlb, 
ranges four and fire east, and runs a westerly coursa 
throagh the norlhweat corner of Macon into Sangamon 
conntj, where, after receiving Kickapoo and Sugar cieekSi 
and Bcteral Hmallei ones, it enters the Sangamon river in 
the northwest part of lownshlp nineteen north, range six 
west. Its two principal heads are called the North fork 
of Salt creek, and Lake fork of Sait creek. 

North forif, which may be regarded as the main alream, 
tiaes in Champaign county, near the heads of the Vel' 
milion river of the Illinois, the Vermilion of the Wabash, 
and the Kaskaskia, in twenty-four north, seven east, in a 
amall lake. It runs southwesterly throogh Macon, then 
Bontb, then west into Sangamon coanty, where it reeeJvM 
South fork and Salt creek. 

The South fork of Sangamon riaes hy aeveral branchoa, 
in the northwestern part of Shelby, and the northeaitern 
pari of MooigoiDery counties, rune a southeastern ooursf, 
and forms a junction with the Norlb fork in sislaen north, 
four west, seven miles east from Springfield. 

Sangamon river and its branebea flow through one of 
die richest and n>ostdelif(htfulportionsDf the Great West. 
Complaints are made of the extent of the piairiea, but ihia 
offers no serioua inoonvenience for the preaent. These 
prairies for many yeare will afford range for thousands of 
cattle. The general aspect of the country on the Sanga- 
mon ia level, yet it ia sufficiently undulating to permit tha 
water to escape to the creeks. It will soon conatiiat* 
one of the richest aericultoral disiriels in Ihe UnlteU 
Stales, the soil being of soch a nature that immeosecrops 
can be raiaed with little agricultural labor. 



The Snitganioii i* navigible for steimboatR of the smiTI- 
er clsM to the jnnctjon of the North and South forks, and, 
with a little labor in clearing oat the drift wood, each prio- 
eipal fork may be oariga tea with flat boats for a lone dis- 
tance. In the spring of 1838 a iteamboat of the lar^r 
clae« arrived within five miles of Springfield, and dis* 
charged iti cargo. At a small expense in clearing out the 
loga, and cutting the stooping trees, this river would be 
mvigable for Bteamboals half the year. From a bend 
near the moalh of Clary's creek, fifty miles above the 
mouth of the Sangamon, the waters find a channel throngh 
the low gronads and slooghs to tbe vicinity of Beards- 
town, so that keel-boats can pass in this direction into the 
Sangamon. It is thooght that with small expense, a eom- 
niDnioallon might be opened in this direction. The ira- 
provement of tlie navigation of tbia river by siockwater, 
tiie connection with Beardetown by a canal, and tbe open- 
ing a navigable water communication across the stale.by 
this route have already been saggested. 

Sangioaoit, a village and post office on the left bank of 
Sangamon river, 7 miles northwest from Springfield. It 
hasa steam saw and flour mill and 10 or IS familiei. 

Sand Creek is a small atreain in Shelby eoonty, ten 
miles northeaat of Shelbyvilte, and enleis the KaskaakU 

Sand Creek Seilkmeni, in Shelby coanty, eight miles 
northeast of Sbelhyriile. The land is good, aud the set- 
tlement lai^. 

Sandy, a small mill stream that rises on the west side of 
La Salle county, rans aouthweat, and enters the Illinois 
in Putnam county. 

Sandy Creek post office is in La Salle eonnty, on sec- 
tion ten, township thirty north, one west. 

Sandy, a small mill atreara in Morgan connty. It rises 
near the South fork of the Hauvaiseterre, rnna a eonthwesl- 
erlj course past Winchester, aud enters the Illinois river 
above Apple Creek. 

Sandy, an insignificant Btieam, ud branch of Cash 
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liver, in Alexander coonty. The land near it is rolling 
■urface and rather thin snil. 

Sand Prairie, a prairie of lome eilent, nn'I a sattlement 
of eighty or a hnndred families, in Tszewetl countj, four 
miles soutb of Pekin, A rich sand; soil. 

Saii'^ga-nai'kce Swamp, is a sloughed tract of innndstod 
land ill Cook county, about twenty miles louthweat of 
Chicago. After perforating through a few feet of mod, 
llie bas« is found to be lime atone. The canal cornmia- 
•ioners >re authorised to cause a survey of this roots frooi 
the Illinois and Michigan canal to the Oalnmet, foi a lale- - 
rel canal. 

Sauk viUagt, in Rock Island county, u-as three miles aboTv 
Rock river, and four miles east of Rock iHland. This 
W3B forrnerly the chief lillsge of Ihs Sauk nelion. Hem 
were Indian fields fenced with poles, bark cabins, plats of 
blue grass pasture, and a large body of rich prairie land. 

The white settleiiienl here is large, with fine fwiiiB. 

iSarania, a town and post office on the MisBiasippi, 
ia Jim Daviess county, above Iha mouth of Plum creek, and 
a point for Ibe central rail road from tho mouth of Oliia 
to Galena. 

StatUri ofCtuh. This name is given b^ tiie people of ' 
Johnson couniy to a auoneHBion of ponds in which Cask 
rivet " »ealta-i" itself. They are in township thirteea 

Seminart/ Ihunutdp, s settlement in the sonthwest 
corner of Fayette county, being five north and one west of 
the third principal meridian. It is a township of land, 
thirty-ail miles square, granted .by congiess to Illinois 
for purposes of education, U has since been reUaquish- 
ed to tiie general governmeal, and in place thereof, aa 
equal quantity is lo be selected from unsold lands within 
the state. The Kaskasltia river crosses its eoutheasteta 
part, and the Hurricane fork runs Ihroogh il near lis wea- 
lorn boundary. 

It is proportioned into timber and praiiie, eantunsmoch 
good land, snd about thjrly-five familieB. 

ikttatekuiiw, a Btreajw in Peoria county, rises tn thifteen 
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Borth, eifht rut, and nini a derioos course, nearlj par- 
■llel with the II Iidoib, which it enters in section eighteea, 
eleven Dorth, nine eaat, twenty miles above Peoria. 

There i* mach good land, both tinibpred and prairie, 
on thi* creek, and a eettlement of twentj or tliirtj hath 
liei. 

It derivea ita name from a well known Indian chief 
who fortnerlj resided nt ita month. 

Sentx, ft poat office in Mel.ean eonoty, fifleen miles 
Mil of Bloomington, on aeetion Iwenty-sereD, township 
twenty-three north, four eatt. 

Seven Mik Cretk, in Ogle coanlj, risea near tbe Buffalo 
pore, nica an east course, and enters Rock rirer sin 
miles above Dixon's ferrj. The coantrj for twentj or 
thirty miles above Dixon's ferry is generally prairie, tnlcr- 
•pcrsed with small proves' of Ibree or four hondred acres 
•aeh) gently andnlaling, aoit dry and very rich. From 
thence on the road to Galena tbe snrface is hilly and bro- 
ken. 

Snwi Mlt Prairie, Jn While eonnty, seven miles west 
of Carmi, contains a large and floDrishlng settlement and 
post otSce. 

Sextoa'i Creek, a smell stream in Alexander eoonty, 
ranning westwsrri, and emptying into the Mississippi • 
short distanoe below Cape Gimnlesu. 

The bottom land is rich, but the upland near it is roll* 
tng and rather thin soil. This by mistake is called Sea- 
lor>'s creek, on some maps. 

Shannon'* Slort, a post office and setllement, in Ran- 
dcdph county, eiirhteen miles northeast nf Kaskaekis, on 
the road to Vandalia. Here is a town site called Colara- 

Shtaimeelown is the principal commercial town in the 
•oothem part of the state. It is situated on the Ohio rirer, 
abontten miles tielow the mouth of the Wabash, in sec- 
tion six, of township ten south, in range ten eaal of the 
third principal meridian, in latitude thirty^seven degreea 
forty minutes north. 

Ihe bank of the Ohio at this place has a grsdoal as- 
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eeat, bni is anbiecl to, inundBtion it the extrema Aooi*. 
Between the town and itie bluffs tlie eucrBce ia Mill - low^ 
et, tnd more frcquentlj submeiged. Thonch ao conside- 
reble sickueM has prevailed in ihii town for some jeara. 
past, it cannot but be regarded as less health; than iha 
more elevated portions of the Blala. 

Considerable commercial buaiaeBB is tranaacted at thik 
placet both in the wholesale and retail line. .It has dght 
or ten slores, several groceiies, two public houaes, an4 
six or seven hundred inhahitantB. , 

The land office for the district is in &haira«etown. A * 
priDting office is here nhich publiabes a weeklj paper 
called the " IlUnait ddvertiier." There is alao a bank 
here which was chattered b; the territorial legislature, aD4 
which baa lalelj reconnneneed doing baaineaa, after a 
BQSpension of several jears. 

Shilbttille, the Beat of justice for Shelby coudIj, 
is situated on the west bank of the Kaskaskia river, on 
elevated aad limbered loiui, on sectiiyi seven, eleven north, 
fonr east. It has six stores — three groceries—a brick 
court house, forty feet square, two stories, with a cupola 
— and forlj-five or fifty families. The country^ around it 
is pxcelleot land, a mixture of timber and prairie, and lb* 
settlements are exteoaive. There ia alarge sulphur spring 

Shiioh, a settlement in St. Clair county, six miles north- 
east from Belleville. Here ia a Methodist meeting bouts 
and camp ground. 

Shipleg't Prairie, a small prairie in Wayne county, fiva 
miles southeast of Fairfield, -and baa fifteen or tweu^ 
families. 

Shmd Creth, a fine alream thai risea in Montgomery 
county, runs southwesterly tbrongh Bond and Clinloa, 
and enters the Kaaka^kia river in section six, one south, 
four west. It is formed by the union of the East, Weal, 
and Middle forks, and might be made navigable for small 
cralt to a considerable distance. Its branches are Beaver, 
East, and West forka. The timber on ita banks isof*»- 
liooe kinds, and from two tosixmilesin width, with prai- 
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iiM between «Bch Ibik. The Boil is Mcond nte, and the 
•Biface in *om« piaeet is rolling-, in otbera level. 

Sh«al Crtek Bndge and pott office, in Clinton eonniy, 
en ibe Vincennei and St. Louis road, nine milee west of 
Carlyle. 

Skoal Crttk Prairie, an extenaive prairie ijing to tlis 
wMt of Shoal creek, in Clinton, Bond, and Afuntgoinety 
eoantiea. Its ttera^e width is eight miles. It is slight- 
ly rolling;, and eontains mach ffood land. 

Shoal Credc Sttlltmrtd, In cTIdIod conntj, twelve milea 
* •onthtreat from Carljle. 

jSAoctofton, a post office in Warren coanlj, on seeUon 
twelve, townahip eight norib, ran^ eiz east, and on 
the road from Commerce to Monmouth. 

iSftonl'a Setllenent, in Mercer eonntj, betweeo Edwards 
tiTer and the Mississippi, and seven miles ahove New 
Boston. Timber and prairie interspersed; rich, drj land, 
and nneven. 

Shook' t Settlement, in the American bottom, In Monroe 
•oontj. The land aroandia rich pnirie. 

Shaty's Seftlenent is in the eastern part of Adams coon- 
ty, near the bi^ds of Bear abd McKee's creeks, and the 
land is leas rolling than other portions of the same county. 

Siloan Grove, a aettleroent and post office in Cass coon- 
ly, sixteen miles eon th -south west from Beardaiown. It 
il at the head of Job's creek, and both the timber and 
prairie are excellent land. 

Sidney, a town site in Champaign county, on Salt Fork 
of the Vermilion river, on the south side oF section nine, 
township eighteen north, rtrage ten west, on the northern 
cross rail road from Springfield by Decatur to Danville. 

Silver Creek rises in the northern part of Madiaon codii- 
ty, rans sonlh into St. Clair, and enters the Kaskaakia in 
section twenly-eight, two south, seven west. It is aboot 
fifty miles in length, haa several branches, and passes 
through a fertile and welt populated country, diversified 
with limber and prairie. Its name was given from the 
Boppcsod existence of Silver mines, not far from Hock 
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Sprin^i when the eulj Franoh ezploren mide ccnaide- 

Stanmnma/, a ■tream io Ihe aorthwest comer of tlia 
•tate. ll riaea id Ihe prairiea or WiaconaJD territory, iniw 
a aoathweet courae, and eniera the Hieaiasinpi aix miles 
abava Fever liver, and neaily west from G^ena. 

Timber' aeaitering, same cedar Bod a few pinee. 

Sifgreave't Settltmtat, in CJinloD counlj, EwelTe mile* 
Bouth of Carljle. 

Six's Prairie Ilea in the aouthern part of Scliuyler 
CDuntj, seventeen ntilee west of eo:ilh from RushTille, 
and seventeen inilea north weal from Naplea. It ia a rich, 
undulalinz, dry tract, ten miles long, end three mitet 
broad, and anrrounded with excellent limber. The Bat- 
tlement commenced in 18'29, and now contains sevpniy- 
five or eighty families. The poet office is <-alIed MituU 
Slcrliag. 

Six SILlt ia the name of a creek, and a settlement, in 
Pike county. The creeli heads in Ihe interior and rnlera 
Snycartee near the county line of Calhoun. The seide- 
meni on it la large. 

Six Mile Prairie,'m the American bottom, aonth western 
part of Madison counly — a rich tract of alluvion, with 
fine farms, and anrrounded with a heavy body of limber 
—rather unhealthy. 

Six 3ftlc Prairie, in Perry connty, nine milea southwest 
of Pinclineyville, is nine milea long and sii mites wide. 
It is level, tolerably good aoil, and settled along il< 
eastern border. 

Skillet Fork, a large branch of the Little Wabaah. It 
rises in the prairies east of Vandalia, and rnnniog a 
'aouthern coorse, enters Ibat river in the northern part 
of While county. Its banka are subject to inunJalion. 
The land adjoining il is fertile, but too level far conveni- 

SkilUt fork Sdtktiital, in the northeast coiner of Har 
mihon county. 

Skillrt Fork, a settlement in While county, six miles 
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BOTtbeaBt of Canni, In a timbered region, between ibe 
Skillet fork and Littlfl Wabasb. 

Slab Paint, H point of timber and a «mall Btreem in 
tha border of Montgomery eonntj, a few miles weal erf 
■oulb from Macoupin point, on the road from SpringGeM 
to Edarardsvitle. 

SmaU Pox Sivcr, in Jo Daviess connly, riMs aonlh«BRt 
ttf Galena, runt wcat, and enters the Missinsippi at the 
mouth of Fever rivFr, in an acute angle with that stream. 
Il is fifteen miles, long, the county on ils borders very 
broken, has aome fertile and level bottom land, and con- 
aiderable timber towards its mouth. 

Smallaburg, a town site with milla, etc., on the Em- 
bamB, six miles below Lawrenceville. 

SmmWt Stttltmtnl, in St. Cbir county, six miles south- 
vest from Belleville. The land chiefly timbered and 

Smilh'a Lahctio the Illinoia bottom, Morgan county. 
It is below Meredoaia, and unites with the river. 

SmUh's Seltlantnt is near iihoal creek limber fn Bond 
county, four miles south of Greenville. 

SmoolA Prairie is in Madison county, in the forks of 
Wood river, eight miles ea« from Alton. It is three 
mites long and about two wide, level and rather wet. 

Snate Creek, a branch of Indian creek, in Morgan 
eonnty. 

Snyeartee, (in French, Chtnail-ccarte, said to mean thb 
"cut off," or "lost channel,") an arm of the Mississippi, 
in Pike' county, commonly called a " aloogb," in the dia- 
lect of the country. It is a running water at all stage* 
of the river, and for several months furnishes ateambuat 
navigation to Atlas. Il leaves the Mississippi in section 
nineteen, three south, eight west, in Adams count;, enters 
it again in Calhoun counly, section seven, eight south, 
four west, aiid runs from one to five milea from the main 
river. It is about fil^y miles in length. The land on the 
island ia of lirat rata alluvion, proporiioned into timber 
and prairie, but subject to annual inoodationa. 
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SHtia's StttUment is on the scnlh aide of Macon 
county. 

Somonauk Creek rises in Kane connty, riina a soultiern 
eonrae, and enlera Fox liver in La Salle county. It is a 
teill stream. 

Smith America t9 a seltlemenl in Gallatin county, fifteen 
mrles southwest from Equality, and near ihe corner of 
Pope and Franklin counliea. 

Suath Fork nf Spoon JRivcr ilses In Warren countv. near 
the head of Ktliaon creeli, [una 
and Dnites with the main etream ii 
eight north, range I wo east. 

Some of tlie best land in the slate lies on this streani. 
Thia is freqiienlly called Wat Fork. 

South Prairie, in Morgan county, is on the soulfa side 
of Walnut creek. 

f^xmii^h Needle., a trifling' stream in Mncoopin county 
that enters Macuu|iiD creek, above Dry fork. 

!^}oon Hirer, a large and beautit'u] river on the military . 
tract. A description of its principal heads may be aenn 
by reference to the articles, " F\iTk> of Spoon river" and 
"South fork of Spoon river." After the union of these 
forks, the general course of this river is south till within 
A fevr mites of its month, when it takea a southeasterly 
course and enters the Illinois in section thirty-three, four 
north, four east, directly opposite Havanna. * 

This stream is naTi^ted for several loiles, and, at a 
trifling expense, in clearing out the trees and raits of tim- 
ber, it ini^t he made navigable for one half of the year 
to the forks. 

Large bodies of timber of the best quality line the 
banks of ibis stream, and the soil in general is inferior to 

The main river and several of its tribnlarjea fornish 
excellent mill seats. The prairies adjacent are generally 
undulating, dry and fertile. 

Above the moulh of Spoon river is a large lake on the 
west side of the Illinois. 

Spring Bay, a singnlar basin, about teventy-five rods 
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in diaineler, adjoiaing ihe Iltinoii ri*0t, in the apper part 
of Taiewell couiitj. In froiil it opens to the river, the 
writers of which enter Bod Gil il at flood alsge. When 
low, \hey retire and leave the baain dry, excepting a 
BUeani madebjranumbcrofepiings which burst forth from 
lh« MDd ridg'e on thiee sides of it. On Ihia ridge are 
signs of nn old aeltlemeiit or'forlifiuation, A abort dla- 
Unce below ia the mouth of Blue creek, oier which is a 
brid^ of oarlh. Below ihia is a mound, fortj-five yards 
in circumferencB at Uie base, and twenty ftiel in height. 
It is said lo haTe been opened, and human akeletons found 
twenty feet from the tnp. 

Spring Credc enlera Sangamon rive^ fonr roiles from 
SpringReld. The country bordering is rather level, very 
rich and dt-naely poDulaied. The timber is from two to 
fire niilfS wide, and of excellent qnnlily. 

Spring Creek, in PulnaiD county, enters the Illinois 
four roiles below the f.iltle VerniHtoo. 

Spring Creek, a branch of the Iroqnoia river, in Iroquois 
county, excellent timber, and level, rich prairie. 

SpRiNortiLD one of the largest luHns in Illinois, and 
the scat of justice of Sangamon county. Ii is aiiualad 
on the border of a beautiruT prairie on the south side of 
the timber of Spring creeh, on aectioiia twenty-seven and 
thirty-four, in township sixteen north, in range five west 
of'the third principal meridian. This town was laid oS" 
in February, 192^, before the lands in thia region were 
sold. At the land sales of November, 1933, the tract on 
which the older portion of the town is located, waa pur< 
chased and duty recorded as a town. It then contained 
about thirty families, living in small log cabins. The 
surface is rather loo level for a large town, into which it 
is destined to grow; but it i^ a dry end heatihy location. 

Springfield has nineteen dry goods stores, one whole. 
sale and six retail groceries, four public houses, fourdrug 
stores, one boolt store, two clothing stores, eleven law- 
yers, eighteen physicians including steam doctors, one 
foundry fur castings, fouc carding machines, mechanica 
and trades of various descriptions, and two jirtQiing offices 
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from which are ieaaed week); the "IVintdi SepabHean," 
*nd the " Sangamon Journal." The public building are 
a court house, jail, a market hauaei and houeea (it nur> 
ship fur two Pcesbjrlerian churches, one Methodist, one 
Baptist Reformer, one Episcopalian, end one Baptist bd- 
cietj, each of which have ministers, and respectable con- 
gregations. 

The hrst house built in Springfield wai erected fiAeen 
jeara since. The town has increased more than half 
within the last three jears. It has excellent schools for 
both seses, and en academy. By a recent act of tha 
legialoture- Springfield Is tn be the permaneul seat of go- 
Temment after IB40, and an appropriation has been made 
of 2^0,000 and commiseiooerB appointed Co build a slate 

Spring Itbmd Ortne, in Sangnmon connly, from foor- 
tsen to twenty miles weat of Springfield, on the load to 
Jacksonville. It lies at the head of Spring- creelt, and 
is an excellent limbered tract, surrounded with rich prai- 
rie, from six to ten miles long, and from two to three 
miles wide, and has a flourishing settlement. Many ex- 
cellent springs are fonnd in iliis tract of country. 

Spring GroBt poet office, in Warren cSunly, aeven milei 
north orMonmoath. 

Spring Peinl, in Jasper conntjr, on the national road. 
r Squau) Prairie, in Boone oountj, lies between the Bea- 
ver and Piskasau creeks. It is round, rich, level, and 
contains about ten it-ctions of land. 

Slareed Sotk, near the foot of the rapids, and on the 
rigrht bank of (he Illinois, ia aperpenditular mass of lime 
ami sand stone ihshed by the current at its base, and ele- 
vated 150 feet. The diameter of ite surface is about 100 
feet, with a slope extending to tlie adjoining bluff from 
which alone it is accessible. 

Tradition tays thnt afler the Illinois Indians had hilled 
Pollliac, the French governor at Detroit, the northern 
Indians made war upon thrm. A bbnd of the Illinois, in 
attempting to escape, took shelter on this rook, n-hiflh 
thej toon rasde Inaeceaaible to Ibdr enemies, and where 



they wars elotely bMiegisd. Tbej bad Mcnred pruTi* 
■iont, but their odIj rpioarco for water waa bv letting 
down TBMela irilh bark ropes to tbe ri'er. Tba wily 
beaie^ra eontiJTetl to come in eanoea onder the rock and 
cut off their bucketa, by. which meana ibe aafortunate 
lllinoia were starred to death. Manj yeara alter, their 
bone* were whiiening on this Bamiiiit. 

SitttM Point, a paint of timber running into the prairie 
tbal adjoina Bruleite'a creek, in Ud^r cotintjr, 

SlteTt J/i'tf, a. poet office end settlement tn Randolph 
oouDty aiiteen miles east of Katkaskia, on the Sbawnee- 
town road. The aoil la ofa middling quality. 

Slentn't Crak rises in Macoa county, and enters the 
North fork of Sangamon three miles below Decatur. 

SUphtntm, the seat of jualke of Rock Island coanty, 
is Mluated on the Mississippi opposite the lower end of 
Rock Island. It has twenty or thirty familisS and is in* 
creasing. 

Slillman'* Sun, in Ogle county, formerly called Mud 
Crtek, a small stream that runs northwest and enters Kock 
river a few miles below Kiehwaukee, where, on tbe 14th 
of May, 1832, a battalion of militia, consisting of about 
S175 men, under Ibe commend of Major Isaiah Stillman, 
of Fullan coiinly, were attacked, defeated, and eleven 
men killed, by a portion of tbe Indian army under tbe 
celehrjied Black Hawk. 

Slinking Creek, see Bearer creek. 

Si. Marion, a town aiio in Ogle county, M Buffaloe 

SI. Mary'i River lises in Perry county, and enters Uia 
Mississippi six milea below the mouih of the Kaskaskia. 

Si. Mary't, a town end poet office on the west side of 
crooked creek in Schuyler coauly, in four north, five 
west, on the mail ronte rrora Rushviile to Cartlisge. It 
commenced in I83S, and has two stores, one grocery, and 
a dozen families. 

Sluka'i Seltlement, in the eastern part of Union county, 
nser the head, and on ihe south side of Cash river, eoo- 
Uins one hundredf amilies. The sutfitce of the land ia 
rolling, and the aoil good. 
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StoneU Selllemeid is Sfteen mileB below Quinej, in 
three saulli. seven* west. 

Slout't Grove, ■ Eeltlemenl in McLean aonntj, □[■ th« 
Mackinau, in iweni;-rour and iweotj-fiTe north, one wesii 
and iwetve miles nonhwesl of Blooiuingron. Tlie north 
part i« a large and heavilj timbered bottom, principalljr 
oak, wiib some barreae. The Booth part ia first rate 
limbered land. 

Slraum't Stitkment, in Pnlnam county, about twenty 
mites below Hennepio, was commenced in 1831. 

Siring Prairie, in Greene eonnty, lies between Ma- 
cinpin and Apple creeks, commencing four miles west 
of Carroll ton, and extending fifleen mileaeaBl.'and from half 
a mit« lo three miles in width. It is a rich, level tract, 
and much of it in a stale of culliTatioD. 

Siring Tbicn, on the Embarrai, in Lawrence eonnty, 
•ixteen miles north of Lawrencetille, has 100 families. 

Slubbl^ld"! Branch is a trifling alream that rises in 
the northern part of Band oonnty, runs soathwest, and 
enters the Gasl fork of Shoal creek, two miles abo*« 
GreenTilte. A conaitlerBble settlement is near it. 

Sugar Creek, in San^mon county, rises in the prairies 
towards Ihe sonlhweBlern part of the county, where its 
watera interlock with (he heads of the Maconpin and Ap- 
ple creeks, ruu« a northeasterly coarse, and enters the 
Sangamon river a short distance below the forks. Its 
main branch is Lick creek. The land is good, surfaoa 
ratber lerel, and the timber of Tarious kinds, from one 
lo two miles in width. The aetllements are lai^e, and 
eitend from the mouth to (he head of the limber. 

The lands situated between Lick and Sugar creeks, ar« 
•aid to be ofa superior quality for grazing, etc. 

Sugar Creek, in the narlheaatern part of Schuyler coun- 
ty. It rises in the eoiiiheBsi corner of McDontnigh oonnty, 
takes a southeastern course, near the bonndary title of 
Fulton, and entere the Illinois above Beardetown, on seo> 
tion four, two north, one east. A la^ body of excellent 
timber lies on thia stream. Red sod yellow oobie are 
fotmd in its banks.

Sugar Creik Seitkmtnt, in Ihe soudieaatem part of 
Tazewell county, on Sugar creek.

Sugar GroBt, in the north part of Sangamon eounty, 
twenty miles north of SpringGeld. It is a fine tract of 
timber surrounded with fertile prairie, about three miles 
lone, and one mile wide, willi a respectable settlement 

Sugar Grave, in Putnam county, in fifteen north, lit 
east; a beautiful grove of timber with good prairie and 
barrens around it. 

iSi^w Jiintr, in Winnebago county. It rises in the 
Wlsoonajn lerritoryj runs south across Ihe boundary line 
about eleven miles wcat of Rock river, eud enters the 
Peek-a-Con-o-kee. The couotry between it and Bock 
liver ia rather swampy, with ridges of bur cak timber.

ksskia river, and near the line of St. Clair and Monro* 
ooantKH, and at the lower end of the Twelve Mile prairie. 
It is an elevated and pleasant situation. 

Tarapin Ridge, s aetllement four tniles ROrtk of Leb»- 
nor, in St. Clair county. 

Hhylor'i Creek rises in Mseoopin ccnnly, and enten' 
Macoupin creelt, in GrreneeooMy. 

TeeuBtteli, a town site on the Great Wsbash river, i»

Good morale, religioua privileges, ibe advanlagee for 
education in the college, end in three Tespectatile com- 
mon schools, with an Intelligent and agreeable sonety 
make this town a desirable tesidence. 

Uppnr AUon was laid off bj the pro[iiielor in 1S16, and 
in IBSI, it contained fifty or-sikly ramilies. In 18:27, it 
had dwindled down tO/a fitw from several eauKs. But 
since the eommencenient of Alton, the flooitshir.g mer- 
ointile town on theriver, it has experienoed a rapid growth 
and will doubtless, coniiniie to advance, iproporllonate to 
the progreB'i of the town and country around!.

Th^re ere many 
things thai a person of plain, common aenae will take for 
granted wilhoDtinqoiry, — soch ae facilitifs for obtain ing 
all the necessaries of life, the readineaa with which proper- 



ly of any deecripiion may be obtained for a fair value 

«Bpacially farma and wild land, thnt Ihey Ban live v 
hundreds of thonsanda of others of similar habits and feel- 



ings live; and above all, ihey ahould take it for granted, 
that there are diffioallies to be enoountered in every ooun- 
try, and in all baainesa; — that these difficulties can be 
surmounted with reasonable elTort, patience and perseve- 
rance, and that in every coantry, people aichen and die.
